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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF DOMESTIC LITERATURE. 


S there is no department of litera. 
A ture which more merits cul'ivation, 
we are happy to remark that there ts no 
ore more affiduoafly cultivated than Hif- 
tory. As ufual, we fhall commence our 
periodical furvey of the advancement of 
letters, with a brief notice of the many 
and v Juatte peblications which have re- 
cently appeared under this head. 
HISTORY. 

Inathird volume, Mr. Turner has 

brought down his ** Hifory of the Anzlo- 
Saxins,’ to the period of the No:man 
conquelt, Often has every one had occa- 
fion to remark, that, in the profecetion of 
a long and Jaborious work, the author 
grows tired of his tafk, and, in the in- 
dulgence of his laflitude, becomes care- 
lefs and uninterefting. Mr. Turner, on 
the cortrary, has progreffively improved : 
his firtt volume was far lefS carefuily exe 
cuted than his fecond—his fecond let!s 
eareluliy than his third. As he has 
proceeded, he has been mere judicious 
and difcriminate in the fele&tion of his 
authorities, which are more valuable and 
Mumerous. In ai fuiure edition, Mr. 
Turner will doubtlefs revife the earlier 
periods of his hiitery, aud renser it al- 
torether more worthy of that general 
and lafting ayprobation which, after fuch 
fevifion, it cannot fail to enjoy. 

The praétice of duelling, whicl rofe 
from the athes of judicial combat, is ge- 
nerally fuppofed to have been brovght in- 
to fafhion by that high-{pirired and ge- 
nerous monarch, Francis I. of France, who 
invited his cold-blooded rival, Charles V. 
toiingle combat. It was a clumly com- 
pliment to the Emperor, however, who 

eclined the challenge, to contemn_ his 
prudent example, and follow the rath one 
of his ill-fortuned foe. They who would 
fanction the actual pragtice by royal au- 
‘hority, muft refer to more ancient timess 

fr. Turner, in his interefting account 
Cf that period of Anglo-Saxon hiftory 
Which embraces the reigns of Edmund 
Ironfide and Canute, relates fome parti- 
sulars of a combat between thefe princes. 
fonruLy Mac, No. 1i7e 


The forees of Canute had been baffled 
before the walls of London, and the va- 
liant Edmund had raifed the fiese. Va- 
rious conflicts fucceeded, burt the repeated 
reachery of Edric had at laft prevailed. 
Edmund retired to Cloucetter, afer a 
defperate and difattrous engagement, in 
which almolt ali the mof valued nohility 
of England perished; yet, fuch was his 
activity and eloquence that he hed af% 
fembled a frefh army before the 
could overtake him. «© It was then 
(fays Mr. Turner) that the greatnels of 
Edmund’s foul appeared: he coud not 
endure that the blood of his beft fubjeds 
fhouid be fo lavithed for his peri ial pros 
ht, and he challenged Canute to decide 
their quarrel of ambition by a fingle com. 
bat. He intimated the glory which the 
conqueror would guiin, whole dignity 
would be the purchale of his own peril 
and merit. Canute accepted the propo- 
fal. Tue sifle of Olney was the place of 
meeting, around which the two armies 
aflembled. The kings received each 
other’s {pears upon their fhiclds. Toeir 
{words were brandifhed, and the combat 
became clofe. Long thé weapons found- 
ed upon the:r helms and armour, Their 
dexterity was equal; their f{pirits emus 
lous. At lait, the itrenoth of Canute be. 
can to fail before the impetuoiity of Ed. 
mord. He felt his powers fait ebbing, 
and, in an interval of the combat, he ex- 
claimed to the ‘Anglo-Saxon, ¢ Bravelt of 
youths, why fhould our amb'tion covet 
each other’s life? Let us be brothers, 
and fhare the kingdom for which we con- 
tend.” Edmund, with generous pruceace,y 
agreed to the new idea; the duel cealed, 
and England was divided between them. 
Canute was to reign in the north, and 
Edmund in the fouth. ‘The rival princes 
exchanged arms and garments, the money 
for the fleet was agreed upon, and the 
army fep3rated.”” 

Mr. Rozearts has given us a * Sketch 
of the early Hiftory of the Cymrl, or Ane 
cient Brito®, from the Year 700 before 
Chrif, to A. D. 500.” 

lt is a curious hiitorical morceau. 
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“* The Hiflory of England from the Peace 
of 1783, to the Treaty concluded at Amiens, 
in 1802; being a Continuation of Cocte’s 
© Hijlory of England from the earlieft 
Dawn of Record to the Peace of 1783; 
by the Author of the former Part.” 

It is with much fatisfaction that we have 
perufed this calm, impartial, and weil- 
written hiftory. Dr, Coors, in defcrib- 
ing the paffing events of the day, has the 
great merit of avoiding every intemperate 
and uncandid exprefiion. Though with 
lefs courtefy about him than Dr. Biffet, he 
has no les patriotilm and loyalty; his 
refleStions a:e generally acute, his views 
enlarged, and his fentiments lideral, hu- 
mane, and juit. The ** Continuation” is 
in every refpect worthy of the author of 
the ** Hiftory;”* and it is at once with (ur- 
prize and regret we learn, that his remu- 
neration for former labours has been fo 
inadequate to the value of them. 

Dr. Bisse? has publified in fix o&ave 


volumes, an ** Hislory of the Reign of 


George lil. to the Termination of the late 
ar.” 

If pofterity does not intorm itlelf ac- 
felf accurately of the courte and character 
of the occurrences, civil, military, aad re- 
ligious, which have marked the preient 
reign, the lack of information mutt be 
attributed to fome other caule than the 
lack of hiftorians. Never, peraaps, were 
more contemporary pens employed in de- 
fcribing the lame period than have been, 
and doubtlefs are thll, employed ia re- 
cording the everts of the prefent. To 
Mactailane, Co te, Belfham, and Ado)- 
phus (betides the biftorians of particular 
events) is now to be adccd the name of 
Biflet, a name known as the flattering 
biographer of Mr. Burke. Dr. Billet is 
a careful and induftrious hiftorian ; be in 
veitigates minutely, and details with pre- 
cifion. The parliamentary debates are 
condenfed with judgment, and characters 
are drawn, if not with (trict imparti-lity, 
at any rate with an agreeable and deco- 
rous courtely towards that clais of poj.ti- 
cians whole epinions differ, toto calo, 
fiom thofe of the hiformn. Courtely, 
indeed, is a dillinguithing feature of the 
— work. Public meaiures and pub. 
ic men are very generally applauded, and 
Dr. Bifkt is never at a lofs tor apology, 
wien want of fuccefs has impeached the 
wildom of the ore, or want of c: nfiftency 
thrown fufpicion on the other. This dife 
pcbron to panegy:ize is more and more 
undifguifed as the hiftuiisn approaches the

arifon with its rivals. 

Mr. Ritcuse has publihhed, in three 
octavo volumes, *¢ Political and Military 
Memoirs of Europe, from the Renewal x 
the War on the Continent ia 1798, to the 
Peace of Amiens in 1802.” 

The enthufiatin with which the frrugoles 
of the French for the reeovery of their liber. 
ty during the early part of the Revolution 
(alas, how utterly fuccefslefs!) infpired 
Mr. Ritchie, has but little abated; and 
the antipathy of. the hiflorian to the mea- 
tures of the Pitt Adiminiltration, too often 
drives him to the oppofite extreme of de- 
fending the defpotic policy of France, 
The Peace of Amiens is reprehended in 
terms of feverity, as being difgraceful 
and igneminious to the Jaft degree ; nor is 
the conduét of the late Ex-minifter pafid 
over without fome very acrimonious ani- 
madverfio:s. ‘* The fanétion (fays Mr. 
Ritchie) of terms fo degrading — of 
terms which the vanquifhed only could 
be fuppofed to receive, was a.dilagreeable 
duty to the Britith legiflature ; it was di- 
reStly hoftile to their proceedings during 
the lait eight years. When their political 
opponents, on fo many former occafions, 
fugzefled moderation, inftead of that con 
temptuous pride which inflated the inca 
pacity of war-minifters ; when they pro- 
pated the acknowledgment of the French 
Republic, and a compromile as to tertl- 
tory, by the renunciation of fome of he 
colonies and the retention of others, Mr. 
Pitt exclaimed, that he trufted there wes 
not a man to fign fuch a treaty, and not 
a courier to carry it. Yet, by a ftrange 
fatality, one of his warmeit partizans was 
feieSted to conclude a peace on lels fa 
vourable conditions, and officially pre 
nounce its eulogy. At the fame time the 
Ex-minifter, with incredible effronterys 
openly joined in the tranfaction ; = 
fliewed no compunétion, and feit no abale- 
ment, from felf-contradiétion. In the 
courfe of his oration, during the _ 
difcuffion of the treaty in the Houle © 
Commons, he laughed ; and in this play- 
ful humour, which excited a correfpon A 
ing fenfation among his friends, were ‘é 
deareft interefts of the nation decide . 

The Britons who fell on the nl | 
Flanders and the fa: d-hills of Hollie : 
could never have furmifed that their * 
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Himent! But, as if the hiftory of Mr, 
Pitt ought to be recorded in Hudibrattic 
serie on!y, the man who can boait of hay- 
ing, by the impolicy of his meafures, 
reared a power whofe fupendous ttrength 
muit foon crufh the thrones of the Eu- 
ropean potentates, is to have a ftatuecredl- 
ed to immortalize his deferts! Let it be 
engraven on its pedeftal, that the Britih 
Annals, fince the time that a Stuart ocen- 
pied the throne, atord not an in‘tance of 
imbeciiity in the cabinet and the field, or 
an ignominious refult equal to thote in 
the war againit the independence of the 
French pation, and the liberties of man- 
kind.” The preceding exiraét afiords a 
dpecimen of the fttyle, as well as of the 
tone and temper in which thefe Memoirs 
are penned, 

“ Hiftory of the French Confulate undir 
Napclecn Buonaparte; being an authentic 
Narrative of his Adminiftraticn, includ- 
ing a Sketch of bis Life, mterfperfed with 
curious Anecdotes, and a faithful State- 
ment of interefling Tranfadtions; by W. 
Bakke.” 

Mr. Barré is a French Proteftant, who 
writes a Hiflory of the Confulate in 
breken Engl.th. Every thing that can 
throw difgiace on the charaéter of Buona- 
parte is icraped up with the utmoft affi- 
duity, and whatever has told to his credit 
as aman, asa general, or a ftatefman, is 
hurried over in a flovenly manner. If 
Mr. Barré intended to compofe an ad- 
drefs ad populum, he has fucceeded ; if he 
intended his work to ferve as memoirs 
for the future hiftorian, he will, in all 
probability, be difappointed. 

Mr. Hay has publithed a * Hifory of 
the Infurreéicn of the County of Wexford 
1798, including an Account of Tranfac- 
tions preceding that Event.”

ee — preferves the fame tem- 
which entiments on political fubjects, 
diltinguithed his former volumes. 
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It was impoffible, however, to record the 
various horrors and calamities produced 
by the tyrannous adminiftration of the 
two lait defpots of Ruffia, without feeling 
indignant that man fhould thus lord je 
over his fellow man, and without making 
fome verv ferious reflections on the de- 
gradation and mifery to which fubjee! s 
are reduced, when abtolute power is con. 
centrated in the hands«f an individual. 
Gencrally {peak ng, the compiler of thele 
Memo.rs has wveltigated with care and 
employed with fidelity the various docu- 
ments which could afford him any intor- 
mation; his narrative is ealy and fluent, 
his matter is abundant, and the hittory 
altogether very mterefting and inflruGive. 
It is, however, impoffibje not to be im- 
prefled with indignation and di/gult at 
the foul, atrecious, ard calumnious charge 
which he has brought againft this coun- 
try, of being acceffary to the murder of 
the French minilters at Raftadt ; a public 
outrage, as it is juttly defcribed, more 
horrible than any that has yet been com- 
mitted in Europe fince it has been civi- 
lized. Thele are the terms in which the 
charge is adduced; ‘ The murder is 
even {fu revolting that one feels a repug- 
nance in attributing it to the direét or- 
ders of the cabinet of Vienna, though 
that cabinet is famous in hiftory for its 
want of faith. But it is equally abfurd 
(continues our author) and atrocious, to 
charge the Directory with this unheard-of 
and ufelefs crime. Such an idea can onl 
have arifen in minds capable of the moft 
daftardly wickednels, and could only have 
been propagated in a fociety familiarized 
with the crimes and the vindi&tive acts of 
the revolution. Oh! lating thame to 
France and Paris! It is there, i¢ is 
among the French that this unworthy ac- 
cufation has been able to cbtain beliet t 
Time will, no doubt, unveil to us one 
day, that the genius of Albion—that genius 
which for ten years has contrived all the 
plots that difhonour politics and offend 
humanity, was alfo the toul of this, as it 
has, with its impure breath, juft lighted 
the match of that infernal machine, et 
which France is itill terrified and amz- 
ed!” A charge cf this nature threwn 
out at random, and unfubiantisted hy the 
fainteft thadow of proof, is difgraceful to 
the author of it. But the Directory, it 
feems, were fufpected of the crime by 
their own countrymen. — Oh! but ther 
own countrymen were °¢ familiarized wilt 
the crimes aud vindictive acts of the Re- 
yolution,” or they would not for a mo- 
ment have believed it. And were the Di- 
reCtory altogether innocent and imiracu- 
OQ 2 late + 
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late; altogether ftrangers to the crimes 
and vindictive a&ts of the Revolution? 
Surely it is a civcumfance which of 
itelf would afford no unreaionable 
ground of fufpic.on againft the Direc. 
tory, that they fhould be futpetted by 
their own countrymen, by the Parihans 
them‘felves; and the total filence of the 
furviving plenipoteatiary is a very ftrong 
ccrroborating jatt. Indeed, that the Di- 
reCtory were actually guilty of this enor- 
mous crime, there 1s every reatoa to be- 
lieve. As we have not rcom to biing for- 
ward the evidence in this place, we reer 
our readers to the account given of the 
affair by Mr. Adclphus, in his Hilory of 
France. 

A fourth volume cf thefe Memoirs has 
jut been publified at Amfterdam, fo that 
an Englifh tranflation is in all probability

can had once before a promile, under the 
fancixn of the Honfe of Commons, that 
this trafhe in his fich and blood fhould be 
abolifhed. That very Houle of Commors, 
howev:r, noiwithitandi: ¢ the ardent, the 
Impreflive, the implor.rg elequence of 
Mr. Pitt, that fieady and jincere friend to 
the abolition, dic, in the year 1795, vio- 
late their folemn promife, by declaring 
that the t ade fhould be continued! Mr. 
Pitt $s again at the biad of adminiffraticn! 
The vote, however, is once moie pafied, 
a'd it is the lets neceflary to enlarge on 
the fubj.& of these Letters, which do in- 
finite honour to the feelings, and hume- 
ny, and gcod fenfe of Mr. Caines.

Youth, 
thouehticilnefs, and the frame of an infant 
Hercules render him fupertor to the evils 
of flavery. If this thocking trade is ttl 
pericvered in, it fhould then be confined 
to children who are too young and too in. 
confiderate to brood on the reverie which 
has overtaken them. But, no; it mutt 
be abolifhed. Though the father fold 
him, who knows the pangs that the mo- 
ther felt at their feparation! Children 
leave behind them miferies and regret 
equal to what the grown exile carries with 
him and in his bolom.

cis cannot be induced to belteve that her 
refources are equivalent to this increafing 
expenditure. He is probably milteken ; 
feveral accounts which we have laiely 
read on the fubject, induce us to hold a con- 
trary opinion, and we give greater credit 
to the financial ftatements of M. Neckar 
than we do to thoie of the prejent writer, 
who has taken great pains to invalidate 
them. The five grand promiies, which 
the Firll Confui is here accul<d of having 
broken, are thefe: —1. ‘L's found his 
government on the facred sights of pro- 
perty, and put an end to all manner of 
confifcation. 2. To refpecét, and caufe 
to be refpecied at home, the confitution 
of the year 8. 3. To conquer peace 
abroad, without ever abufing his viéto- 
ries in order to rife in his pretenfions, or 
aggrandize France beyond the limits af- 
figned her by nature. 4. To eitablith 
the peace of the Republic, and the happi- 
nefs of Europe, on the taith of treaties, 
without interfering with the domettic af- 
fairs of other nations. 5. and Jaitly, 
To reftore the public credit by an inviol- 
able fidelity to all the engagements of the 
ftate. Under the four firit of thefe heads 
many faéts are detailed, which very clear- 
Jy prove that Bonaparte is not a man of 
his word! Sir Francis has left tie con- 
fideration of the laft promiie for future 
opportunity. The hiftorical infermation 
communicated in this volume forms a Jarge 
and valuable part of it, and the work is 
altogether well calculated to make the av- 
tocracy of the Firlt Conful odious both at 
home and abroad.

Mr. M‘ArTHUR has publithed a new 
edition (the fourth) revifed, corrected 
and confiderably enlarged, of his « > ing

‘©The Revolutionary Plutarch; exhj. 
biting the mot diflinguifbed Chara&iers, 
&e. in the recent Annals ofthe French 
Republic.” 

The greater part of the materials of 
this work are ftated to be derived from 
the original information of a gentleman 
refident at Paris ; as it is publiftied, how. 
ever, without the fanétion of a namie, one 
can only judge of the authenticity of the 
anecdote by internal evidence. This is in 
very few cafes fufficiently {trong toentitle 
them to any degree of confidence. In- 
deed the tiete paper's have all the appear. 
ance of being fabricated for a very infi. 
mous purpole. One of thefe is inftruc- 
tions faid to have been del-vered by M. 
Talieyrand to General Andreofly on his 
coming to England as ambaflador. It 
is utterly incredible that the general 
could debafe hinfelf fo mach as to receive 
in writing fuch iniulting and filly in- 
iiructions as thee: * Be polite and corde. 
fcending at the balls and routs of the 
Englifh nobility ; do not forget your rank; 
endeavour to make yourfelf popular; ne- 
ver refufe an invitation from the chief ot 
the city or of the wealthy citizen: it will 
be prudent, perhaps, to mix water with 
your wine, &c. &c."’ Suppofing it pol 
fible that Talleyrand fhould have penned 
fuch baby directions as thele, would not 
Andrcofly have tora the paper into a 
thoutard pieces before his face, and turned 
round upon his heel? But we fu!pect a great 
deal of confummate treachery and malevo- 
lence in this paper ; for among the inftruc- 
tions we read the following: ‘Should 
you meet with Pitt, Windham, Gren- 
ville, or any other krown enemies of the 
Firtt Conful, be civil, but formal and dile 
tant; and at any future inviatron to te 
fame place, refufe your pretence. On oe 
contrary, to thofe of Mr. Fox's party, “00 
have oppoled the Jate war, and pew ‘e 
beral opinions and attachment to the cau 
of the Revolution are known, you canrot 
be affable enough; and endeavour, ay 
diftin&tions, invitations, and amiab%coe” 
to prove to them that the Firft srg 
knows, remembers, and 1s grateful me 
their paft conduct and behaviour. 
do fufpeet that this fentence is te Pas 
duction of an Englifhman, and that It’ 
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written with the bafe, the axrociouty 
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diabolical, purpofe of cafting fufpicion on 
the pure unfullied patriotifm of Mr. Fox. 

On a former occafion (Vol. XV. p. 
610) we noticed the able and {atisfactory 
reply of M. Gentz to Mr. Hauterive’s 
work; this latter has been animadverted 
on by Dr. CLARKE, in a pamphlet, of 
which the following is the title: ** 4x 
Hijforical and Political View of the Di/- 
organization of Europe, wherein the 
Laws and Charaéers of Nations, and 
the Maritime and Commercial Syftem of 
Great Britain and other States are de- 
fended ogainft the Imputations and Revo- 
liutionary Propofals of M. Talleyrand and 
M. Hauterive, Secretaries of State to the 
French Republic.” 

A great many pamphlets have recently 
iffued from the prefs ; our readers will jee 
the titles of them in the Monthly Cata- 
logue of Publications. To notice them at 
large would occupy that room which may 
he more profitably employed. There are 
fome, however, which are entitled to dif- 
tinction. The ** Subfftance’ of the Bi- 
fhop of Landaff’s intended fpeech has 
already gone through feveral editions. 
After an exordium of great gravity, in 
which the right reverend Prelate enters 
upon an animated and juit evlogy of the 
conftitution of thefe realms, he proceeds 
to the fubject before him, which he di- 
vides into four parts: in thefe he pro- 
poles, firft, a new fyftem of defence ; 
fecondly, a new {cheme for paying off the 
national debt; thirdly, a plan for reliev- 
ing the Reman Catholics of Ireland ; and, 
fourthly, he delivers an exhortation for 
the repeal of the Corporation and Teft 
Acts. With refpect to defence, his Lo:d- 
fhip propofes thae the firft clafs under the 
Defence Act fhould be called out and 
trained to arms, not merely as a tempo- 
rary expedient to anfwer the prefent exi- 
gency, but that it fhowld be annually 
continued as a permanent meafure of the 
executive covernment. He ftates himfelf 
to be of opinion, that the population of 
the country would annually (upply at leaft 
§0,c00 youths who in the preceding 
twelvemonth had attained the feventeenth 
year of thejr age; in fix years, therefore, 
that we thould have 300,000 young men 
lufficiently inftructed in the ufe of arms, 
and that in the feventh 50,000 of them 
might be difmifled, as emeriti from fur- 
ther attendance on military duty, except 
When the country was invaded. The ob- 
Hections againft this immature plan are ob- 
vious, many, and infuperable: we fhould 
“ertainly have thought it incumbent on 
“* {0 have urged them here, if they had 
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not already been brought forward in al- 
moft every one of our critical journals,® 
as well as in other productions. His 
Lordthip's plan for the liquidation of the 
national debt was broached by him ina 
pamphlet fome fix or feven years agoa 
the objection againft it is its utter im- 
practicability. On the two laft topics, 
the reverend Prelate argues with his won- 
ted judgment, and advites with his wonted 
liberality. ** I have always thought it 2 
hardthip (fays he) that a great majority of 
the Irift people thould be obliged at their 
own expence to pravide religious teachers. 
for themfelves and their families. —Juf- 
tice, I think, may be done to the Catho- 
lics without injuttice being done to the 
Proteitants. The Proteftant clergy may 
continue to poffels the tythes of the coun- 
try, and the Catholic clergy may be pro- 
vided for from the public exchequer of the 
empire. I fee no danger which would arife 
to the eftablifhed church from fome fuch 
arrangement as this, and it would pro- 
bably be attended with the greateft advan- 
tage to the ftate. We think the Catholics 
to bein anerror: they think the fame of 
us; both ought to reflect, that every error 
is notacriminal error, and that theirerror is 
the greateft who moft err againft Chriftian 
charity.” His Lordhhip fays, that he has 
by him the copy of a Letter which he 
addreff-d to the Duke of Rutland when 
Lord-lieutenant of Ireland, preffing upon 
his confideration the propriety of making 
a provifion for the Catholic bifhops and 
clergy in that country ; and he tells us, 
that, he has been affured by men well ac- 
quainted with the temper of the Irifh, 
that had fuch a mealure been then judi- 
coufly adopted, a rebellion would have 
been avoided, and Ireland would long ago 
have been tranquillized. The reverend 
Prelate, in perfect confiftency with thofe 
princivles of toleration which he has ever 
profefled, is a itrenuous advocate for libe- 
ra‘ing the Diffenters, a numerous, loyal, 
intelligent, and refpestable, body, from 
the reftraints of the Teft and Corporation 
Ass. , 

Mr, Winter's * Obfervations on the 
Temper and Spirit of the Irifh Nation at 
the prefent Cryis” are written with cone 
fiderable elegance ; and fome ‘* Hints on 
the Policy of making a National Provifion 
for the Roman Catholic Clergy of Ireland, 
well merit attention. 

Mr. AnsTiz’s “Obfervations on the 
Importance and Necefiity of introducing 
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* See particularly the Critical for Decem- 
ber, and No, V1, of the Edinburgh — 
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improved Machinery into the Woollen Ma- 
nufattory, Gc.” are calculated to difli- 
pate a very noxious prejudice. 

THEOLOGY AND MORALS. 

The Bifiop of Londen has publifhed 
an excellent ‘‘ Charge” to the clergy of 
his diocefe. We are particularly pleafed 
to fee him fo drenuoufly recommending 
the education of the poor, as we know 
many perfons who have afferied, that igno 
rance is not merely the mother of devo- 
tion, but the mother of obedience. ** No 
fuch thing, (fays, and fays truly, the re- 
verend Prelate.) Ignorance is the mo- 
ther of fuperftition, of bigotry, of fana- 
ticifm, of cruelty, and of rebeliion. Thefe 
are its legitimate children; it has never 
yet produced any other, and never will to 
the end of the world: and we may lay 
this down as an inconteitible truch, that 
a well-informed and intelligent people, 
more particularly a people well acquainied 
with the Sacred Writings, will always be 
more orderly, more decent, more humane, 
more virtuous, more religious, more obe- 
dient to their fuperiors, than a people to- 
tally devoid of all inftruction and all edu- 
cation.” We could not help fmiling at 
the notice taken of the dangers which are 
fuppofed to have arifen from our inter- 
courfe with the Continent during the !ate 

eace. Our religion is built ca a very 
fandy foundation, if the firft wind that 
blows can overturn, or even fhake it. 

Mr. Jerram’s * Letters on the Alone- 
ment’? are very argumentative; the ob- 
jet of the author is to anfwer objections 
agal ut the do&trine; to eflablith the doc- 
trine ifelf by Scripture evidence ; and, 
lafly, to fhew that it is pere&ly confo. 
nant with our own ideas of firnels, and is 
founded upon thofe principles which can 
alone reconcile forgivencts of fin w.th 
the conduct of a wile and benevolent go- 
vernor. 

Dr. Hewart’s © Sermozs” on various 
fubjects are plain and picus ; but there is 
not fufficient noveity of remark on the 
refpective fubjc&s, nor fuficient ftrenoih 
of reafoning, variety of exemplification 
or fplendour of eloquence, to give them 
a claim to high public netice.

*< Tn the {pace of one year (he obferves) 
Thad read over the greatelt part of the 
Old Teftament in Hebrew; and durins 
my progreis my ear became fo accuftomed 
tu a ceriain rhythm or metre, feeming to 
pervade the whole of that volume, tha I 
reited at lait in a conviStion, that not tie 
Pfalms and the Prophecies only, but tie 
hittorical parts alfo, commonly fuppofed 
to be written in profe, are in fact ‘com. 
poted in verfe, with no other difference 
from the reft but that they want the orna. 
ments and bolder features of poetry.”— 
In confiltency with this conviction the re. 
verend and learned Prelate has thrown the 
who'e into a metrical form, as weil the 
Hebrew text as his own tranflation, which 
corvefponds with the arrangement. We 
fay his ovvn tranflation, becaule, although 
the verfion of Bifhop Lowth is profefledly 
adopted, the corrections and alterations 
ut Bifhop Stock are fo numerous as mate- 
rially to nave altered its charaéter as well 
as its appearance. The prefent tranflation 
is accompanied with critical and explana- 
tory notes, &c. 

A third edition, with many additicnal 
notes and obfervations, has recently been 
publifhed, of Dr. Wittan’s ‘ United 
Gofpel; or, Mixifiry of our Lord and Sa- 
vieur Fefus Chrift, combined from the 
Narraiious of the four Evangelifis. 

‘© Notes on the Bible, by the late Rev. 
Cuartes Burkuzy. Publifoed from

It does not 
offer notes on every paflage, or on Con 
necied paragraphs, but, as the _— 
ferves, propoles illuftrations of particultt 
words drawn fiom all kinds of writers . 
alone courfe of reading, ‘The quotations 
of which it confifts, he continues, tend 0 
illufrate the portions of Scripture . 
which they appear by parallel of | ea 
timent and language, or by explanatio . 
of allufions or cuftoms, or by remarks 
eranimatical idioms and anomalies, oF y 
hints of other kinds; they are ae 
from a great variety of authors, wy 
Jewifh, and Chriftisn, ancient a? 
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Mr. MarsH has publifhed, as a re- 
joinder to the anonymous author of the 
Remarks on Michaelis and his Commen- 
tator, “* An Iluftration of the Hypothefs 

ropofed in the Differtation on the Origin 
and Gompyfition of the three firft Canoni- 
cal Gofpels.” 

This hyoothefis, built upon fags labo- 
rioufly collected and moft ingenioufly ap- 
plied, brought down upon the learned au- 
thor an attack from an anonymous writer 
({uppofed to be the Bifhop of Oxford.) 
To thefe * Remarks” Mr. Marfh pub. 
Jihed a very abie, and what is generally 
confidered to bea very fatisfactory, reply. 
His anonymous adver fary re-publithed his 
Remarks, with a fhort Preface; and this 
re-publication has called forth the Tlluf- 
tration of the Hypothefis, which itis pro- 
bible will be deemzd a complete vindica- 
tion of Mr. Marth and his fyftem from 
fome very illiberal charges, and fome to- 
tally unfounded objections brought by 
the remarker; and at tne fame time a 
juttification of all the charges which Mr. 
Marth had advanced againft him in his 
firt reply. The controverfy has been 
carried on with too much afperity, but it 
has called forth the learning and acutenefs 
of one of the moft learned and acute theo- 
logians of the prefent day, and will al- 
ways be ftudied with delight and inftruc- 
tion by thofe who intereft themfelves in 
examining the truth of revelation. 

Mr. M‘Conocuie has publifhed a ‘* Di/- 
fertation concerning the Writer of the 
Fourth Gofpel.”” 

The hypothefis here for the firt time 
Drepofed, is, that John the Apoftle and 
John the Evangelift were different perfons. 
itis a very curious fubject of enquiry, and 
will probably be taken up by other theo- 
logians who w'll canvais it with ftill

land of Judea, but that he feldom accem- 
panied dim into Gallilee.” If, on tur- 
ther examination, this hypothesis thall be 


. found tenable, it will folve many ferious 


Wifficulties, and recon-ie many incongrtui- 
les, 


Mr. Gregory Bunt, as he hue 
MonTuLy Mac. No. 117. 
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mouroully and antithetically calls himfelf, 
has addrefled * Six more Letters to Gran- 
ville Sharp, E/q. on bis Remarks upon the 
Ujes of the Article in the Greek Teftae 
ment.”* 

He is an antagonift of great power and 
fkill, but has not conducted himflf with 
fuflicient courtefey in the combat: he is 
a conqueror, but a mercile/s one. 

Mrs. Marrior’s ** Elements of Reli- 
gion” contain what fhe terms a finple de- 
duction ot Chriftianity from its fource to 
its prefent circumftances. The work is 
addrefied to a young lady in a feries of 
letters, combining narrative and reflec- 
tion. Inthe firtt three are treated the 
fundamental topics of religion, the ex- 
iftence and providence of God, and the 
importance and actual communicition of 
divine revelations. In the fucceeding 
forty-two the Hittory of the Old and New 
Teitaments is deduced, and the remain- 
ing four comprife a very brief fketch of 
fubfequent ecclefiattical hiftory. The 
work is indicative of a pious and reflect- 
ing mind, but is occafionally deficient in 
that candour towards thofe who differ in 
opinion from the author, which conftitutes 
the true Chriftian pirit. 

The fame remark we are compelled to 
make on Mr. MENDHAM’s ‘* Expo/.“on 
of the Lord's Prayer 5” a work altoge- 
ther fenfible, pious, and uleful; but in 
which we fee fome highly venerable names 
{poken of in an extremely indecorous and 
perfectly unwarrantable manner. 

Dr. SHEPHERD, Archdeacon of Bed- 
ford, has publifhed a volume of “ Ser- 
mons on feveral Occafions.” 

Mr. WarNER, ot Bath, has alfo pre- 
fented the public with a volume of * Prac- 
tical Sermons.” 

We are alfo indebted to Mr. THEO- 
PurLus St. Joun, Mrifuomas Tay- 
Ler, and toa Layman, re!pectively for 
a volume of Sermons. 

We mutt altogether decline the enume- 
ration of Falt Sermons, Conlecration Ser- 
mons, &c. &c.; fingling out of the mals, 
Dr. Parr’s ‘ Faft Sermon,” Dr. REES Ss 
Mr. Jervis's, and Mr. BeLsHam’s, all 
of which will reward the reader.

There are few works “moré inftructive 
and inere"ing than theie, the titles of 
which we have jutt tranicribed, The eX 
hauttle(s zeal and extravagance fanaticiina 


of the miffionares fuppoits them under 
4P : incrydible 
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incredible difficulties aud dangers: volun- 
tary exiles from all civilized fociety, they 
forfake relations and friends, parents, bre- 
thren, and the companions of their early 
life, to propagate the Gofyel among fa- 
vages ; to extirpate idolatry and inculcate 
among the Heathens the morality of 
Chr.ft, his precepts, and his doctrines. 
Thefe volumes, confidcred as mere books 
of travels, will be contulted as imparting 
more information concerning the manners, 
character, and religion of the favages, 
with whom the Miffi.naries refided, than 
perhaps any other works in the language. 
As throwing hght on the nature of the 
human mind, they are of great value. 

An interelting ** Narrative’ has juft 
been publithed of events thar have lately 
taken piace in Ireland among the fociety 
called Quakers, The harmony of that 
fociety, which denominates itfelf the So. 
ciety of Friends, has recently beendifturbed 
by certain differenccs in opinion on points 
both of fpeculation and praétice among 
members of the fuciety who live in Ire- 
land.

which he has undertaken to explain, and 
of which he has given a very interefting 
hiftory. It was in the year 1790, that 
M. Galvani, of Bologna, while makin 
experiments with a common clerical ma. 
chine, was infenfibly Jed to the inveltips. 
tion of this fcience : he publithed his dit. 
covery in the following year, and from this 
period it has been very affiduoufly and 
fuccefsfully cultivated by the philofophers 
of Europe. The {cience is yet in its jn. 
fancy, but there feems a ftrong probability 
that animal electricity, or Galvani‘, as 
it is now called, may be rendered fubfer. 
vient to very important pu: poles, both in 
medicine and chemiftry. Mr. Wilkinfon 
has devoted a chapter to what he terms 
Medical Galvanifm, as it has fallen un. 
der his own obfervation, with fuch di- 
re&tions, illuftrated by plates, as may be 
underftood by others, who are difpofed to 
make fimilar attempts. In paralytic af- 
fegtions it has often proved of confidera. 
ble advantage, in cafes of deafnels alfo 
relief has been afforded by Galvanifm; 
but Mr. Wilkinfon has never fucceeded 
in being ferviceable in affections of the 
eye. ** In involuntary actions of the 
mufcles, (ays Mr. Wilkinfon,) I know 
of no remedy fo efficacious as Galvanifm. 
In a centraéted ftate of the fingers or 
hands, however violently the latter may 
be clenched, on the application of this 
principle for the fpace of a few minutes, 
it rarely fails to induce a_ relaxation. 
In cafes of cramp, if of long continu 
ance, and even of tetanus, or locked Jaw, 
it has afforded relief in a fhort fpace of 
time. In contraGions of the joints, and 
in all cafes of rigidity, it will be found a 
very advantageous ftiimulus, which will 
creatly contribute to the reftoration o! 
motion.” With regard to the influence 
t Galvanifin in cafes of mental derange- 
ment, Mr. Wilkinfon mentions its good 
cfe&s in two inftances, by Aldini: he 
gives Mr. Haflam’s theory on the fubjet, 
but does not appear to have had any a 
perience himfelf. The author conclu es 
with giving inftrugtions for tie 
ment of Galvanifm in cafes of fufpende 
animation.

The author of this intereiting work, 
who is a nephew of M. Galvam, came 
over to this country during the laft fhort 
interval of peace, and exhibited before 
feveral perfons of high rank, and of high 
celebrity for their philofophical acquire- 
ments, fome of the more remarkable ex- 
periments related in the prefent volume ; 
alfo before the profeffors and pupils at 
Guy’s and St. Thomas’s Hofpitals, by 
whom the author was prefented witha gold 
medal as a token of their refpe&. When 
Proteflor Aldini left this country, the 
MS. written in French, together with two 
Latin diffcrtations, was put into the edi- 
tor’s hands, in order that they might be 
prepared for the prefs. A tranflation of 
thefe forms the principal part of the work ; 
and an appendix has been added, contain- 
ing the author’s experiments of a fimilar 
kind on the bodies of three criminals, de- 
capitated at Bologna; and an experiment 
lately made at Calais, which feems to 
fhew that Galvanifm is fufceptible of 
being conveyed to a very contiderable dif. 
tance through the water of the fea. ‘The 
work is divided into three parts. In the 
fir, M. Aldini has exhibited the action 
of Galvanifm independently of metals, 
and explained fome of its general proper- 
ties. The fecond contains experiments 
on the power of Galvanilm to excite tne 
vital forces. In the third, he has pro- 
pofed fome ufeful applications of it to 
medicine, and explained the principles on 
which the new medical admuiniftration of 
Galvanifm is founded. M. Aldini has 
adopted a mathematical form throughout 
his wok: he begins by a feries of gene- 
ral propofitions which he proves or illuf- 
trates by a teries of experiments, and from 
thefe he deduces corollarics. In all theie 
experiments, the obj-ét is to produce, by 
Various methods, mufcular motion in dif- 
ferent parts of animals recently kiiled. 

any Curicus faéts are adduced to fhew 
the general relationfhip between Galvan. 
lim and Eleétricity ; and as_proteflor 

olta announced to the public the action 
of the metallic pile, M. Aldini has exhi- 
ited according to the principles of Gal- 
vanilm, the action of what he terms 
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the animal pile. The genera! corollar'es 
from the exp-riments repoited in the fir 
part are, 1. Phat there is a real attraétion 
between certain parts of animals ; and this 
tends to confirm the idea of a fort of at- 
moiphere peculiar to parts of animals, ag 
has been fuggeited by Humbol lt. 2. The 
action of Galvanifinon the aériform Auids 
may icrve to explain its influence over the 
animal fluids, by the oxidation of the hu- 
mours. 3. Fifbes and feveral ampinbious 
animals, which live under wate:, fome- 
times approach tie furface, on certain 
changes in the atmolphere, which are 
communicated to the water. 4. Water 
faturated with faits, particularly muriate 
of foda, increates the effects of Galvan- 
ifm ; filhes pofleis a high degree of vita- 
lity; hence the wifiomn fhewn in abun- 
dantly faturating the {ca with muriate of 
foda. 5. As Galvanifin poffeffes great 
activity in chemical decompofitions, it 
cannot remain in a ftate of inaction, but 
mutt produce great changes in the animal 
fluids and funétions, 6. It has been 
proved, that as there is a metallic arc and 
a metallic pile in the mineral kingdom, 
there is alfo an animal are and an animal 
circle in the animal kingdom; which may 
one day throw a great light in the pro- 
grels of medicine, and be productive of 
benefit to the human race, In the fecond 
part, Proteffor Aldini treats of the in- 
fluence which Galvanifm has on the vital 
powers, In this (cries of experiments are 
exhibited its altonilhing effects in pro- 
ducing aétions in decapitated trunks, or 
in the heads of large an mals. On apply- 
ing it to the head of an ox recen'ly killed, 
the eyes were feen to open, the ears to 
fhake, the tongue to be agitated, and the 
nottrils to fwell in the fame manner as 
thofe of the living animals when irvi- 
tated. Onapplyingit tothe head ot a horle, 
a very fenfible gnathing of the tecth was 
produced, and all the nsuicies performed, 
in a furprifing manner, the fame motion 
as is exerted during toe time of mattica. 
tion. The profeffor ob:ained permifiion 
from the government of Bologna to have 
the bodies of two brigands, who were be- 
headed in that city in 1802. On fub. 
jeGting thefe beads to the action of the 
metalic arc, the fpectators were affright- 
ed to fee the muicles of the face io ex. 
cited as to poduce the molt thocking 


grimaces—the eye-balls moved, the teeth 


nathed, and im every reipect the effect 
was moft horiible. When the extremities 
of thele criminals were Galvanized, the 
hans became clenched, the arms were 


lifted up even when loaded with ts 
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It is very remarkable, however, that Pro- 
ffir A dini could with the utmot ¢iff- 
culty excite the heart by Gaivanic in- 
fluesce, that mefcle which, according to 
Haller, is the firft to receive life, and the 
latt to lofe it. 

Fron the experiments detailed in the 
fecond part the following inferences are 
d duced: 1. That the mufcles are affe&- 
ed by tre aétion of the pile more power- 
fully when they are laid bare, and when the 
arc is made to penetrate to a confiderable 
cepth in their tubfterce. a. Thele ecn- 
vulfons are increafed in prepor'ion to the 
number of the points of cortaé between 
the arc and the mufcle. 3. In many 
cafes, mufcular contrafions are obta:ned

anotrer. 4. Muicrlar contra&tions ae 
almoft always fpeedily chtained by the 
pile. 5. The heart can with difficulty be 
made to feel the influence of the Galvanie 
aétion, while the «ther mufcles always re- 
tain, a long time after death, that vital 
force which i: has never been found p f- 
fible to excite bui by the impulfe of G:l- 
vanilm. 6. Galvanifm excites contiac- 
tions withou' the aid of other ftimulants, 
which alier tne texture of the mufcular 
fibre, and deftroy its continuity. 7. As 
the Galvanie apparatus may be applied 
to the nerves of the animal machine, it 
miy afford to the anatomift an experi- 
mental myol-gv, by means of which he 
can render feniible to the eye the fixed 
and moveable points of the mufcles, and 
the real extent of their aGtion. 8&8. In 
purfu.ng the experiments mace on the 
bodis of peifons who die a natura] 
death, we may hereafter beccme better 
acquainted with the charagter of the vital

the fir? giving an account of the experi. 
ments on a malefactor hanged at New. 
gate; the fecond containing a report of 
dimilar experiments made by Vaffili Ean.

To point 
out thole errors and partiy to reimedy 
them, to detend the general principles 
wpon which the whole fy:tem is founied, 
and to check the propofal of any other, 
by endeavouring to eltadlifh the opinion 
that nothing fhort of abfolute perte:tioa 
can authorize any confiderable change, aie 
the objeéts of the prefent work, which 
difplays profound knowledge, and is exe- 
cuted with a great deal of accuracy and 


judginent. 


Mr. Nicnolfon has publifhed in eleven 
ofavo volumes his tranflation of Four- 
croy’s “© General Syftem of Ch:mical 
Knowledge, with a Set (which may be 
had fepurately) of twelve Synoptic 
Gables.”

velopement of the general theory of the 
icience, rhe primary object of the prefent 
work ; he has intermixed, however, with 
the expofition of the theory, a concife 
fketch of the hittory of the fcience ; fuch 
ideas are alfo given ot the manner of uling 
the inftrumenis, and of pertorming the 
Operations of chemiftry, as aie fufticient 
to explain ina great degree the practical 
part; and, laftly, the moft important ap- 
plications of it are deicribed with accu- 
racy. The application which relates to 
the philofophy ot vegetables and animals, 
18 Mere particularly infifted on, as being 
moit intimarely conneéted with the wel- 
fare of the human race.

On a iormer occafion, we hinted tivat at 
was in contemplation to publifl an abridge 
ment of the Philofophi-al Trania¢tions cf 
the Royal Society of London.

Firft, in regard to the +xplanatory com- 
ments, in which errors are corrected, and 
feveral deficiencies are fupplied, which 
occur in the early papers of the Tranfac- 
tions 5 and, wherever the (ubject is partt- 
cularly important, an accccunt Is lubjoine 
ed of the modern improvements and dif- 
coveries rclative to it: feconcly, m regard 
to the biographical notices, whic. it is 
intended to continue throughout the re- 
maining volumes, fo as to exhibit, when 
tke work is completed, a view of the 
lives and writings, (accompanied with 


critical remarks on their refpective —_ 
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of the mot diftinguifhed {cientific charac. 
ters, whofe works are noticed in the 
Tianfa&ions, continued to the beginning 
of the prefent century. ‘This volume 
alone comprizes notices of about one hun- 
died of the moreearly authors. On the 
whole, there is great reafon to believe, 
that under the care, judgment, and knew- 
kedoe of the three gentlemen whofe names 
appear at the title-page of this work, it 
will be cariied on to their own honovr 
and the advantage of {cience. 

We mutt apologize for not having men- 
tioned before, ** The Natural Hificry of 
Oviparous Quaprupeds and Serpents. By 
the Coun? De La CEPEDE, Keeper of the 
Royal Cabinet, &e.; tranflated by Mr. 
Kerr: in four odiavo Volumes witk 
Plates.’ 

Wien the Count de Buffen conceived 
his plan of writing an extenlive hiltory of 
ature, he was aware of the impoffibility 
that it th uld be completed by the etlorts 
of aa individual. He was obliged to en- 
trult the execution of feveral of the tuber. 
dinate parts, therefore, to different perf.ns, 
in whofe abilities he could ecnfide. Vo 
the Count de la Cepede, the materials of 
the prefent work were entrufted, and by 
him they have keen arranged and aug- 
mented, fo as to ferve as a continuation of 
the Hiltery of viparous Quadrupeds and 
Birds, which were given by Buffon him- 
felt. This work, however, is in every 
relpedt extremely inferior to that of which 
wt forms the continuation. The two firit 
volumes contain the natural hiftory of 
Ovipaicus quadrupeds and bipeds, pre- 
ceded by a preliminary difcourie on their 
nature, and is followed by a feparate in- 
dex of thefe animals. The third and 
fourth volumes contain the natural hiftory 
of ferpents, an introductory difercation 
on their nature, with an effay on the no- 
mernclature «nd arrangement of them pre- 
ceding the particular hiftory of the feveral 
ipecies ; and the whole concluding with a 
feparate index of thele animals. This lat- 
ter ts the moit interefting part of the work, 
which, however, will not be found to im- 
prt much new knowledge to the Englith 
naturalifl. Many exploded cpinions are 
retained, and the author is too vilionary 
and hypothetical to rank highly as a 
icientthe man. The tranflation is exe- 
cuted in a haity careleis manner, and 
fome undue liberties are taken with the 
onginal.

than any individual, perhaps, in any coun. 
try of the world ; of aman who was the 
orrament of his age, and who fied, 
an exile, from the bigotry and perfecuting 
{pirit of a country which, to 1's utter dil. 
grace, feared, and was made afhamed by 
his virtues, while it was compelled to pay 
homage to his (urpaffing talents. Itneeds 
not be added that we allude to Dr. Priet- 
ley. He Jately paid the debt of nature, in 
America—fate profugus!—in the botom 
of his own family, who had the melan- 
choly tatisfa€tion to clafe his dying eyes.” 

We have accidentally delayed to rotice 
the publication of the fiidt volume of Count 
Rumtord’s * Philofophical Papers 5” moft 
of them have already been printed in the 
Tranfactions of the Royal Scciety,toey are 
now revived and corretied, however, and 
notes and {upplements are annexed to many 
of them.

four volumes, of the Zoological Part of the 
Syftcma Nature, from Gmelin’s laft edi- 
tion. Dr. Turton aimed at nothing more 
than a plain and faithful reprefentation of 
his original ; the very remarkable concife- 
ne(s of that original, however, is not at all 
times capable of being preferved ina tran- 
{Jation, and it has occafionally happened in 
thefe volumes, that harfhnefs, and even 
obfcurity, has arifen from this laudable 
defire to preferve the manner, as well as 
the matter of the original. In the intro- 
duétory treatifes, it muft be obferved, Dr, 
Turton has by no. means been fo {crupu- 
loufly faithful as it was obvioufly incum- 
bent on him tobe: feveral important omif- 
fions are difcernible here; they are, never- 
thelefs, in a great meafure, compenfated by 
many additions in the body of the work, 
for which the tranflator acknowledges his 
obligations to Latham, Fabricius, and 
particularly Dr. Shaw, from whofe writ- 
ings he has extracted all the newly dif- 
covered {pecies, and many valuable obfer- 
vations on thofe formerly known. 
Proceeding in his plan, Dr. Turton has 
recently publifhed a fifth vo'ume, (part 2, 
vol. 1.) relating to the vegetable kingdom. 
Much to the advantage of his work, Dr. 
Turton, without avowing it, has deviated 
from the arrangement of Gmelin, and re- 
ftored that of Linné, with the fingle ex- 
ception of the order Monogamia, in the 
clafs Syngenefia. 
Dr. THORNTON is proceeding in his 
great national work, as he pompoutly calls 
it, “ A new Illuffration”’ of the Linnean 
fytem. Seventeen numbers are already 
before the public, whofe expeStations, it 
is believed, are egregionily difappointed. 
The work was evidently not intended for 
common readers: it is drefied out for the 
levee and the drawing-room of princes and 
the nobility. “Phe plates are finifhed wih 
exquifite delicacy, and will immortatize the 
vanity and infufliciency of Dr. Thovaton. 
Dr. Suaw's © General Zoology pro- 
Ceeds with undiminithed excellence. The 
fourth volume is recently publi'hed of this 
mot valuable work. This very accurate 
Naturalift in his third volume trea‘ed on 
yeptiles and ferpents—fifhes form the 
lubject of the prefent. It is obvious, from 
the nature of the element in which they 
ve, that, comparatively {peaking, little 
can be known of their natural hiftory. 
Of the habits of many of them we are al- 


Moll ignorant; feveral of their mot im-, 


portant functions are performed where the 
eye of man cannot penetrate. Some fithes 


Sonttandy reiain at the botiom of the 
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water, fo that accident only can prefent 
them to the inveftiation of the naturalit. 
This fourth volume contains the natural 
hiftory of the apodal, the jugular, and 
thefthoracic fithes. We may foon expect 
another, eubracing the abdominal and 
cartilaginous ones, and which will com- 
plete this part of the work. 

To the detail of the feveral genera in 
each order, and of the feveral ipecies in 
each genus, Dr. Shaw has prefixed a ge- 
neral defcription of the external and inter- 
nal parts of fifhes, chiefly taken from the 
works of Dr. Monro. He has taken ad. 
vantage of the difcoveries and obfervations 
of travellers on whofe accuracy and fei- 
ence he might depend, and has confulied 
the writings of the beit compilers and ar- 
rangers. In the order apodces, Dr. Shaw 
has introduced ten genera, in addition ta 
the eight which appear in the twelfth edi- 
tion of the Syfema Nature; they are 
anguilla, fynbranchus, {phagebrancus, mo- 
nopterus, odontognathus, comephorus, 
triurus, leptocephalus, ttylephorus, and 
fternoptyx. In the theracic order, the new 
genera are gymnetrus, vandellius, macrou- 
rus, gobiomorus, acanthurus, eques, tri- 
chopus, gomphofus, ophiocepalus, lon- 
churus, holocestrus, bodianus, and tra- 
chichthys. In the courfe of the work, 
numerous fpecies are moreover added to 
many of the Linnean genera,

The genus pinus has 
hitherto been imperfectly onderitood, and 
the greater number of its ipecies intuit 
ciently diferiminated. Mr. Lamvert, wi h 
a view to fuyply the deficiencies of the 
Syjtema Nature and he pits Ke- 
qvenfis, and with @ laudabie ambition fo 

promote 
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promote the advancement of ufeful fci- 
ence, has _perfonally and repeatedly ex- 
amined thofe fpecies that grow within a 
confiderable diftance from the metropolis ; 
he has obferved them in different periods 
of their growth, and has particularly at- 
tended co the progrefs of the cones from 
their firft formation to their full maturity. 
He has alfo confulted every author of re- 
pute, with a view not only to afcertain the 
moft accurate fpecific diftinétions, but allo 
to colleci every faét relative to the cul- 
ture and ules of each fpecies. As the se- 
fult of his labours, he has now laid before 
the public new {pecific characters, com- 
prehenfive lifts cf fynonyms, and minute 
detcriptions in Latin, with various mif- 
cellancous oblervations in Englifh. In 
an Appendix, he has added an accounr, 
written by Dr. Maton, of feveral fub 

liances prepared from different {pecies of 
pine, and employed in medicine, or for 
other purpofes; a letter from Mr. Davis, 
of Hommingfham, in Wilts, on the dif- 
ferent kinds of timber afforded by the dif- 
ferent tpecies; an extract from Coxe’s 
Travcls, relative to Chriitiana deal; and 
a Ictter trom Thomas Marfham, Efg. on 
the infects deftructive to pines. The fi- 
gures, exhibiting a branch of the plant, 
the inflorefcence, and the fruit in differnt 
ftages of its giowth, are admirably exe- 
cuted. Mr. Lambert informs us, that he 
intends to follow up the prefent work with 
iluttrations of the remaining genera, in 
the natural order ot Coniferze; and that 
leveral drawings of the tpecies of dacry- 
dium, and the dombeya, of Lamarck, are 
slready finithed, and will be given to the 
public as von as poffibie. 

Mr. Oanien’s * Rural Sports® wiil 
be found very amufing volumes, nor are 
they by any meacs barren of inftruétion.

—Occaiional not:s are added, and feveral 
memoirs en fubjects connected with ani- 
mal phyfiol. gy, tendering the work alto- 
gether extremely valugble. 


PHILOLOGY AND CRITICISM. 


In furveying the pr: fent ftate of litera- 
ture, it is impoflibie not to be ftruck with 
the recent increafe of the number of our 
Reviews, and the novel fiyle in which 
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fome of them are conduéted. 
etablithed journals were confidered as 
courts of criticifm, before which author 
might appear with the confitenc- of bene 
treated! according to their merit, with th 
affurance that their works would be ~ 
mined with impartiality, and that them. 
{ Ives would receive a fentence of glory of 
dilgrace, according to the evidence; tho% 
courts of criticifm feem now to be ina 
great meafure fuperfeded by a dreadiy! 
inquifition, where every man, intead of 
being fuppofed innocent till he is proved 
guilty, is fuppofed to be guilty, and pur 
to the rack for confeffion until he is prove 
ed to be innocent! In the old courts. both 
of judicature and ciiticifm, the humane 
maxim was, that it is better fora hundred 
guilty to efcape than for one innocent to 
fuffer. The principle is now reverfed, 
and the inex.rable motto affumed is, 
‘© JUDEX DAMNATUR CUM NOCENS 
ABSOLVITUR!”’ For a great number of 
years, we had three critical journals only, 
the ** Monthly,”’’ the ‘ Critical,” and 
the ** Analytical,” Reviews. The latter, 
thovgh conduéted by a gentleman of great 
abiliry, and on a plan of perfect imparti- 
ality, declined in fale, and was abandon. 
ed in the year 1799. The two former 
have been more fuccefsfully fupported. 
In the early part of the laft war, the 
‘¢ Britith Critic’? made its appearance 
under the aufpices of two clergymen of 
perfonal refpeChability and talent, who to 
this day continue its fuperintendence. 
The kingdom was at this time divided 
jato two parties : the proprietors of that 
work took the high-church politics, and 
avowed their intention of counteracting 
as much as poffible, what they deemed to 
be the mal-influence of thofe tree op:nions 
which had been defended and propagated 
by the other critical journals. — Notwith- 
ftanding, however, that the Britifh Critic 
was avowedly a party publication, 1's po 
litical and religious tenets—the pone 
of the court and the religicn of the aa 
of England —though warmly anes 
were, neverthele(s, generally exprefled wit 
a regard to decorum and good manneis 
which modern inquifitors have altogethes 
Gelpifed. Tt was ieft for the Ant 
jacobin”” Review to be the firft and fore 
mott in abufe and intolerance: the a 
rancovous and infulting epithets were |3- 
vihhed upon authors whole only, ae 
inexpiable, crime, was to have oF ‘ 
from the editors of that work in their Pr. 
litical or religious fentiments. rey ‘ 
no diftingtion between the calm inveltig® 


tions of a philofopher aud the ‘ie 
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Philippics of a demagogue. In confe- 
quence of their vulgarity and coarfene(s, 
the Anti-jacobin Review gives offence to 
the moJerate, the well-meaning, and the 
well-mannered of both parties. About 
two years ago, there ftarted up a Review 
in Edinburgh, which alio acquired an un- 
enviable notoriety by its arrogant and dic. 
tatorial tone of criticifin, and by its un- 
sparing feverity and bitterne[s of lan. 
cuage. ‘Fhe fupperters of this journal 
are not, like the fupporters of the Anti- 
jacobin, excited to intemperance by any 
foltered antipathies agaift certain poli- 
tical or religious dogmata. They teem 
to delight in faying fevere and ill-natured 
things, and the feelings of an author are 
wounded by them with the moft frigid 
and callous indifference. One might al- 
moft imagine, that Peter Pindar catt a pro- 
phetic eye on thefe gentiemen when he thus 
deprecated the chaftifement of reviewers: 


¢ I never faid, like murderers in their dens, 
Ye fecret met, in cloud-capp'd garret high, 
With hatchets, fcalping-knives in fhape of 
pens, 
To bid, like Mohocks, haplefs authors die ; 
Nor faid (in your Reviews, together ftrung) 
The limbs of butcher’d writers, cheek by 
jowl, 
Look’d like the legs of flies on cobwebs hung, 
Beforethe hungry fpider’s dreary holes,” &c. 


The ftyle which thefe gentlemen have 
adopted ef reviewing is alfo extremely 
different fram any we have been accuitom- 
ed to. They open their commilfion with 
altonifhing folemnity ; claiming a right, 
which to difpute is worfe than death, of 
deciding peremptorily on every subjegt, 
by an affurance that their own knowicdge 
of it is complete. After this preparatory 
pemp and dilplay of learning, they enter 
upon an elaborate differtation, @ften tor- 
gettul of the author himéelf, with whole 
Opinions, as to the fubject on which he 
treats, the reader certainly, and perbaps 
the reviewer, is oftentimes entirely igno- 
rant. ‘There is fomething futhcieotly um- 
poling in this oftentatious tirade, but it 1s 
better adapted for the exordium cf a pro- 
feffed dilquifition than for a critique. 
The Edinourgh Review, however, occa- 
fionally diiplays a great deal of talent and 
knowledge, as well as a great deal of in- 
lufferabie arrogance and juyperciliouineis : 
the tone and temper of it would probably 
be materially foftened if the writers lived 
In London, rather than in Edinburgh. 
Barrack foldiers are more formidable than 

ole who are quartered in cities, and 
Montuiy Mac. No. 137. 
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every day mix with the inhabitants. The 
paipable partiality uniformly thewn by the 
Edinburgh reviewers towards Sco'ed au- 
thors, is an evidence that they ave not 
above the influence of perional feelings.

This {plendid volume contains a great 
deal of very curious and tar foughe in- 
formation ; it difplays varied erudition, 
and extenfive refearch. To fketcn even 
in the moft rapid and fuperficial manner 
the origin and progreis of writing and 
printing, as retraced by Mr. Aftle, would 
iead us much too far; it may, neverthe- 
leis be permitted us to tranicribe from 
his introdu&tory chapter the plan of the 
work, ‘ The firlt aad fecond chapters 
are founded on principles of philofuphy, 
fupported by faéts, deduced from the hile 
tories of different nations. The third 
chapter treats of the antiquity ot writ. 
ing, and has recourse to the moft ancient 
hittorians, both iacred and prophane ; the 
latter of which are fo involved in fable, 
that it was extremely difficult to feparate 
the ore from the drofs. However, the 
moft re{pectable authors have been con- 
f{ulted, from whom has been ieleéted {uch 
evidence as appeared to be moft rations], 
and to deferve the molt credit. Several 
particulars concerning the civilization of 
ancient nations, occur in the courte of this 
chapter, which may appear intereiting, 
not only to the hiitorian and antiquary, 
but alfo to the philofopner. 

‘© In the fourth chap‘er it appears, that 
all alphabets are not derived trom one 5 
but that molt of thole now uled, are de- 
rived from the Phenician. This chapter 
contains a general account of fuch as are 
fuppoled to hive aren from that fource 3 
which fuinifhes many important tacts ve- 
lative to the hittory, population, and the 
progrefs of aris and iciences, ID the molt 
celeorated nacions. 

‘© The fitth chapter contains the hiftory 
of writing in different ages and COMMATESE

enable our readers to judge cf their age 


and authenticity. This¢ 
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contains much ancient hiftory, and efta- 
blifies many important trutis hitherto 
Jitile known or atiended to. 

‘« The fixth chapter treats of the writing 
of the Cninefe, and of various chiracters 
and literary figns, uled both by the an- 
cients and moderns, tor brevity, expedition, 
or fecrecy. The faéts which appeer in 
the courfe of this chapter, fully confirm 
the doétvine laid down in the fecond and 
fourth ch»pters, that ail marks whatever 
are fignificant by compad, and that Ler 
TeRs do not derive their powers from 
their forms, but from the founds which 
men have agrerd to annex to them. 

‘s The feventh chapter treats of nume- 
rals and of numeral charaé&te:s, which were 
probably uled before letters. 

‘* The eighth chapter treats of the libra- 
ril, notarii, and antiquarii, among the an- 
cients ; of paintings and ornaments ; of 
the musterials for writing upen; of inftru 
ments for wriiing with; and fome account 
of inks, both anciert and modem.” 

The Baronefs Star. hs publifhed, in 
two volumes, oftavo, ** A Treatife on 
Ancient and Modern Literature.’ 

Ignorance and prsfumption generally 
go hand in hand: in the prefent volume 
they proceed pafibus equis, in the molt 
cordial manner. . 

To the many and fubftantial obliga- 
tions which the rifing gencration owes to 
Dr. Arkin, he has now added another in 
the publication of a * Series of Letters 
toa young Lady, on a Courfe of Englijo 
Poetry.” 

The corre&tnefs of Dr. Aikin’s tafte, 
poetical and moral, united to his found 
and diicriminating judgment, admirabiy 
qualifies him as a guide through the mazy 
and teduétive paths of pcetry. The utiii- 
ty of fuch a work as the prefent mutt for- 
cibly im prefs any one who reflects on the vat 
ano increafing number of Englith poets, 
whoie volumes fol cit the perufal of young 
perfons. To have the belt authors point- 
ed out, their beauties and deieais examin- 
ed and unfolded, and the tendency of their 
works expofed, are immenfe advantages to

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Thefe gentlemen profit not by the pre- 


cept of the poet, which is no where 
move applicable than on the prefent occa- 
fion : 


** A little knowledge is a dangerous thing 3 
Drink deep, or tafte not the Pierian fpring. 
There fhallow draughts intoxicate the brain, 
But drinking largely fobers it again.” 


Dr. Burdin has, however, executed his 
defign with. much diligeace, having col- 
JeSted a great variety of interefting and 
important faéts, and condenfed a vatt body 
of information within the limits of three 
oftavo volumes. The firft of thefe con- 
prehends the organic ftructure of the 
body, the ofteclogy, the muicuiar and 
nervous fyftem, the fenfes, the funétion 
of digeftion, circulation, and generation. 
The fecond part includes .the hiltory of 
difeafes, and the third. part is occupied 
with phyfiological duquifitions on the vi- 
tal fun&tions, the a&tion of the brain and 
nerves. 

It is time to proceed to the next divifion

A very beautiful fpecimen of typogra- 
phical excellence : the letters are oblique, 
like the italic form of the Latin letters. 
The text is generally accurate, but not 
abfoiutely faultlefs. 

Dr. Giapirstone has publithed a 
tranflation of the ** Odes of Auacreon :” 
it turpafles Little Moore's in fidelity of 
veron, but is woefully inferior in eafe, 
elegance, and grace. 

The laborious Mr. THomas Taytor 
has prefented the public with five unintel- 
ligible quarto volumes, containing a tran 
lation trom the original Greek of the 
Works of Plato. That this gentleman 
fhould have mifpent his time, and mifap- 
pied his knowledge and his talents, upon 
a work, {carcely a fentence of which is 
within the graip ef any common com- 
prehenfion, is much to be regretted. 

A fimilar regret feems to be generally 
felt refpe&ting Mr. Faser’s “ Dijerta- 
tion on the Mifteries of the Cabiri,” in 
wiich a great deal of knowledge is wafted 
in the fuppert of an extiavagant hypo- 
thefis; namely, that the whole circle of 
heathen mythology is reducible to two 
Vuited fources of fuperfition, the worihip 


of the heavenly bowies and that of the 
arxn of Wouanh, 
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Mr. BRIDGEMAN has publithed vO. 
lume of ** Tranflations from the Gree. 
viz. Ariftotle’s Synopfis of the Virtues ant 
Vices; the Similitudes of Demopbilus ; the 
Golden Sentences of Democrates ; and the 
Pythagoric Symbols, with the Explana. 
tions of Famblichus. To which are added, 
the Pythagoric, Sentences of Demopbilus, 
by Mr. Tuomas Tay Lor.” 

This work is preparatory to a tranfl. 
tion, which Mr. Bridgman contemplates, 
of the Commentary on the Nichomachean 
Ethics of Ariftotle, written by Andro. 
michus, furnamed Rhodius. Mr. Bridg. 
man is the friend of Mr. Thomas Taylor, 
and {peaks of his difcoveries and attain. 
ments in terms of the higheft eulogy. 

Weare much indebted to an anonymous 
fcholar for a ele tranflation from the ori- 
ginal Greek of ** Daphnis and Chloe, a 
Pafloral Novel, by Loncus.” 

Longus has been blamed for indecency, 
but furely without foundation. His na. 
kednefs is that of a favage and not of a 
fatyr. He who is excited by viewing an 
ancient fiatue, will be excited by reading 
the natural defcriptions of Longus; and 
his imagination muft be equally depraved 
in the one cafe as in the other. The ftyle 
of Longus is exceedingly fimple and ex- 
preflive, and the prefent tranflator has 
transtufed into his verfion all the exprefiion 
and fimplicity of his original. 

The only book we have to notice under 
the head of Oriental Literature, is the £- 
venth volume cf the ** Afatic Refearches.” 
Jt contains twenty communications on 
fubjects connected with geography, natu. 
ral hifory, morals, religion, antiquities, 
language, &c. Major CoLEBROOKE has 
inferted a good article on the Courfe of the 
Ganges through Bengal, illu@rated by 
charts and feétions. Captain MaHoxy 
and Mr. JotNvILLE have fucce(stully in- 
vettigated the religious ceremonies of the 
Ceylonefe. Mr. Macras’s account of 
the Kookies or Lunctas, a race of mou?- 
taineers, living to the norith-eaft of the 
Chittangory province, and the leaft civiltz- 
ed of any cf th-fe mountain tribes, Is cr 
rious and interelting. Major Cajedrooxe 
has been a liberal contributor: his paper 
on the Sanferit and Pancrit languages '8 
very learned, and fhews that he has “4 
died it with great induftry and fuccels:

A new edition, accompanied with notes 
and illuftrations, is publifhed of Sir Ro- 
BERT SipBALpD’s ** Hiffory of the She- 
rifidoms of Fife and K'nrofs.” 

This curious old work is divided into 
four parts: the firft de(cribes the ancient 
extent of the fhire; its ancient name; a 
delcription of the country in the time of 
the Romans ; a charaéter of the Cilcdo- 
mans, termed Dicaledoncrs and Veétu. 
fiones, and whence they einigrated ; the 
language of the Pic's; their manners, po- 
icy, and religious rites; the actions and 
exploits of the Romens in Scotland, and 
the wars of the Danes in the fhire. Tie 
fecond part treats of the firths of Forth 
and Tay, the iflands of the former, the 
anunals, the fanguineous fifh, exfargui- 
neous animals, and the mirerals of both 
the firths, and the plants upon the firth 
of Forth, end fome within the fea mark ‘ 
the natural hiftory of the fhire; the ftate 
of the Chriftian religion ; and an account

are now pubiifhed by the careful and 
learned antiquary, Mr Gough, who thus

to the lovers of numifmatic fcience in 
particular, an effential fervice, in laying 
before them a fet of plates which they 
have beeo eagerly expecting near half a 
century ; and which, by a revolution of 
circumilances, have become his property, 
though not at an inconfiderable, yet ata 
price far below what they muft have colt 
their original proprietor, who {pent nearly 
five hundred pounds on them. What 1ea- 
fons induced Mr. Duane to keep back this 
treafure from the public till it was out of 
his power to give it them, is not for the 
editor to fay. Had Mr, Duane lived to 
execute his own defign, we cannot doubt 
he would have performed his part m 4 
manner more worthy of the fubject.

MATHEMATICS AND ASTRONOMY, 

«© £4 Account of the Afironomical Difco- 
weries of Kepler; including an biftorical 
Review of “he Syftems which had fuccef: 
fively prevailed b-fore bis Time. By Ro- 
pert SMALL, D.D.” 

This volume will be highly prized by 
the mathematician, as bringing forward 
tie laborious and moft minute inveftiga- 
tion of a man whofe merits are infuffi- 
cieniy appreciated. Kepler is known to 
have been the difcoverer of the great laws 
of the planetary motions ; but in order to 
be fenfible of the extent of obligation 
which we are under to this great man in 
the {cience of aftronomy, it is neceffary to 
be acquainted with the more ancient altro. 
nomical theories, and the principal phe- 
nomena they were fuppofed to explain. 
Dr. Small has accordingly devoted his 
firft four chapters to the fyftems of Pto- 
lemy, Copernicus, and Tycho Brahe. 
The next chapter is entitled, ‘* Of the 
the Preparations to Kepler's Difcoveries, 
and of his Original Intentions.’’ In this 
chapter we have an interefting account of 


Kepier’s life, and of the circumitances 
which led 


‘¢ his foul to fray 
Far as the folar walk and milky way.” 


The work is altogether that of a pro- 
ficicut in the fcience : Dr. Smail has, with 
great fugacity and clearneis, pointed out 
the ineficacy of the ancient theories, and 
the valuable difcoveries elaborated by 
Kepler. 

A fecond edition is publithed of Mon- 
TUCLa’s *¢ Hiflory of the Mathematics.” 

Baron MasEREs has pubifhed a vo- 
lume 0! “ Tracts on the Kefolution of Cu- 
bic and Biquadratic Equations.” 

It contitts of fix tracts,~befides a long 
preface, explanatory of their contents. 
The firit and fourth traéts are fupplements 
to Mr. Fiend’s Principles of Algebra, 
containing further remarks on cubic equa- 
ton and Caidan’s ruie. The tecond is a 
Very valuable comparifon made between 
the methods of Ferrari and Delcartes ter 
velolving certain biquadratic equations ;

— x*=5, by the method of Dr. Waring 
and that of Ferrari. Ali thefe tra&ts are 
written with the accuracy, diligence, and 
fkill for which the au hor has long been 
ditinguifhed. The Baron maintains with 
great firmnefs his opinion on the injury 
done to fe.ence by the introduction of ne. 
gative quantities, 

Mr. MorGan has publ fhed a new edi. 
tion (the fixth) of Dr. Price's “ Ob-

Under fo excellent a tuior as Mr. Frend, 
the principles of aitronomy mult be com- 
pichentibly expiained.

Mr. BonNYCASTLE has tranflated from 
the French of Boffvet 2 ‘* General Hiftory 
of Mathematics trom the earlieft Times to 
the Middle oj the Eighteenth Century.” 

This work «will be read with interet 
and advastage by thofe who fhrink from 
engaging in the mote elaborate and com. 
prehentive work of 2 r. Montucla: the 
tranflation is exceedingly well executed. 
The work is divided into four prricds, 
preceded by an introduction, containing 
a general view of the mathematical {ci- 
ences, with an account of the nations by 
whom they have been cultivated. The 
firtt period contains the fiate of mathema- 
tics, trom their origin to the deftruction 
of the Alexandrine ‘chool ; includ g the 
origin and progre{s of arithmetic, geome- 
try, mechanics, hydredynamics, aftrono- 
my, optics, and acouttics. The fecond 
peried comprehends the {tate of mathema- 
tics from their revival among the Arabs 
to the evd of the fifteenth century ; and 
this includes the arithmetic, algebra, geo. 
metry, and aftronomy, of the Arabs; 
the ftate of fcience among the Perfans, 


that of aitronomy ; the 
and particularly that o y a 
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ftate of fcience amongft the Turks, the 
Chinvel, aad Hincoos, with the modern 
Grecks; aid the ftate of {cience amongft 
the Chriftians in the weft, to the end of 
the fifteenth century. Period the third 
contains che prog: els of mathematics, from 
the end of the fifeenth cestury to the in- 
venticn of the method of fluxions ; and 
this comprehends the progrefs of analyfis, 
geometry, mechanics, hydrodynamics, af- 
tronomy, and optics. The fourth period 
incluves the prggrels of mathematics, from 
the diicovery ot fluxions to the preient 
time, containing the diicoveries of ali the 
m: ft celebvared mathematicians, with the 
progreis of pure and mixed mathema- 
fics.

BIOGRAPHY. 

We have not had Jo great a treat for 
fome time, as in perufing Mr. Goop’s 
** Memoirs of the Life and Writings of 
Dr. Geddes.” 

The tubjeét of thefe interefting and va- 
Juable memoirs was a man of very power- 
ful intellectual faculties, of various and 
high a'tainments. He purfued truth with 
Intiepidity, totally regardjefs of whatever 
obftacles oppoted his progrefs. His daring 
deviations Irom the ordinary track foon 
brought his orthodoxy into fufpicion, and 
of courfe the bigot fet him down as an 
infidel. Dr. Geddes was of an irritable 
cifpofition ; his feelings were very acuie 
and fenfble, fo that, although it was not in 
the power of calumny to divert him from 
that onward courfe which he had choien, 
it was in the power of calumny to make it 
Jaboricus and painful to him to purlue it. 
That he did not Jive to finifh the great 
work which had coft him fo many years 
of itucy and of toil, is ever to be regiet- 
t-d. Is would go doubt have formed a 
mit valuable claffica] commentary en the 
Bible; and it is probable, as Mr. Gocd 

fuggefts, that in a revifioy he would have 
lopped cf some of its prefent objectionable 
tccentnicities. We are happy that the 
cfice of biographer fhowld have fallen imo 
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fuch able hands. The Criticifm and eg. 
neral literary labours of Dr. Geddes § 
etiimated fairly and judicioufly, and he 
character is drawn with that Portion , 
partiality, which is not Only venial, byt 
truly honourable to the feelings of his 
friend. Mr. Good is a man of learning 
and a man of taite, he was intimately a. 
quainted with the fubjeé of his bic. 
graphy, and is himfelt verted in thop 
ttua.cs which diftinguifhed the literary 
charaéier of Dr. Geddes.

man and the philofopher may be inftrué&- 
ed and amufed. It may be ftated, that 
one main obje&t of this volume is to /ii- 
mulate the Englifh government to recon- 
quer the Cope. Mr. Barrow had before 
olicitoufly avoided any political difcuffion, 
confidering that one fentiment had pre- 
vailed univerfally as to the importance of 
the Cape to the interefts of the Britith 
E.inpire, and particularly to the Eaft India 
Company. Exceedingly mortified that it 
fhould have been thought neceffsry to re- 
linquifh the p-fleffion of it, he has now 
estered very fully into the queftion of the 
political, military, and co nmercial advan- 
tagesof his grand outwork, as he calls it, 
of all the European poffeffions in India. 
Mr. Barrow has divided his work into 
fix chapters: the firft is devoted to pre- 
liminary and mifcellaneous remarks ; the 
fecond gives an account of a military ex- 
pedition to the Caffre frontier ; the three 
next are intended to thew the importance 
of the Cape of Good Hope, confidered as 
a military and a naval flation, and, in a 
commercial point of view, as a depot for 
the fouthern whale fifhery. By a military 
ftation Mr. Barrow does not fimply mean 
a garrifon for the defence of the fe'tle- 
ment, but as a fituation where we may 
recruit our armi-s for India; the clima:e 
being of that moderate temperature which 
may prepare the raw foldier for fultaioing 
the extremes of heat and cold. Mr. Bar- 
row is moreover very minute in deicribing 
tne Cape as a naval tiation: he fays, that 
it affords good fhelter to fips injured~ or 
diftrefled by fto ms; that the firnari n is 
ene of the beft in the world for affembling 
Convoys ; that fllip’s crews may be pro- 
Vided here, at a reafonable rate, with 
fruits, vegetables, and freth provifions, 
&e. &e. As to the commercial! advantages 
to be derived from the Cape, Mr. Barrow 
has taken confiderable pains to thew that 
thefe, aithuugh confefledly interior m point 
of confequence to others which he had 
enlarged on, are yet by no means unim- 
Portant. The concluding chap‘er is devot- 
td {oa topographical ana dtatittical account

Mr. Perciva’s “ Account of the Cape 
f Good Hope’ is, like his Account of the 
Tfland of Ceylon, a work of ftetling merit. 
Mr. Barrow enters into a defcription of 
the interior parts of the country conti- 
guous to the Cape; the prefent author 
confines himfelf to an account of the man. 
ners, cuftoms, difpofition, and policy of 
the inhabitants of Cape Town and its 
immediate vicinity ; eftimating, however, 
the importance of the fettlement in a com- 
mercial, military, and political point of 
view. We fhall not draw any invidious 
comparifon between the volumes of Mr. 
Barrow and Mr. Percival: the former 
gentleman is a firft-rate naturalift, the 
latter does not pretend to an extenfive ac- 
quaintance with natural hi‘tory. This 
ob{:rvation is due to Mr. Barrow. Much 
information on every other fubject con- 
ne‘ied with the fetrlement, is to be derived 
from both thefe valuable publications.

To which 
is added, an Account of the prefent State of 
Medicine among them. By THOMaS WIN- 
T-RBOTTOM, Phyfician to the Colony.” 

The latter of thefe two volumes tats 
of the difeafes of the Africans, their regi- 
men, medicines, &c. and proves that Dr. 
Winterbottom is a molt attentive ard ju- 
dicious obferver of what relates to his 
profeffion. The firft volume is for gene- 
ral readers, treating on the genius a d 
manners of the va:tous African nations 
which furround the colony of Sierra 
Leone. Hre we meet with but little 
that is new: indeed we hive had to many 
Travels through this part of Africa, that 
much novelty was not to be expected.

In return for their hof- 
pitable condust towards the crew of the 
Antelope, the Eaft India Company re- 
folved, in the beginning of the year 1790, 
to fend two veticls with prelents to the 
chiefs of the Pelew Ilands: the Paniher 
and Exdeavour were fitted out for this 
fervice, under the command of Captain 
Maccluer. The particulars of this ev- 
baffy, the reception it met with, &c. are 
narrated in thele pages in a plain and un- 
aff-€ed manner.

Struck with the obftacles to an acquifi- 
tion of knowledge in maritime geography, 
refulting from the want of a general ar- 
rangement to the multiplied and elaborate 
accounts of voyages now in poffefli. n of 
the public, Captain Burney meditated the 
practicability of forming a gencral digelt 
of maritime geographical difcoveries, and 
has offered the prefent volume as a fpeci- 
men. 

As this is only the firt, we truft, of a 
fucceflion, it may be proper to give a 
fketch of the proje&ted plan. Captain 
Burney has two important objeéts in view, 
claflification and comprefficn ; after ftat- 
ing his obje&tions again a chronolegical 
or national arrangement in a general hif- 
tory of voyages, he gives a decided pre- 
ference to the method of claffifying voy- 
ages, according to fome hydrographical 
divifion of the globe, preferving to each 
the chronological order of narration; he 
prepofes the following as one which ap- 
pears capable of preferving its claffes in 
a great meafure diftin& from each other: 
the firit clafs may contain the voyages to 
the north of Europe, thofe in the North 
Seas, and towards the North Pole; the 
fecond, thofe along the weft coatt of 
Africa to the Cape of Good Hope, and 
the difcoveries of the Atlantic Iflands ; 
the third, eaft from the Cape of Good 
Hope to China, inciuding the Eaftern 
Archipelagos between New Holland and 
the ccait of China; Japan might have a 
{eEtion to itfelf, as a fupplement to this 
clafs 5 tne fourth might contain the whole 
of the diicovery of the calt fide of Ame- 
rica, except the Striits of Magallancs 
and of Le Maire, which are more connect:

ed with the voyages to the 
the fifth clafs may comprehend the cir. 
cumnavigation and Voyagcs to the South 
sea, With thefe, the ditcoveries on the 
the weft coatt of North America are { 
much interwoven, that they cannot, with. 
out difadvantage, are feparated. The dif. 
coveries made by the Ruffians in the fons 
near Kamfchatka, and from thence to the 
north, would appear not improperly as 
fupplement to the fifth clafs. NewWol. 
land might form a fixth clafs. This coun. 
try would naturally have divided itfelf be. 
tween the third and fifth, had not its im. 
portance fo much increafed within the few 
lait years, that it now requires a difting 
clafs to itfelf. 

The foregoing divifion is offered as a 
fketch for a general plan. The clatles 
are capabie of modification, according to 
the convenience or inclination of thofe 
who may undertake any part of the tafk. 
Captain Burney ferved as lieutenant in 
the lalt two voyages of that great dilco-. 
verer and excellent navigator, Captain 
Cook. ‘This accounts for his choice of 
the difcoveries made in the South Seas, 
as the fubje&t of the prefent work, to 
which difcoveries his attention has been 
principally dire&ted. This volume com- 
mences with a defcription of the natural 
limits of the South Sea, and with a con- 
cife narrative of the difcoveries made and 
meditated prior to the voyage of Magal- 
haens, a well written and clear account 
of which is drawn up from the detached 
and broken narratives which exift of that 
moft important and fuccefsful enterprize. 
Magalhaens was the firit who penetrated 
from the Atlantic to the South Sea, and 
confequently the firft who was enabled to 
circumnavigate the globe. ss 

The poflibility, however, of failing 
round the fouth point of Africa having 
recently been afcertained by the Portu- 
eueze, it had been already fufpected that 
America might terminate to the fouth- 
ward in a fimilar manner, and in the year 
1515, a voyage was projected for dilcover- 
ing a paflage to the South Seas, by Juan 
Diaz de Solis, who was killed at Rio de 
la Plata. The undertaking was aban- 
dened, and this was the glory referved fot 
Magalhaens. 

Capt. Burney juftly confiders the voyre 
of Magalhaens, ‘* as one of the mo 
extraordinary and eveotful that has ever 
been performed—as a voyage which can- 
not be contemplated without Birt 
impreffions only to be communicate ( 
original difcovery. While the advanc 
ment of {cieicé fhall continue to Inter 
mankind, 
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mankind, Magalhaens, whofe enterprifing 
perfeverance firft practically demonttrated 
the form of our planet, will be remem- 
bered with adm rztion and gratitude,” 

In the year 1513, the South Sea was 
fit fen by Europeans from the Iithmus 
of Darien; and Captain Burney makes 
this remark on the origin of the name 
South Sea: ** The particular pofition of 
the coaft of that part-of the American 
continent, fiom whence the fea on the 
other fide was firft difcovered, appears to 


- have famped on it the denomination of 


the South Sea. The Ifthmus of Darien 
lies nearly ealt and weft ; confequentiy, 
there the two feas appear fituated, the 
one to the north, and the other to the 
fouth. If the new fea hid been firft dif- 
covered from any any part to the fourth 
of the Bay of Panama, it would probably 
have received fome other appellation. A 
coniequence refulting from the name thus 
impofed has been, that the Atlantic Ocean, 
by way of contra-diftingtion, has occafion- 
ally been calied the North Sea, even in its 
molt fouthern part. A fhip failing through 
the Strait of Magathaens, has been taid 
to have paffed from the North Sea into the 
touth Sea; or, vice verfa: and in the 
Dit. Encyclopédique, we meet with the 
following articile—* Riviere de la Plata, 
gui prend fa fource a Pérou et va fe jet- 
ter dans la Mer du Nord, par le 35;me 
deg, de lat. merida.” The two teas, never- 
theleis, relative to each other, are north 
and fouth only in the neighbourhood of 
the Ifthmus of Darien: in their general 
extet they are eaft ani welt.”

Rear the Continent of America. Difco- 
very of the Salomon Iflands, by Alvaro 
€e Mendana, Enterp:ize of John Ox- 
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nam, an Englifhman, in the South Sea. 
Reports, which obtained credit, concernirg 
the Diftovery of a Southern Continent ; 
and the Voyage of Sir Francis Drake 
round the World, with which the narrative 
part of the volume is concluded. 

The materials for thefe relations are 
coll: ted in a great meafure from the 
journals of the naviottors themfelves ; 
but where thefe are n-: extant, from other 
early authorities. The voyage of Sir 
Francis Drake is narrated with great care 
from a comparifon of all the accounts 
hitherto rec-ived, either in manulcript or 
in print. The Appendix conta‘ns “ Re- 
marks on the Proje&ions of Charts, and 
prtcularly on the Degree of Curvature 
proper to be given to the Parallels of La- 
titude.”” This effay contains a creat deal 
of the moft ufeful information; and the 
work is altogether executed with fauch 
care and accuracy, and Cilplays fuch judg- 
meat and knowledge, that we fhall impda- 
Hiently expect the continuation of it. 

“ The Prozre/s of Maritime Difcovery, 
from the earlicf Period ta the Clofe ‘of 
the Eighteenth Century; forming an ex- 
tenfive Syfiem of Hydrography. By James 
STanigR Ciarke, F. R. S. Domeftic 
Chaplain to the Prince. With Plates and 
Maps.” 

Mr. Clarke mu have been a moft bold 
man even to have contemplated fuch an 
undeitaking as the prefent ; to have actu- 
ally fet his hand to it, mult have required 
the confciou(neis of uncommon powers, 
and uncommon perleverance. 

The prefent quarto volume, containing 
very nearly a thouland pages, is to be fuc- 
ceeded by fix others! ‘¢ The introduc- 
tion to this volume (/ays Mr. Clarke) 
will be found to contain a progreflive me- 
moir of maritime dilcoveries by the Cus. 
thites and Phenicians, the Greeks, Car- 
thaginians, and Romans.” The work ite 
felt, after fome il!uftrations of commer. 
cial hittory, in which, among other fub- 
jects, the doubifui progrefs of the north- 
ern mariners 18 glanced at, proceeds to 
review the early pericds of Portugueze 
hiftory, prior to the fifteenth century ; an 
account is then given of their molt dil- 
tinguifhed writers on Portugueze Aba 
ani Armerica; and the hittury of their 
difeoveiies tollows, from the reign ot 

ohn I. in 1385, to the arrival of Da 
Gama, in 149%, on the corft of Malabar, 
which compictes the fir great divifion of 
my labours. In the Appendix are inany 
curious and fcarce tracts refreCling navi 
gition, which are setended to elucidate 
Ye preceding pages.

work fucceeds an Appendix of esr | 
three hundred pages, containing mercilefs 
tranfcriptions trom preceding authors on 
the fubject of the work. It was incum- 
bent on Mr. Clarke to colle& faéts trom 
preceding authors, and arrange them in 
his own work. It really is not fair to 
{well his own volume by tranfcribing 
whole traéts from other people. The 
principal fault of this work, and a very 
ferious one it is, is the want of lucid ar- 
rangement. It contains a great deal of 
information, but it is fcattcred and con- 
fuled. 

The introdu&ion is divided into four 
fettions; thefe contain an account of four 
dittin&t divifions of the fubject. 1. The 
earlieft periods. 2. The facred periods. 
3. Grecian periods. 4. Carthaginian and 
Roman periods. The two former of thefe 
contain the fubftance of Mr. Bryant's 
learned, ingenious, but unfubitantial, con- 
jestures. Inthe third and fourth we are 
condudted by the more fteady light of au- 
thenticated hiftory, and the valuable works 
of Dr. Vincent on the Voyages of Near- 
chus and the Pcriplus of Erythrean fea, 
are very Copioufly extraéted. The intro- 
duction concludes with a Differtation on 
the Commerce of the Romans, by the au- 
thor’s grandiather, the Rev. W. Clarke, 
of Chichefter, with the additional remarks 
of Dr. Taylor, who firlt publifhed it in 
his ‘* Elements of Civil Law. From 
the introduction we proceed to the body 
of the work, the firft chapter of which 1s 
diviced into two fai. ns, the one embrac- 
ing a view of the commercial and mari- 
time flate of Europe antecedent to the 
fiiteenth ceniury, and the other a fketch 
of the Hittory of Portugal, as introduc. 
tory to the Por:ugueze voyages. This 
hiftory begins in the fecond chapter, and 
ls continued through that and the third, 
to the arrival of Vaico de Gama onthe 
coalt of Malabar, in 1498. - Altogether 
this work has a great appearance of being 
a book maker’s job. 

No book has excited more general ar- 
tention tor fome time p=ft, than the {pen- 
did volumes which give the acceunt of 
Mi. Motcrorr’s Travels. In May, 
2801, Mr. Holcrott, accompanied by his 
wite ard daughter, fer off from Ham- 
burg, cna a journey to Paris. Takirg 
the route of Bremen, Oldenburg, Lect, 
and Neue Schantz, he pafled through 
Gr: ninzevr to Aintterdam, theace to Rot- 
te:dam, whence he proceeded, by way of 
Antwerp, Biuficis, Lifle, and Amiens, 
ducciy to Paris. The pub ic expecta. 
Hon Was very highly raifed on the annun- 
Cation of thefe volumes, the acutencis

and penetration of Mr. Holcroft 
ready known, as well as hi 
that knowledge which 


enables a man to profit by travelling and 
to initruct his readers ; namely, the know 

ledge of the human heart. He who “_ 
pects an ample deicription of every town 
and village through which the travellers 
p2is, will be difappointed: he had bet. 
ter employ his bookfeller to purchafe 
him fome Direttory, — Many of Mr, 
Holcrott’s are outlines—mere tketches 
but they are done with great {pirit and 
life, are full of charaéter, and befpeaka 
trong refemblance. When he conduits 
us into the Confular Territories, however, 
the outlines are filled up, and he enters 
with minutenefs into the defcription of 
every thiag which can add to our informa. 
tion on a fubject become fo interelting to 
us, as the moral and political ftate of the 
French people. Mr. Holcroft is difpoied 
to believe, that the ftate of the French 
peafantry is improved: he fays they are 
better clothed, and, if not more merry, 
more evenly cheerful. Neverthelels there 
are many who affirm they were happier 
under their former matters; who make 
even bitter complaints, and feel deep 
and unfeigned regret. ‘* He knows but 
little of the human heart (fays Mr. Hol- 
croft) who fhall adduce this as a proof 
that the peafants are now actually more 
wretched. Scarcely the wifeft man has the 
wifdom fo to recolle& himfelf as to be 
fatisfied with the prefent. There are but 
few {cenes in paft life, fo marked by mi. 
fortune or pain as not, when remembered, 
to excite regret that they are gone, never 
to return. In fuch a town, in fuch . 
country, among fuch and fuch friends, 
how pleafantly, fays memory, were the 
days pafled! Faithlefs hittorian: deceit: 
ful varnifher! how di!mal and dirty was 
the town; how folitary and bleak 
country ; how dull, how infipid, how 12- 
tiguing were the friends! An old pone 
laments the days of her youth; ano 

man the days ot yore.” 

As to the ftate of religion in France 
on this fubjeét it is extremely dificult ° 
form an accurate opinion. From — 
count which is given here, we fhould of 
that it is lamentably neglected. As} . 
Holcroft’s obfervations avd ap apo 
however, appear to have been 104 Ne 
mealure limited within the circle is 
moft luxuricus and diffipated ae om 
perhaps in the world, we gladly pee dit 
a hope, that the prielfily functions . 
charge with more reverence in ¢ yn 
v.nces of the empire, aod that more ¢ 
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thofe who enter the holy temples of devo- 
tion. The Proteftants are allowed three 
chapels ; the total for Catholics and Pro- 
te(tants is forty-two: befides thefe, there 
is at prefent no other place of religious 
worfhip at Paris. You can fcarcely ever 
enter thee churches, but a few folitary 
devotees are to be feen kneeling by fome 
petty fide-altar and muttering their inter. 
crflions tothe Holy Virgin. The greater 
number of theie are old women. The 
young of either fex are feldom there, ex- 
ept brought to high mafs by their pa- 
rents, or attraéted by fome ceremony or 
church feftival. ‘* At high mafs itfelf, 
the old are much mare numerous than the 
young, and the women thanthe men. In 
prcpsrtion as the crowd is attraéted, the 
congiegation is diforderly. ‘There are no 
feats, a very few within the choir except- 
ed, for perfons in office; but the choir 
being open, a multitude of rufh- bottomed 
chairs, exceedinzly rude, and generally old 
and drty, ttand ready to be hired; I for- 
get it at a halfpewny or a penny each; 
and this is a fource of church revenue. 

** At every part of the fervice, as well 
in fermon time as during mafs, numbers 
dre in motion; people come and go, make 
the caurch the:r thoroughiare , are filent 
or talkative, dirty or clean, and act with 
the mod perfec indifference with refpect 
to time, place, or other circumftance. 
Behind the preacher a prompter is feated, 
who, as is the praétice at the theatre, 
whifpers the word, if the aétor blunders 
in his part. During the fervice, the fa- 
perintendants of the chairs make the 
‘ound of their cuftomers to collect the 


fous.” ‘The cold, mechanical, and un- 


fecing manner in which the prielts are 
Jeprctented as performing their funétions, 
‘snot Iikely to arreft the attention of their 
congregation, or animate their devotion. 

A confiderable portion of thefe volumes 
relates to Paris. A very ample account 
‘s given of the flate of its public build- 
ings, gardens, galleries, and curiofities. 
The public inftitu:ions for the advance- 
ment of arts and fcience, for genera land 
particular education, are attended to, as 
they ought, with great care; and indeed 
Mr. Holcio't has omitted nothing which 
can render his work at once interefting 
and inftru@ive. The engravings which 
accompany thefe volumes, are very nu- 
merous and well executed. 

Dr. Maciean’s “ Excufon in France, 
Se.” is but a barren journal. It thould 
© obferved, however, that his view in 
travelling was net to write a book of 
8necdotes, but to eftablifh the truth or 
fallacy of an hypothetfis which he had 
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formed ; namely, that peftilential difeates 
are not contagious. It is to be regretted 


that he was diftppointed in his hope of 


fettling this queftion. He has given a nar- 
rative which cannot fail to excite intereit 
and abhorrence of the detention of Englith 
in France as prifoners of war. 

“ Paris as it was and as it is; or, a 
Sketch of the French Capital ; illuflrative 
of the Effes of the Revolution, with re- 
[pe to Sciences, Literature, Arts, Reli- 
gion, Education, Manners, and Amuje- 
ments; comprifing alfo a corre Account 
of the moft remarkable National Eftablifa- 
ments and Public Buildings. dn a Serie: 
of Letters, written by an Englijh Travel. 
ler during the Years 1801 aud i802, toa 
Friend in London.” 

We are indebted to an anonymous wri- 
ter for thefe two very interefting volumes. 
Should the conclufion of a peace enable 
Englifhmen to vifit Paris, this will bea 
mott ufetul companion. The author has 
inter{perfed his narrative with a variety of 
hifturical anecdotes, illuftrative of the 
French charaéter and manners; and he 
has devoted a great deal of attention te 
thofe naval, miliary, and civil infticu- 
tions, which have been fo multipicd fince 
the era of the Revolution. We remak 
that this gentleman is much more fangu:ne 
in his expeétations of the eventual import- 
ance of the feminaries of public educa- 
tion and fchools for public iervices thou 
Mr. Holcroft, and indeed gives a move 
flattering account of their prefent ad- 
vancement and apparent progreifion.— 
There are two eftablifhments to which the 
patriotic author is particularly derous of 
direting the attention of our government, 
thefe are the Depot de la Marine and the 
Dépot de la Guerre. 

The Dépot de la Marine is a general 
depofitory of maps, charts, plans, jour- 
als, and archives of the navy and of the 
colonies, under the direétion of a flag ct- 
ficer. To this dépot are attached the hy- 
drographers and aftronomers of the navy, 
as well as an adequate number of eng - 
neers and draft(men. A library has lately 
been added to it, compofed of all the 
works relating te navigation and naval a - 
chiteture, as well as of all the voyages 
publithed in the different dead of living 
languages, All the commanders of vel- 
fels belonging to the fta-e are bound, oa 
their return to port, to addrefs to the 
minifter of the naval department, in oider 
to be depofited in the archives, the 
journals of their voyages, and th ati Ge 
nomical or other oblervations wich they 
have been enabled to wake, and the charts 
and plans which they have had an oper- 
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tunity of confructing. One of the apart- 
ments of the dépét contains models cf 
fhips of war and other veffels, the ferics of 
which fhews the progrefs of naval archi- 
tecture for two centuries paft; and the 
models of the different machines employ- 
ed in the perts tor the various operations 
relative to building, equipping, repairing, 
and keeping in order fhips ane v: ffe'sof war. 

The Dépot de la Marine publifhes new 
fea charts, where new obiervations or dif. 
coveries have rendered the old ones infu 
ficient; and che enginrers belonging to 
the eftablifhment are cccafionally detached 
to ver fy parts of the ccatts of the French 
territory in Europe, or any.other part of 
the world. In the Fiench navy, com- 
manders of fhips and veflels are tupplied 
with ufeful charts and atlafles of every 
deicription, at the expence of the nation. 
Thele are delivered into their care pre- 
vioufly to the fhip leaving port. When 
a captain is juperfeded in his command, 
he transfers them to his fucceflor; and 
When the fhip is put out of commiffion, 
they are returned to the proper cffice. 

‘The Dépét de la Guerre is an ettablih.- 
ment of no inferior importance: it was 
founded by Louvois, in 1688. At the 
beginning of its inftttution, the dpot 
was no more than archives, where were 
colleéted and preferved with order, the 
memorandums of the genera!s, their cor- 
refpondence, the accounts yet imperfeéct, 


‘and the traces of anterior military ope- 


rations, The effitance and advantages, 
however, derived from this colleétion alcre, 
fuggefted the idea of aflembling it under 
a form and claffification more methodical. 
Greater attention and exaétrefs were ex- 
erted in enrching the dépot with every 
thing that might complece the theoretical 
works and practical elucidation of al! the 
branches of the military art. Marthal de: 
Malle bois, who wes appointed director of 
this eflablifhment in 1730, was one of 
the firft authors of the prefent exifting 
orcer. But the meft important imp: ove- 
nent was made by M. de Choifeul, who 
eitaolifhed a corps of gecgraphical engt- 
neeis, and charged this dépét with the 
direétion of tveir labours. De Vault fim- 
plified thefe documents by retrenching 
what appeared {upeifluous, ard claffing 
the remainder chrcenologically under the 
bead of a different army or operation. 
During the late war, this citablifhment was 
enriched by the mn unficence of individuals, 
who gaveto government the fearceft maps 
of theit cabinets. The foppreffion of mo- 
Naiicries and abbeys called to light thote 
ecegraphical treaiures which had long 
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lain buried in obfeurity. Tntelli 
cers were placed in the dépot 
than thirty-eight perfons we 
in drawing plans of campaigns, fiers, 

&c. Mahematicians ard Mice” 
were attached to the infliturion, and dit 
patched to different places, and the dip 
now contains one of the firlt colleéticns in 
Europe of geographical works Ir forms 
various {eétions of geograrhers, who ar 
at prefent employed in conftrufing x. 
curate maps of the four united depart 
ments, Piedmont, Savoy, Helvetia, and 
the part of Italy comprifed berween the 
Adige and the Adda. One feétion, jy 
conjunction with the Bavarian enginesrs, 
is conftruéting a topographical map of 
Bavaria; another is carrying into excca. 
tion the miliary firveys, &c. ordered by 
General Moreau, for the confi rudion of a 
map of Suabia. It has juft publithed an 
excellent map of the Tyrol, and refumed 
the continuation of the fuperb map of 
Verfailles. Since the year 1795, it has 
formed a library compofed of upwards of 
8000 volumes, or manufcripts, the mot 
rare, as well as the mott efteemed, re/ped- 
ing every branch of the military art. 

The accomplithed General Andreofy,

“© A Treatife on a Matbematical and 
Mechanical Invention for Chimney-Sweep- 
ing; with a Difquihtion on the different 
Forms of Chimneys, and fhewing how to 
cure Smoky Ones. By G. ORR, Efq.”” 

We are ftruck with the plaufibility of 
the plan here fuggefted, and do moft fin- 
cerely hope that by its practical efficacy it 
may render the employment of children in 
{weeping chimneys altogether unneceffary. 


Mr. Orr propotes that a fmall bar of. 


wrought iron fhou!d be placed acrofs the 
chimney at top, fecuned inthe brick-work: 
the undermoit edge of this bar being 
thinned off very fine to avoid any refil- 
tance againft the current of air: to the 
centre of this bar is fixed a pulley, mov- 
ing round on its axis, and over the pulley 
is fixed a brafs or iron rotatory or revolv- 
ing chain, paffing double down the chim- 
ney and coming out below about a yard 
double. This chain is to have no inter- 
ruption, but, lke a jack-chain, to revolve 
continually when in ufe, and when not 
ufed, there is a nail infide of the chimney, 
at about a yard from the bottom, on which 
it may be hung. When about to be u/ed, 
it is taken down, and to one fide of ita 
brufh is to be fattened, the wood work of 
which is fomething of the fhape of a flue, 
but lefs by between two and three inches: 
the broflr is to be filled on all the four 
fides with the ftrongett, ft:ffeit, and bef 
briftles, extending wider by abour two 
inches on aj] the tour fides than the flue. 
By a little very fimple machineiy, which 
Mr. Orr defcribes, it is ke, t in a proper 
even pofition, while fome one below tak-s 
hold of the chain and hauls away like a 
failor hauling a rope. Tne brufh is thus 
drawn up and down, a yard or two at a 
time, and effectually clears the flue. Mr. 
Orr recommends that chimneys thould be 
built with curved bricks, in a cylindrical 

form; then a fimaller aperture would fuf- 

fice, and the chimney lef liable to {moke.

RETROSPECT OF GERMAN LITERATURE, 


EASTER AND MICHAELMAS FAIRs, 1803. 





ie our laft Retrofpeét of German Li- 
terature, in the Supplementary 
Number to Vol. XV:, publifhed in Ju- 
ly, 1803, we connected together our 
account of the books publifhed at both 
the Leipfic Fairs of the preceding year; 
and we here again adopt the fame 
plan, which we prefer for many reafons, 
but more particularly on account of 
the great difproportion there would 
neceiiarily be betwixt two half-yearly 
Retrofpecis, from the comparative fcan- 
tinefs of the produce of the Michael- 
mas Fair, How great this difpropor- 
tion, will appear from a flight infpestion 
of the Catalogues: for in Eaiter Fair, 
i803, three hundred and fitty booktfel- 
lers brought 4000 books to market; 
but in.the Michaelmas Fair following, 
Only about 200 bookfellers not much 
more than 1000 books, pamphlets, 
pocket-books, and the like.—From this 
ymmenfe and variegated crowd we thail 
fele& principally fac {cientific works 
as are diftinguified -by-the names. of 
authors of eminence, whom we have 
either formerly introduced to our rea- 
ders, or probably fhall in future fre- 
quently have occafion to mention, or 
by the interetting nature of their con- 
tents, or of the occations and events 
that gave rife tothem. We (hail like- 
wife occafionally interweave with our 
notices fome anecdotes of their au- 
thors, remarks on the univerfities and 
Other inftitutions for the diffusion of 
knowledge, and on the ftate of learning 
in Germany, or the feveral provinces 
and principalities of that country, and 
likewife many circumitances, more or 
lefs known, which contribute towards 
the continual increafe of authorihip and 


book-making. We fhall, as in our laf 
Retrofpeét, begin with 
PHILOSOPHY AND METAPHYSICS. 
The various fects of the Kantians, 
Fichtians, and Shellingians, are ftiil 
vifible, befides fome individual philofo- 
phers, who have not yet been able to 
acquire difciples enough to form a fepa- 
rate party. The adherents of Kant, 
a fecond edition of whofe ‘* Tugend- 
lehre,” and a‘* Pedagogick”’ were pub- 
lifhed, continued with diligent perfe- 
verance, partly to defend the tyftem of 
their lately deceafed matter again the 
attacks of the Tranfcendental Idealiits, 
and partly to treat of philofophy in ge- 
neral, or fingle divifions thereof, ac- 
cording to the principles laid down b 
him. To this clafs of produ@ions be- 
long, betides the continuations of the 
works of MELLIN and MUTSCHELLE, 
the © Natur-recht,’’ Liw of Nature, by 
Piofeffor ReipentTz of Konigiberg, 
who here expluins the pure unmixed 
principles of bis matter in a language 
eafily underitood, which 1s likewife 
done by Fascue (proteifor at Dorpat) 
an immediate difciple of Kant, and by 
feveral others:—Vhe ‘ Grundrifs der 
Sittenlehre,’ — Outlines of Ethics, 
cumprehending the Law of Nature, (in 
2 vols.) by Profeflor Tie FrRUNK, ot 
Halle, (to which univerhity the obfer- 
vation is, on. the whole, applicable, 
which we before made relative to that 
of Kénigtberg):—The ‘ Verfuch der 
Aeithetik fiir Licbhaber,”"—Eflay on 
Aeitheticks, for Amateurs, by Pro- 
feilor SNELL, of Gieflen; a Compre- 
henfible Extract from ‘* Kant’s Kri- 
tik der Urtheilskraft’—Cntique of 
Judgment ;—and the * Verfuch emer 
fatsuuchen 
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fafslichen Darftellung der Kantifchen 
Kritik der Urtheilfkraft”—Attempr to 
place Kant’s Critique of Judgment in 
a clearer Point of View, by Proteffor 
KIESEWETTER, of Berlin, who con- 
tinues to teach there the fyftem of 
Kant, whilft Fichte, in the fame city, 
reads leétures on his ** Wiffen{chafis- 
Jehre’—Dodétrine of Science, in which 
he promifes to folve the enigma to the 
world. 

FicHTe feemed to be left nearly 
alone to fupport his cauie; for, except 
MeEHMEL, who, whilit editor of the 
*“‘ Literatur Zeitung,” a review, till 
Jatcly, publifhed at Erlangen, endea- 
voured to exalt the new {chool of phi- 
lofophy and eftheticks, and Jatt year 

ublithed a ** Verfuch einer Analy- 
tifchen Denklehre,"—Effay of an Ana- 
lytical Theory of Thinking, and a 
work on education, which we fhall 
have occafion to mention below, we 
do not find any author who has come 
forward as his champion. 

On the other hand, he as well as his 
predeceffor and fucceflorin Jena found 
an expert antagonilt in a young phiio- 
fopher, a difciple of Schelling at Jena, 
viz. Mr. F. Fries, who, ina work en- 
titled ** Reinhold, Fichte and Schel- 
ling,” evinced an uncommon degree 
of acumen and learning, recommended 
by a good ftyle and arrangement ; and 
gave not only a profound critique of 
the fyftems of thefe philofophers, but 
likewife many new elucidations of 
philofophical fubjeéts. In like man- 
ner we find his ** Philofophifche 
Rechtslehre,"—Philofophical Jurifpru- 
dence, which he afterwards publithed, 
many new ideas, and more luminous 
views of his fubject. Schelling alone 
met with an equally formidable in Mr. 
F. Korpen, of Lubeck, who, though 
formed and educated in the ichools of 
Kant, Fichte, and Jacobi, did not re- 
fign his independence of thought, as 
he had already thewn in a work againtt 
Kant’s Doétrine of Revelation, which 
we noticed ina former Retrofpeét. His 
late(t publication, entitied ** Schel- 
ling’s Lehre oder das ganze der Phi- 
lofophie des abfoluten Nichts,”=—Schel- 
ling’s Doétrine, or the whole Theor 
of the Philofophy of abfolute Nullity, 
1S accompanied with letters by F. 
H. Jacosi, who teaches a fyftem of 
his own, agreeing however in mott of 
the effential points with that of 

ant, which he has attacked; and in 


thefe letters {peaks azaingt Schelling ; 
the fame fenfe as Kant, whofe o ito 
is fufficiently indicated by the _" 

Scu ELLING, however, who not oal 
continued his Journals, but likewig 

; : : ife 
publithed a fecond and Improved ed; 
tion of his “ Ideen zu einer Philo 
phie der Natur,” Ideas towards a Phi. 
lofophy of Nature, and again recom, 
mended his fyftem in his  Vorlefuncen 
uber die Methode des Akademifche 
Studiums,”—Le&ares on the Method 
of Studying at the Univerfities, conti- 
nued in the mean time to acquire more 
difciples and adherents ; efpecially in 
the fouthern provinces of Germany, 
where his influence will in future be 
much increafed by his appointment 
to a profeflorfhip at the univertity of 
Wirzburg ; the more fo, as, there too 
he has colleagues of the fame way of 
thinking. For foon atter his appoint. 
ment to that place, WaGNER, author 
of a work “Ueber die Natur der 
Dinge,"—On the Nature of Things, 
was tranflated thither from Salzburg, 
where he had in the Journal entitkd 
the ** Gelehrte Zeitung,” zealoufly de- 
fended the Syitem of Schelling. 

But notwithitanding the removal of 
Schelling from Jena, his doétrines con- 
tinue to be taught at that univerfity 
by his friends HEGEL and Scuad. 
The latter of thefe gentlemen pub- 
lithed, in 2 volumes, at the lalt two 
Fairs, a *¢ Syttem der Natur. und Tran. 
fcendental Philofophie,”* — Sytem of 
Natural and Tran{cendental Philofo- 
phy, which is drawn up according to 
the principles and method inculcatedia 
the writings of Schelling. 

EscHENMaYeER, another partizan of 
Schelling, but who,difdaining to follow 
him wita flavith obtequioutnets, ftrikes 
into a path of his own, gave us In his 
¢ Philofophie in ihrem Ucbergange 2ut 
Nichtpiiiolophie,”’—Philofophy im ts 
Tranfition to Non Philofophy, a fur 
ther elucidation of a pofition of Ji 
cobis, but withont any reference 1 
that profound thinker, viz. “ Tost 
the lait ftep in philofophy is te + 
towards non-philofophy and faith. hi 
The Kantian philofophy, {ys 
author, was fufpended betwixt finite 
and infinite. Schelling folved eter 
Oppofite principles and pohtions, »» 
ahead Not T, NeceGity and Free Wi! 
Ideality and Reality, Form and Beiné, 
&e. &c. and fixed the highett point © 
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fon itfelf.’? Thus fays the author; 
and then holds forth another power 
above reafon itfelt. 

At the fame time other philofophers 
and metaphyficians were bufily em- 
ployed in producing new fyitems, or 
in elucidating and bringing them to 
perfection. BoUTERWECK, of Gottin- 
gen, defended, ina new ‘* Mufeum, 
the fyitem he had {ketched out in his 
« Apodiktik,”’ and entered upon a 
farther difplay of a part thereof in his 
« Anleitung zur Philofophie der Na- 
turwiflenfchaft,”"—Introduction to the 
Philofophy of Phyfics; relative to 
which he totally differs from Schel- 
ling’s fyftem, with which he did not 
become acquainted till at a later pe- 
riod. Befides REINHOLD, the anony- 
mous author of ** Briefe uber Wahr- 
heit, &c.’"—-Letters on Truth, God, 
Organifm, and Immortality, ftood 
forth as the champion of Bardili’s fyf- 
tem. Kruc, now of Frankfort on 
the Oder, difplayed and detailed, ina 
work entitled ‘** Fundamental Philo- 
fophie,”*” his fyftem in oppofition to 
tranfcendental idealifm. Kern, a 
very young plhilotopher, who had in 
the preceding year introduced him- 
felf to the notice of the public by his 
* Programm zur Philofophie,”’ brought 
forth a fyttem of fundamental philofo- 
poy, arifing out of and reverting to 
experience. In this publication, which 
is Calied a ** Gnofologie,”’ the late fects 
of philofophers, and efpecially their 
leaders, Kant, Fichte, and Schelling, 
with the exception of only Herder, 
ae lathed with the moit unmerciful fe- 
verhy. SCHLEIFRMACHER, of Ber- 
lin, a difciple of the newett {chool, ap- 
plicd the critical philofophy to all the 
preceding fyfttems of mineralogy ;—and 
2 cute new  Gravitationsceittz fur 
die moralifche Welt, "—Law of Gravi- 
tution for the Moral Worid, came forth 
Iron the pen of Profeffor BucHHOLZ, 
of Berlin, a deciared enemy of the 
Wietilisy who retts the whole develop- 
reitof the human race upon the an- 
tisoniim of two oppofite inflin@s; one 
Ot which leads to hatred, and the other 
to love, ie. the deftructive infin of 
{-lf-prefervation, and the prefervative 
lexual or focial inftinét. 

To fupply the wants of very oppo- 
te clafles of readers, philofophers by 
Protetiion, amateurs, and beginners, 
rofetior Lossius of Erfurt wrote j 
New * Philofophitches Allgemeines 
Realiexicon, "General Puiiolophical 


= 
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Dictionary, which, though on the one 
hand it be defe@ive in fome points, 
and on the other contains feveral fu- 
perfluons articles, may prove a very 
ufeful work, 
Nor was the Hiftory of Philofophy 
neglected. Whillt Profeflor Tennee 
MANN, of Jena, continued his ** Hifto. 
ry of Ancient,” and Buute, of Gét- 
tingen, that of Modern Philofophy,” 
a prize-queltion of the latter of thefe 
univerfities gave rife to a well written 
work, entitled ‘* Hiftoria Doérinz 
Grecorum atque Romanorum Philofo- 
phorum de Statu Animarum poft Mor- 
tem; and Simon publithed “ Hiltorifch- 
Kritifche Unterfuchungen tber den 
Urfprung und Fortgang des Vdlker- 
glaubens andas Dateyn und die Un- 
iterblichkeit der Seele,Xc.”"—-Hiftorico- 
Critical Refearches relative to the Ori- 
gin and Progrefs of the Belief of va- 
rious Nations in the Exiftence and Im- 
mortality of the Soul—Baron EsBer- 
STEIN, already advantageoufly known 
to the literary world by his works on 
the ‘ Progrefs of Metaphyfics in Mo- 
dern Times,” and on the * Nature 
of the Logic and Metaphyficks of the 
pure Peripatecians,” turnifhed a ‘* Na- 
turliche Theologie der Scholaitiker,” 
—Natural Theology of the Schoolmen; 
which, inthe opinion of the enemies 
of the neweft philofupby, is a uleful 
lirtle work for our {cholaitical times, 
being weil calculated for the purpofe 
of fhewing tothe young iudents, that 
many of the things and dottrines which 
they with fuch aitonifhment and pro- 
found veneration daily hear promul- 
gated from the proteflional chairs, or 
throuch the medium of the prefs, are 
far from being fo new as is pretended. 
EnceL, 6f Mentz, in his * Verfuche 
in der feientifiichea und populairen 
Philofophie,”"—Scientific and Popular 
Efiays on Piijofophical — Subjects — 
treats in a very initructive manner 
of genius, ftudy and the indiipen- 
fablencis of metaphyfics in the con- 
catenation of the iciences, on va- 
rious difputes of ancient and modern 
philofophers, on the {crentific ftudy of 
ethics, ind fimilar fubjects.— This Ea- 
gel mutt be difiiaguifhed from the 
lately deceafed author of the fame 
name, to whofe ‘*Philofoph fur diz 
Welt, °—P iiiofopher for the W rid, 
an anonymous writer his added a 
fourth volume; which, though not 
equal to the former volumes by En- 
gel and his friends, will ve found net 
Wiwoitiy

There were 
likewife feveral works deferving of no- 
tice, in which the principles of philo- 
fophy are applied to the improvement 
of the fcience of 

EDUCATION, 

The great Kant himfelf, WAGNER, 
and feveral others, who treated philo- 
fophically of education, condefcended 
even to give initruétions relative to the 
teaching children to read. The work 
entitled, * F, KANT iiber Pedagogik,” 
edited by Dr. Rink, is a colleétion of 
Kant’s Opinions on Education, founded 
on his fy{tem, and applied in confidera- 
ble detai] both to difcipline and in- 
ftruction, WaGNER’s * Philofophie der 
Erzichungskun{t’”—Philofophy of Edu- 
cation, comprehends the whole of the 
life of man, following him, with the 
penetrating eye of natural philofo- 
pliers, from the firft moments of his 
exiltence through ail the relations of 
lite. —JOHANNSEN’s Treatife ** iiber das 
Bedwrfnifs und die Moglichkeit einer 
Wiffenfehaft der Pedagogik”—on the 
Want and the Poflibility of a Science 
of Pedagogics—is drawn up according 
to the ideas of Fichte. The fame fub- 
ject has been treated with greater free- 
dom from the prevailing rage for {yf- 
tematifing, by Profcflor Weiss, of 
Leipzig, in the  Beytrage zur Er- 
ziehungskunit® —-Contributions to- 
wards the Art of Education, publithed 
by him conjointly with Titticn. 

The latter gentleman (a difciple of 
OxuivierR, Of Defiau, author of an 
efteemed Elementary Book for teaching 
the Rudiments of Knowledge) and Jo- 
HANNSEN, analyzcd and examined the 
principles of Pesratozzi, known b 
feveral former works, and by the prac- 
tical application of a new original me- 
thod of infruction, at his {fchool in 
Burgdorf ie Switzerland, and who has 
‘now in feveral elementary works fur- 
ther developed his plan, which compre- 
hends language, figure, and numbers, 
as being the firit rudiments of human 
knowledge. Soyaux, who had vifit- 
ed Peftuluzzi’s luit:tute in Switzerland, 
and feveral other authors, wrote Trea- 
tiles on thisnew Method of Teaching. 

OLIVIER’s ‘Mode of Learning toRead 
with Eafe and Difpatch,” in like man- 
ner excited confiderable attention: the 
king of Pruffia gave a reward to the 


‘Inventor, but did not, as bad been ex-

his friends; and Jaftly of Funke, 
VieTH, &c. of Deffau, where Bate. 
dow was formerly employed in effet. 
ing a reform of the fchools. 

The influence of the neweft fchools 
of philofophy and metaphyfics was 
likewife very perceptible in many other 
departments of fcience. We fhall not, 
however, take our retrofpect from this 
point of obfervation; but for the fake 
of variety ftrike into another path, and, 
without making thefe attempts to found 
all parts of knowledge on fixed princi- 
ples, the principal objects of our atten- 
tion, only point them out to our rea.

THEOLOGY. 

In Biblical Criticifm there was again 
a moft productive harveft: betides 
fmalj Treatifes, Inaugural Diflertations, 
and feveral Journals and Collections, a 
great number of feparate works made 
their appearance. We fhall firft take 
notice of new editions of two very dil- 
ferent editions of the New Teftament. 
That of GriesBacH, which is well 
known to biblical fcholars, even = 
of Germany, was reprinted in 2 mo 
fplendid manner by Gofchen of Leip- 
zig, the Didot of Germany, reer 
his new-invented Greek types; whi!

~-Conz, a talteful philologift and poet, 
publithed ** Morgenlandifche Apolo- 
gen, oder die Lehrweifheit Jefu in 
Parabeln and Sentenzen,’’—-Oriental 
Apologues; or, The Wifdom of Jefus 
in Parables and Proverbs; with an 
Appendix, containing a Differtation on 
Parables, and Contributions towards 
an Oriental Anthology.—The anony- 
mous author of a ** Biblifche Theolo- 
gie des neuen Teftaments,’’—Biblical 
Theology of the New Teltament, gave 
us as a companion thereto the follow- 
ing works: ** Reine Auffaffung des 
Urchrittenthums in den Paulinischen 
Briefen’—or, A View of Primitive 
Chriftianity, as exhibited in the Epifz 
tles of the- Apoftle Paul ;—moreover, 
a * Ausfihrliche. Erklirung der 
fammtlichen Weiflagungen des Neuen 
Teitaments,”’"—Full Explanation of all 
the Prophecies of the New Teitament ; 
~—and, a * Sammlung Abweichender 
Vorftellungen der Neu-Tettamentali- 
{chen Schriftfteller tiber einen und den- 
felben Gegenftand”—Collection of Paf- 
fages, in which the Evangelitts have 
given different Reprefentations of the 
fame Qbjeé&t. In this laft-mentioned 
work it is far from being the author's 
aim to reduce thefe diflonances to har- 
mony; and indeed none of his writ- 
jugs can be clafled among the apo- 
logies for the Scriptures. On the other 
hand, the ** Monogrammata Herme- 
neutices Libr. N. T.”" by Beck, the 
Jearned philologilt of Leipzig, is diftin- 
guifhed by prudent criticifin. 

_Whillt Rofenmiiller continued to gra-

Pr. cCxxxvil.) have been tranflated and 
ilufrated by Profeflor Justi of Mar- 


burg, who had before delerved well of 


biblical literature, by etteemed tranila- 
tions of, and commentaries on, feveral 
Poetical books of the Old Teftament. 

MontTury Mac. No. 117. 
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The veteran Velthufen of Srapez gave 
us ‘* Des Propheten Jefaias perfpecti- 
vifche Zeitgemalde,”"—The Prophet 
Hfaiah’s perfpeftive Picture of the 
Times ; being a free verfion, in various 
kinds of metre, of fele& paflages from 
the fecond divijion of his prophecies. 
The whole of another prophet was il- 
luftrated by GoLpHorN, a young di- 
vine of Leipzig, in his valuable « Ex- 
curfen zum Buche Jonas ;” or, Re- 
marks on the Book of Jonah ; in which 
this narrative is f{uppofed to have gra- 
dually arifen out of a long-continued 
tradition, as Eichhorn had betore con- 
jeStured ; in Goldhorn’s work, how- 
ever, it is confidered in a new point 
of view. The no lefs diligent than 
learned and liberal Profeflor Bauer, 
of Altdorf, completed (in the fecond 
volume) his “ Hebraifche Mythologie 
des Alten und Neuen Teftaments’— 
Hebrew Mythology of the Old and 
New Teftaments: a work which, toze- 
ther with feveral others, will furnith 
frefh materials for fuch a one as is now 
publifhing by Mr. Meyer, of Gottin- 
gen, viz. ‘* Gefchichte der Schrifter- 
klarung ;"—or, Hiftory of Biblical Cri- 
ticifm, &c. 

A new Magazine for Biblical Lite- 
rature was begun by the Rev. Mr. 
SCHERER, an active clergyman in 
Hefle-Darmftadt, where theology is at 
prefent cultivated with confiderable ar- 
dour. The fame SCHERER publifhed 
feveral popular works on the Hittory 
of Religion; and whilft Scumip, of 
Gieffen continued his “ Handbuch der 
Kirchengeschichte,”"—Compendium of 
of Church Hittory, VaTER, who had 
given in a German drefs the fubitance 
of the late Dr. Geddes’s biblical works, 
furnithed excellent Synchronic Tabies 
of Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. 

Of the works treating of particular 
parts of Ecclefiaftical Miitory, the moft 
important was the * Gefchichte der 
Fatitehung und Aufbildung der Chritt- 
lichen Gefelichaft’s-Verfalung 1m 10- 
mifchen Staate’’—Hiftory of the Origin 
and gradual For:nation of the Conititu- 
tion of the Chriftian Church in the Ro- 
man Empire; by the Profeflor PLank, 
a gentleman diftinguithed by his liberal 
way of thinking, and an mimate know- 
ledge of his fubject. ; 

For the friends of the propagation of

Helland, a clergyman of the name

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BRAKE publifhed a Collection of Hifto- 
rical Memoirs relative to the Mif- 
fionary Expeditions, &c. in England, 
Holland, and Germany, principally 
tranflated from the Englifh and Ger- 
man. To the fame party, RisLER’s 
“* Erzihlungen aus der alten und 
neuen Gefchichte der Briderkirche ;”” 
or, Edilyine Selections from the Hif- 
tory of the Moravian Brethren, will 
be a very acceptable prefent. 

Among the lateft ecclefiaflical occur- 
rences, tor the recording of which 
Abbot HenkKE continues his Annals, 
feveral important changes in the Ro- 
man Catholic church exeited general 
attention. —On and againft the Con- 
cordat betwixt Bonaparte and the Pope, 
which will probably foon be followed 
by a fimilar agreement with the States 
of Germany, feveral publications ftill 
made their appearance, which point 
out its tendency, and how little its 
{pirit harmonizes with the enlightened 
fentiments of the prefent age. 

We were much concerned to find 
it but too well proved in Lecuerc’s 
«* Entbillten Trappiften’—Unmafked 
La-Trappifts, that this mifanthrophic 
order of monks is gaining ground; 
and equally difagreeable were the re- 
ports relative to the re-eilablifhment of 
the Order of Jefuits, whofe Hiftory, 
publifhed fome years ago by WOLF of 
Leipzig, ‘in feveral volumes, and -in 
which a no very flattering pidiure of 
thefe fathers 1s exhibited, has met with 
fuch approbation that a new and im- 
proved edition made its appearance.—-~ 
On the other hand, the vi€torious con- 
teft of the enlightened patriots of Ba- 
varia againft the monks and their 
friends cannot fail to give fatistaction. 
It is only to be lamented, thatthe men 
of enlightened minds in Bavaria and 
fome other provinces of Germany mutt 
be confidered as only exceptions of 
the general rule, and that a very great 
majority there, as weil as elfewhere, are 
are fo decply immerfed in bigotry and 
funerftition, that no fuccefs can be ex- 
pected from fome late attempts that 
have acain been mide to bring about 
an union beiween Catholics and Pro- 
tefiauts, or ¢veu a nearer approximation 
and affimilation, fuck as has been pro- 
poled by Profellor SCHL: GRL of Greifs- 
wald. Much cafer, on the otber hand, 
might it now be to effet a cvalition be- 
twixt the two chief parties into which 
the Proteilants of Germany-are divid- 
ed ; uy befides the prejudices of the 
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common people, difputes 
poffeffion of church-eftetes tg 
extraneous circumitances, rather than 
differences about dogmatical points, 
did not itand in the way of this defi” 
ble event; as, for inftance, lately was 
the cafe at Bremen. Of the works On 
this fubject we hall only notice that of 
the above-mentioned Mr. Plank, «ier 
die Trennung und Wiedervereinigun 
der getrennten Chriftlichen Haupt-par. 
teyen, &c.”—On the Separation and 
Re-union of the principal Chriftian 
Se€is, with an Hiftorical View of the 
Circumftances which gave Rife to the 
Separation of the Lutherans and Calvi. 
nifts in Germany, and of the attempts 
that have been made to reunite them; in 
which work the author lavs down fome 
excellent rules, drawn from hiftory, for 
gradually paving the way for the ac. 
complifhment of this difficult enterprize: 
and that entitled ** Gedanken uber ein 
Kirchenverein,” by Braver, Prefi- 
dent of the Ecclefiaftical Council in 
Baden, where this union of the various 
religious parties is now promoted by 
the government. 

In other refpeéts, as we have al: 
ready obferved above, with refpect toa 
majority of the teachers, no obftacle 
{eems to ftand in the way of this coali- 
tion. The German public have long 
been accuftomed to make little or no 
diitinction betwixt the writings of Lu- 
theran and Calvinift divines, on dog- 
matics or morality: except in as faras 
the authors were or were not partizans 
of the new philofophy, the influenceof 
which is now particularly vifible in the 
manner of treating of thefe two latter 
divifions of theological fcience, which 
during the laft year had been cultivat- 
ed with zealous emulation. 

Whilli EckerMaNN, of Kiel, con 
tinued his « Handbuch fiir das gelehrte 
und fyttematifche Studium der Chritt: 
lichen Glaubensiehre,”"—-Compendium 
for the Scientific and Syftematic Stet 
of Chriftian Dogmatics, the fourth an¢ 
concluding volume of which was now 
publifhed; and RuLLMANN, of Rin 
teln, continued his * Cirilthche Reii- 
gionslehre”"—Chriftian Doétrine”; AM 
Mon, of Géttingen, and the above 
mentioned Bauer, of Altdort, favour” 
us likewife with Compendiums of Dog 
matics in the Latin language: the lat- 
ter,a * Breviarium Theologia Biblic® 5 
and tire former, a “‘ Summa Theologr 
Chriftiane,” which differs from 
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or, Sketch of a fcientifico-praétical 
Sytem of Theology, (publifhed in 
1797, and founded upon the ra- 
tionalifm of Revelation) by exhibiting 
the principles of dogmatic theology as 
the do€trines of a pofitive religion. 

Still more vifible, however, was the 
influence of the new philofophy in the 
mode of treating of morality. —Profef- 
for VOGEL, of Altdort, indeed, in his 
‘«* Lehrbuch der Ciiriftlichen Moral,” 
makes found human reafon the firt 
principle in morality, as well as in 
philofophy in general; but agrees in 
moit of the effential points with Kant: 
as does likewife Profetior LANGE, of 
Roftock, who in his Ethicks, which 
forms a part of his Complete Body of 
Divinity, ftands forth as the champion 
of the principle of pure and ftrict mo- 
raliity ; and, though he attacks fome of 
the principles of Kant, yet be on the 
whoie adopts his fyftem. Baver, the 
colleague of Vogel, of Altdorf, began 
two works, in which he treats of the 
morality of the Oid and New Teita- 
ment in a chronological point of view. 
—Among the writings of the Catholics, 
the Moral Theology of MuTSCHELLE, 
who adopts the principles of Kant, is 
particularly deferving of notice. 

The Tiibingen profeffors continued 
their Magazine for Dogmatics and Mo. 
rality, which we noticed in a former 
Retrofpect. The Hiftory of both 
iciences was likewife diligently culti. 
vated.—Of the firft volume of Mun- 
SCHER’s (of Marburg) ‘* Handbuch der 
Chriftlichen Dogmengefchichte” 
Compendious Hiftory ot Chriltian Dog- 
mas, an improved edition was publifh- 
ed; and likewife a Tranflation (from 
the Danifh) of Miinter’s ** Handbuch 
der aiteften Chriitlichen Dogmenge- 
{chichte—Manual of the earheft- Hif- 
tory of the Chriftian Dogmas, with 
valuable additions by the author —In 
an{wer to a prize-queition propofed by 
the Univerfity of Gdttingen, tne learn- 
ed and diligent M. Horn, publifhed 
a “* Narratio pragmatica Converfionum 
quas Theologia moralis fec. 18. experta 
elt apud Luther. Reform. Cathol. 
atque Sect. Chrift. Minores. 

Phe two lait fairs again produced a 
very abundant fupply of fermons and 
Other editying works; we fhali only 
notice the following as being of fupe- 
ror merit; CoLLINs’s * Amtsver- 
trege”—Sermons on various occaiions : 
—ORELL’s ** Canzelvortrege”—Pulpit 
Dilcourfes, confiting principally of

and abounding with De-clamations

und Schuderoft, &c. Befides thefe, 
there appeared againa great number of 
outlines and fkeletons of fermons, and 
other auxiliary books for facilitating 
the facerdotal bufinefs in general, fuch 
as Loffler’s New Magazine, or particu- 
lar parts of it, as, for inttance, cate- 
chifms, liturgies, and the like. —A work 
entitled ‘ Shriftliche Gottesverehrung 
und Kirchliche Reformen”—Scriptural 
Liturgy and Church Reforms, by the 
Rev. Mr. Jeniscu, of Berlin, caufed a 
contiderabie fenfation there, and pro- 
voked feveral replies. The “ Litur- 
gifches Verfuch, &c."—Lithurgic Ef- 
fay, or German Ritual for Catholic 


Churches, by Buscu, does great honour 


to its author; but we doubt whether 
he will eafily perfuade thofe to adopt it 
for whom it was written.—GR4EFFE, of 
Gottingen, author of feveral efteem- 
ed Catechetical works, has acquired 
additional claims to the gratitude of 
the Clerical order, by his ‘ Paftoral- 
theologie in ihrem ganzen Umfange” ; 
or, Complete Courfe of Paftoral Theo- 
logy: and Nremeyer, of Halle, by the 
new cdition of his * Briefe an Chrilt- 
liche Religionslehrer”’—Letters to the 
Teachers of the Chriftian Religion ; 
and by his ** Grundrifs der unmittel- 
baren Vorbereitungs-wiffenichaften zur 
Fithrung des Coriltlichen Predigtamtes™ 
—being a fketch of the preparatory 
ftudies neceffary to qualify a Chriftian 
paftor for the proper difcharge of the 
duties of his office, —Befides the above- 
noticed journals of MuNscuer and 
ScHUDEROFF, the Allgemeine prak- 
lifche Bibliothek fur Prediger und 
Schulmanner,” edited by W2ZCHTER 
and CLEYMANN, two proteftant Cler- 
gymen in Vienna, furnifhed initrudction 
and advice both for paitors and {chool- 
ratters. - 
" 7 “e Gefchichte der Praktifchen 
Theologie’’—Hiitory of Practical The- 
ology, has ben begun by AMMON, 
of Géttingen; the firtt volume con- 
tains the Hiltory of Homnicticss from 
the time of Hufs to that ot Luther. 
—HreRWAGEN continued, In a fourth 
volume, his “ Literaturgefchichte 
Chrittlicher Lieder und Gedichte neuer 
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Hymns and cther facred Pcems, in 
Modern Times. FUHRMANN, a Lu- 
theran cljergyman, publithed the firft 
volume of an * Anleitung zur Kennt- 
nifs der dem Katholifchen Theologen 
wefentlich-nothwendigen und geprift- 
nutzlichen Bucher” —Introduction to 
the Knowledge of fuch Books of tried 
Ufefulnefs as are indifpenfably necef- 
fJary to Catholic Divines.

guifhed merit, from theological works 
of every kind, are given as contribu- 
tions towards a pragmatical knowledge 
of the progrefs of theological f{cience, 
in the “* Theoiog” edited by BeLLer- 
MANN, now director of the chief gym- 
nafium, in Ferlin. 

Several journals, whofe contents are 


of a more general defcription, have 


likewife been continued, or begun. 
In the Proteftant part of Germany, 
Abbot Henke, of Helmftadt, fubfti- 
tuted in the place of the Magazine, 
hitherto pubiifhed by him, a ** Mufe. 
um fiir Religions-wiffenfcbaft in ihrem 
ganzen Umfange ;” or, a Mufeum for 
every Branch ot Theology. ScuMiprT, 
a Proteftant clergyman in Leiningen, 
began a ** Repertorium fiir die Litera- 
tur der Bible,” &c.—Repeitory for 
the Literary Hiftory of the Bible, the 
Philotophy of Religion, Ecclefiattical 
Hiitory, &c. AuGusti1, Gueier, 
TuHiess, and WacHTER, continued 
their well known Journals; and, be- 
fics the old eitablithed Journal for 
Preachers, of which more than foyty 
volumes have alreidy been publithed, 

new * Prediger Journal” made its 
ppearance for the ule of the clergy 

Saxony, in particular. 

TURISPRUDENCB. 

“The Civii Law, a {cience which, 
hough never entirely neglected, is tel- 
dom handled by men of philotophic 
views, has been treated of in a maf: 
terly manner by three writers, whote 
works are calculated to attract the at- 
tention of thoie even who are uot 
Jawyers by proteffion. — Feuixpacu 
(formerly of Jena and Kiel) publithed 
“* Civiliitifche Verfuche"’—or, Effitys 
on Civil Law; one of which, on Ja- 
ridical Criticiim, is diredted againit 
THIBAUT3 and, another on * Seryi- 
tus Luminum,” provoked feveral re- 
plies. THiepauT (formerly of Kiel, 
now of Jena) advantageoully known 
before by fome volumes of Juriftical 
Eiays, brought forth, in coniormity to 
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ideas announced in fome of his prior 
publications, “ A Syftem des Pan 
‘dvatenrechts”— Syftem of Civil Ln 
which will probably fupplant the efta. 
blithed leéture-books at feveral of the 


German univerfities. 


SaVIGNY treated * Das Recht des 
Betitzes 5" or, the Law af Poffeffion, jn 
fo comprehenfive a manner, and cop. 
fidered the fubjeé in fo many new and 
Juminous points of view, that his 
work may be reccmmended as necef. 
fary to every civilian, who withes to 
attain a perfect knowledge of his pra- 
fefiicn. 

Several Treatifes likewife were pub. 
lifhed on feparate parts of Roman and 
of the Common Law of Germany ; and 
jome other Lawyers elucidated the 
laws,and modeot condufting proceflesin 
fingle provinces. In fome. initances 
their attention was directed to thefe 
fubje&is by government. The Elettor 
of Saxony, for inftance, in whole do- 
minions the tedious and ifregular 
mode of conduéting procefles had beea 
long loudly complained of, caufed an 
‘« Entwurf zu einer neuen Gerichts- 
ordnung;” or, Sketch of a new Mode 
of regulating Courts of Juttice, to be 
publithed. In Pruffiay a new Criminal 
Code is preparing, towards which 4 
Work by M. Von ARNIM, One ot the 
king's minifters, may be contidered 
as an important contribution. 

Projeffor KLEiNSCHROD, of the Uni- 
verfity of Wurzburg, has publified an 
‘¢ Entwurf eines peiniichen Gelets- 
buchs’—Sketch of a Criminal Code 
for Bavaria, which has been criticit- 
ed, and reprefented as infufficient bj 
SCHMIDT, FrUERBACH, pert ea 
The propolal for the introduction 0 
this reform of the Criminal Law gave 
rife to feveral works on that fubject. 
Lipowsk1, of Munich, gave us 4 
Hittory of Criminal Juriiprotens 
Bavaria; and STURZER (of the . 
verity of Landfhut) a Treatile et 
Scate of Criminal: Law, X&¢c. na 
many at the Commencement 0 the 
N.neteenth Century.

ries relative to the Nature and Principle 
of Criminality in Civil Society, and of 
the Proportion of which Punifhments 
ought to bear to Crimes, in which he 
attacks fome of the opinions of Grol- 
mann, Kleinfchrod, Klein, and Feuer- 
bach. 

_ The changes that took place in the 
Germanic ‘Empire, in confequence of 
the Peace of Luneville and the Plan of 
Indemnification, likewife gave rife to 
a number of publications, which called 
fora retorm of the public law of the 
Empire. A new * Lehrbuch des Deut- 
{chen Slaatsrechts’== Compendium of 
the Public Law of Germany, with a 
view to thefe changes, was written by 
Profeflor Leisr, of Gottingen, who 
excludes therefrom ail! philofophical 
and hiftorical difcuffions. HarTLe- 
BEN (of the Univerfity.of Wirzburg) 
accompanied his work, ‘* Ueber die 
Deutiche Staatsverfaflung nach voll- 
brachten Entichedigungs Sytteme ;” 
or, On the Conftitution of Germany 
aiter the Execution of the Plan of In- 
demnifications, with Hints for render- 
ing it more perfeét. K.LiiBER, Profef- 
for at Erlangen, and Réssic, of Leip- 
zig, publified Treatifes on the new 
Eleétors; and the latter likewife gave 
us “ Eine Deutfche’ Reichskunde,” 
&c.; or, Outlines of the Gérmanic

Of the practical labours and deci- 
fions of fuch profeflors as att likewife 
as judges, the moit deferving of notice 
are thofe publifhed by E1cHMANN, of 
Altenburg ; and GeNnNER, Profetior at 
Landthut, who has likewife finithed, 
in four volumes, his valuable ‘ Hand- 
buch des Deutfchen gemeinen Procet- 
les,” being a Compendious Treatile of 
the Manner of conducting Procefles ac- 
cording to the Common Law of Ger- 
many.—A Magazine appropriated en- 
tirely to the elucidation of this fubject, 
Was likewife begun in 1802, by Protel- 
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fors Watcu and Martin, at Got. 
tungen, which is {till continued. 


MEDICINE, 


The irreconcileable divifions among 
the phyficiane who are called Bruno. 
nians, become daily more ftrikingly ma- 
nifeft. The pure theory of Brown, as 
it was taught by Weikarp, has now 
very few partizans: more adhered to 
the theory as it was correéted and gra. 
dually limited by J. Frank, Horn, 
Von Hoven, and others, according to 
principles founded on experience. An. 
other party defended it as modified by 
combination with a chemical view of 
organization ; as, for inttance, Réscu-e 
LAUB, who connested thele with the 
neweit theory of Schelling. How ime 
portant a part the theory of Excit- 
ability, more or lefs modified, aéted in 
Phytiology, Pathology, and Therapy, 
is tufficiently appareat from the titles 
only of many of the Medical works 
publifhed lait year. I. FRANK gavea 
fecond and entirely re-modeiijed edition 
of his ** Frlauterungen der Erregungs 
Theorie’”’—Elucidations of the Theory 
of Excitability, and a ‘* Grundrils der 
Pathologie, nach den Getcizen der Ere 
regungs Theorie’—Oatlines of Patho- 
logy, according to the Brunonian 
Theory of Excitability. HorN con- 
tinued his ** Archiv fiir medicinifche 
Erfahrung”—-Archive for Medical Ex. 
perience. Von Hoven has endeavour. 
ed to thew, in his Treatife on the 
‘* Vorziige der Browfchen Praxis vor 
der Nicht-Browafchen,” that the Bru- 
nonian excels the non-Brunonian Prac- 
tice of Medicine. RosCHLAUB Con- 
tinued his well known Magazine; and, 
in conjunction with OrcGL, began 
another periodical work, ** Hy geia,” tor 
the diffufion of medical knowledge, 
—Among thofe of the Schellingian 
{chool who attacked him, Kilian, for- 
inerly of Jena, but now Proteffor at 
the Univertiiy of Bamberg, particu- 
larly diftinguithed himteif im a work 
entitled * Differenz der achten und 
unachten Erregungs Theorie: he fhew- 
ed that the theories of Brown and 
Ro(chlaub contained many errors, and 
did not fuficiently account for all _ 
dical phenomena 5 and then, 1m -

tem of Medicine, teaches aquite wo 
trine, founded on the principles of the 
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fyftem, however, Rofchlaub and other 
Brownitts will have much to object. 

Many other medical works by 
GuTFFLD, MuLLER, HOCHHEIMER, 
ScHMiD, JAHN, WEISS, OBERREICH, 
écc. but which we have not room par- 
ticularly to notice, bear upon their 
very titles the ftamp of Brunonianiim ; 
and their authors defend the theory of 
Brown with greater or lefs modifica- 
tions. 

Agreeably to the long eftablifhed 
propenfity to deny to all new inven- 
tions the merit of originality, and to 
fearch for traces and hints thereof in 
ancient works, SCHERER, of Vienna, 
in a work, entitled “ Beweis dafs 
Mayow,” &Xc. endeavours to prove 
that Mayow and Pechlin (Profeffors at 
the Univerfity of Kiel, in the latter 
half of the feventeenth century) had 
Jaid the foundation of the new theory 
of living organifin. Another SCHERER 
(now Profeilor at the Ruffian Univer- 
fity of Dorpst) had before pointed out 
in Mayow’s Works, traces of the anti- 
phlogittic theory of chemiftry. 

Atter this enumeration of the works 
Telative to the new theories of me- 
dicine in general, we have fill to no- 
tice feveral on feparate parts of medi- 
cal fcience, on which thefe theories 
have had little or no influence. 

Some years have elapfed fince the 
attention of the curious was excited 
by the fingular craniofcopical {yftem of 
Dr. Ga, of Vienna, who confiders 
the fkuil as an organ indicating the 
powers, capabilities and properties 
of the mind, and accordingly pre- 
tends to point out from the conforma- 
tion of its various part, the charaéter 
of the individual to which it belongs. 
Dr, Gall has not not yet publithed any 
thing himfelf on this fubjeé&t: one of 
his auditors, however, Profeffor Fro- 
RIEP, of Jena, as we mentioned ina 
former Retrofpe&, had given an ac- 
count of his Craniofcopical Le@ures 
In a finall work, which has paffed 
through feveral editions; and Jaf year, 
fimilar accounts were publifhed by 
Haceporn, Leune, Martens, and 
WaALtTierR. Even the moft incredu- 
Jous of Gali’s opponents, will at leaf 
allow this to be an interefting digref- 
fion in phyfiology and anatomy. 

To the ftudents of this latter branch 
of medical {cience, the completion of 
Loper’s Anatomical Figures will bea 
mott agreeable piece of intelligence. 

Of the praétical medical works, the 
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mo numerous clafs, again, were tho’ 
which treated of Vaccine Inoculatio, 
and of the application of Galvani 
to the cure of difeafes. Of the hon. 
mer, however, we do not meet with 
any worthy of particular notice, ang 
of the latter we thall have occafion to 
fpeak under an ther head 

Of the other publications on parti. 
cular parts of the healing art, the 
“ Rhapfodien tiber die Anwenduy 
der Phyfifchen Kur-Methode auf Ge. 
iflesverriittungen"—On the Applica. 
tion of the Phytical Method to the 
Cure of Mental Derangemenr, by the 
celebrated phytfiologilt, Profeffor Ren, 
of Halle, deferves to be carefully fu. 
died' by every perfon who has the 
charge of lunatics. 

Ot the works on Surgery we have only 
to notice Werss’s ‘* Vorlefangen iiber 
Chirurgie nach Brownfchen Grund. 
gaizen'’—Leétures on Surgery, accord. 
ling to the Principles of Brown; 
the continuations ARNEMANN and 
EBERMAIER’s Leéture-Books, and of 
the former's Magazine. 

More abundant was the fupply of 
works on midwifery. — ELias von 
SIEBOLD produced, befides a {mail 
Treatife, * Ueber Praktifchen Unier- 
richt in der Entbindungskunft"—0a 
Practical Inftruétion in Midwifery, a 
“ Theoretifch-Praktifche Entbindungs- 
kunde zum Gebrauche feiner Vorie- 
fungen” — Theoretico- practical Trea 
tife on Midwifery, which contains, be- 
fides many other obfervations, a de 
fcription of a new Parturition Stool in- 
vented by him, and which feems to be 
preferable to thofe hitherto in ufe. He 
likewife began a periodical work, én 
titled * Lucina,” for the improvement 
of the obftetric art. HERDER, of Wel- 
mar, gave us ** Beytrage Zur ee 
rung derGeburtshinife"—Contriou 
towards the Improvement of Mic 
wifery, which contains many go 
ing obfervations.—-STEIN, sap “ 
fel, but now fucceffor to his ceieor * 
uncle at Marpurg, has begun fo py 4 
lith  Geburtsbulfiche Abhandio- 
gen;” the firft number of when 
tains a Treatife on the Ceara TT 
ration, in which, inftead ot the go 
ufual mode, he recommends an J 
fon from the fhort ribs of the one : , 
through the linea alba to the ‘ oa 
on the other.—WIEDEMANNs nation 
wick, author of a book of Inttr 
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hofpitals in Paris, and defcribes fome 
uncommon cafes which there came 
under his obfervation.—JOSEPHI, of 
Roftock, wrote ** Ueber die Schwanger- 
{chaft auflerbalb der Gebahrmutter,” 
&c.—On Impregnations out of the 
Matrix, and a very remarkable Cafe of 
an impregnated Bladder. 

Befides feveral local defcriptions of 
the baths and mineral f{prings in Ger- 
many, there appeared a ‘* Balneotech- 
nik,” by SCHREGER, of Erlangen, giv- 
ing excellent directions, founded on 
the new chemiftry, for the preparation 
of artificial baths. 

TROMMSDORF, of Erfurt, publithed 
a Table of Pharmaceutical Nomencla- 
ture. This eminent chemift and phar- 
macift likewife gave, befides a conti- 
nuation of his Journal, a fecond edition 
of his ‘* Lehrbuch der Pharmaceuti- 
fchen Chemie”’—Manual of Pharma- 
ceutical Chemiftry; and an ‘* Apothe- 
kerfchule’—or, Tables containing In- 
ftructions for Apothecaries. 

Several phyficians Jikewife wrote 
upon medical police, and of the evi- 
dence required in many cafes to be 
given by furgeons and phyficians in 
courts of juttice. The work on this 
fubject by Metzcer, of Kénigfberg, 
contains much excellent advice and in- 
ftruction, but mixed with fome para- 
doxes ; as, for inftance, where he {peaks 
againf the ufefulnefs of hofpitals, fever- 
houfes, and fimilar inftitutions for the 
Cure of the fick. 

Loper, now Profeffor at the Univer- 
fity of Halle, continued -his journal 
tor Juriftical Medicine, Surgery, and 

idwifery, to which many interefting 
contributions continue to be fent, efpe- 
cially by the phyficians and furgeons of 
the Praffian army, who there give an 
account of fuch remarkable cafes as 
occur in the courfe of their practice.— 
In Bavaria and Suabia feveral furgeons 
and phyficians have formed themi{elves 
into a fociety for the fame purpofe. 

Phe journals publifhed by Hure- 
LAND and others, as, for inftance, the 
“Journal der Erfindungen,” &c.— 
Journal of Invention, Theories, &c. 
were continued.—AUGUSTIN, of Ber- 
lin, began another upon the fame plan, 
entitled ** 7Efculap’—or Aefculapius, 
a Journal for the Hiftory of Criticifm 
and Theory in the Science of Medi- 
Cine, &c.; and STERNBERG, of Goftar, 
anew ‘ Literaturzeitung fiir die Me- 
dicin und Chirurgie,” in which, as 
likewile in Hage NKEIL’s Salzburg. 
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Med. Chir. Zeitung,” a review is given 
of medical works and literature. 

Nor was the general and more 
ancient hiftory and literature of me- 
dicine neglected. Befides the learned 
SPRENGEL, of Halle, who publithed 
the fifth volume of his ‘ Pragmati- 
cal Hiftory of Medicine,” we have here 
to notice two phyficians of Vienna; 
—Dewez tranflated ‘* Aretzeus on the 
Cure of Acute and Chronic Dileates ; 
and UEBERLACHER, who gave us a 
very learned treatife, in which he en- 
deavours to fhew, that there is no 
foundation for the opinion of thofe 
who affert that the firlt defcriptions of 
the fmall-pox and meafles are to be 
found in the writings of the Arabian 
phyficians. 

PHYSICS, CHEMISTRY, AND NATURAL 
HISTORY. 

We have already obfeeved in the laft 
feftion of,our Retrofpect, that Galvanifm 
continued to occupy the attention of fe- 
veral phyficians and natural philofophers. 
The ‘Journals of Phyfical Science,”* edited 
by GiLBerr, VoicT, and otheis, {till 
furnifhed contributions towards its ime 
provement. WeBEr, of Landfhur, con- 
tinued his Galvanic Journal; and feveral 
other feparate treatifts appeared on that 
fubje&t, and on electricity. Heip- 
MANN, of Vienna, gave a ‘ Vollftandige 
auf Verfuche und Vernunftichlifle ge- 
griindete ‘Theorie der Elektricitat,”— 
A Theory of EleSricity, founded upon 
Experiment and Reaftning ; SAXTORPH, 
of Copenhagen, an ‘ Electricitatslehre,” 
—Theory of Eleétricity; SCHMIDT, a 
Silefian naturalift, thought that his trea- 
tife on ‘das Zitterftoff und feine Wir- 
kungen inder Natur,"—On the Galvanic 
Fluid and its Effeéts, would entitle him 
to the prize propofed by Bonaparte ; and 
his countryman, GRUNDMANN, _ illu 
trated the ‘ Eigenfchafien und Wirkun- 
gen der Animalifchen Elektricitat,”— 
The Propertics and Effects of Animal 
Ele&ricity—in fuch a manner as thereby 
to account for the fymptoms ef canine 
madnefs, and to point out what he thinks 
would be the moft effectual cure for it. 
The above-mentioned TROMMSDORF has 
written a ‘ Gefchichte des Galvanifmus 
und der Galvanifchen Elektricitat, be: 
fonders in chemifcher Hinficht,"’—Hul- 
tory of Galvaniim and Galvanic Ele&tri- 
city, efpecially in a Chemical Point of 
View.—W. PrarF publithed a . jar - 
flellung des Galvanifinus,”"—View ot 
Galvanifm; Neurrer, an * Anleitung 


zum Aufbau der Galvanifchen Sgu'e, 
Bic,’ li.t. O- 
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&c.""—Introduétion to the beft Mode of 
forming the Galvanic Pile, and the ap- 
plication thereot to the Cure of various 


Difeafes.”. MARTENS gave us an ** Ab- 
biliung und Beichreibung einer bequemen 
ii der Rocktafche tragharen Voitaifchen 
Saule,’’—being a Defcription and Plate 
of a very convenient portable Voltaic 
Pile, and Inftrudtions for applying Gal- 
vanifm to the Cure of Difeafes. A Count 
STERNBERG deferibed **Galvanifche Ver- 
duche in mebrern Krankherien,’’— Trials 
of Gaivanifm in the Cure of many Di- 
feafes, efpecially Hardnets of Hearing 
and Deafnefs. Moft of thefe trials were 
attended with the defired fuccefs, But on 
the contrary, EscuKE, dircétor of an in- 
ftitute for the initruction of deaf and 
dumb perfons, gave ‘* an Account of 
Galvanic Experiments on fome of his 
Pupils,’* which proved abortive from the 
improper Mode of conducting them. 
Befides thefe original works, there ap- 
peared a trarflation by Nassg, of * Vol- 
ta’s Writings on Eleétricity and Galva- 
nifm; ard a knowledge of all new difco- 
Verics and experiments on Galvanifm and 
other paris of phyfics made in France, 
Italy, &c. was quickly communicated 
through the medium of the Journals of 
Pfaff and others. T. Bernovui Lu fur- 
nifhed an inftruétive colle&ion **on the Lu. 
minous appearance of the Sea 377 CRe Li 
continued his valuable ‘* Annals of Che- 
miftry 5° and SCHERER his “ Chemical 
Journal; and whilft CrRommMsDORFF’s 
** Bibliothek” went on without interrup- 
tion, a new ‘* Allgemeines Journal der 
Chemie,’’—Gereral Journal ot Chemiftry, 
was announced, which will be enriched 
by contmbutions from KLAPRotu, 


HERMBsTaDT, SCHERER, RICHTER, 
and GEHLER. 
TROMMSDORFF acain inilerted a 


Sketch ot “the neweft Hiftcry of Che- 
mifiry, in his Pocket. book for Phyficians, 
Chemifts, and Pharmacilts;** and Getr- 
LING continues to celle& the la eft diico-

An anonymous author furnifhed a va- 
luable contribution towards the hiftory of

the Ancients, from a Latin original, and 
dedicated to Kant, De Luc, ard Reima- 
rer. The lafi-mentioned of thele eminent 
philofophers, who has deferved fo well of 
phyfical tcience, wrete a work «* Ueber die 
Bildung des Erdballs, S&c."—_On the

think BRUNNER, in Particular, worthy of 
notice. In his very ufeful Handbuch 
der Gebirskgunde”’ the mountains are 
not, as by preceding Naturalitts, divided 
into primitive, alluvious and volcanic 
but, accerdi:g to their external charac. 
ters, into mixed, unmixed, compolites 
&c. A new “ Handbuch der Mineral. 
gie,”—Compendium of Mineralogy, in 
which the fyfem of Werner is followed, 
was publithed by Profeffur Luowic, of 
Leipzig. The fecond edition of the * An. 
fangsgriinde der Mineralogie,” by Luc. 
KOwW, of Heidelberg, has been enriched 
with all the Jateft difcoveries in Minera. 
logy, fo that it may be confidered as a 
quite new and highly ufeful work.—The 
tranflation of Hauy’s ‘ Mineralogie,” 
by the celebrated Karsten, Member of 
the Board of Mines at Berlin, could not 
tail to excite new ardour for the fludy of 
Cryftallography, which had been early 
ftudied in Germany ; and, therefore, 
HausMANn’s  ‘* Kryftallographiiche 
Beytrage,”"—Cryftallographife Contuibu- 
tions made their appearance at a very 
propitious time. 

For the ftudents of botany two pro:

“ Archiv.”?” DONNDORF Continued his 
« European Fauna ;” and SCHRANK fi- 
nifhed his ** Bavarian Fauna.” Kocu, 
of Magdeburg, gave, in his ‘* Mikogra- 
phie,”” Inftruétions for preparing and ex- 
amining the moft interefting Micographi- 
cal Objects in the three Kingdoms of Na- 
ture; and FicntTet and Von Mout 
treated of a- particular object of micro- 
fcopy in a collection, with plates, of 
“‘ Tepaoca Microfcopica aliaque minuta 
et generibus Argonauta et Nautilus.” 

Entomology in particular has been di- 
ligently cultivated. Fasricius cohti- 
hued to clafs and defcribe the infects ac- 
cording to his fyftem; founded upon the 
difference of the organs by which they 
take their food ; and Panzer, of whofe 
work on the Infeéts of Germany a new 
edition is publifhing, gave us ‘Sym: 
bole Entomologice,”’ with plates. Some 
cultivators of Entomology furnifhed an 
“‘Tiluftrative Text for the Drawings of the 
different Species of Flies, by SCHELLEN- 
BERG.” ScumivdT, of Halle, with the 
accuracy of an attentive obferver, gave us 
“ Verfuche tiber die Infekten ;’"—or, Ef- 
fays on Infeéts, particularly on the Ca- 
leoptera, in whith he treats of their hy- 
bernation, their means of defendiug them- 
elves againft their enemies, &c. Pos- 
SETT furnifhed ¢6 Beytrage zur Anatomie 
der Infekteh,”’—-Contributions towards 
the Anatomyof Infeéts: — -

In this department of {cience, there is 
likewife, from year to year, an increafe 
of publications of a general and mixed 
kind, in which rural economy in general, 
or with a view to particular diftricts, is 
treated of. Befides the conticuation of 
feveral journals, a new one, which pro-

HERMBSTZDT, 
Who has been engaged in applying the 
lateft dilcoveries in chemiftry to the im- 
provement of technology, opened a new 
és Archiv der Agriculturchemie,""—Ar- 
chive for Agricultural Chemiftry; and, 
whil# Gaupicu clofed with the fourth 
volume his “ Ueberficht der Ganzen 
Landwirthichaft,”"—-View of the whole 
Science of Rural Economy, founded on 
thirty years’ experience 3 and Pross, wiih 
the fixth, his ‘¢ Handbuch,” &c,—or, 
Manual of Praétical Hufbandry; Ficn- 
TER, with other economical writers, con- 
tinued the “ Deutiche Landwirth{chaft,” 
~——German Hufbandry; and Weissen- 
BRUCH his ** Ganze der Landeswirth- 
{chaft,’’"—Complete View of every Branch 
of Hufbandry ; LEopoLp publifhed the 
firft volume of a work, entitled * Agri- 
cola,’ containing inftruétions relative to 
every part of agriculture; and befides 
RieM, who continued his ‘* Neue Samm- 
lung 5konomiicher Schriften,”°—NewCol- 
le&ion of Economical Papers, feveral 
other economifts gave us mifcellaneous 
Traéts, or fuch as related to the rural 
economy of particular difriéts. Thus; 
for inftance, Kr1EGER's ‘* Oeckonomifche 
und Cameraliftifche Abhandlungen,”’— 
Economical and Financial Tracts, con- 
tain, befides a Differtation on Roman 
Agriculture, feveral papers on the relative 
importance of various branches of econo- 
my. In works publithed by Tuaer, 
Beneken, and many others, among 
whom we find the name of the Duke 
Freperic of SCHLESWIG HoLLsTEIN 
Beck, the principles of Englifh huf- 
bandry are explained, and the adoptior 
thereof recommended to the German far- 
mers. 

Meyers, in his ‘* Nabere Bemerkun- 
gen zur Ueberficht der Landw. in der 
Mark Brandenburg,” Sc.-—- NoLpE- 
CHEN, in his ** Annalen der Landw, in 
Brandenburg,” and Count PoDEwiLs, in 
the fourth volume of his & Wirth{chafts- 
erfahrungen auf feinen Gitern,” con- 
fined their views to the agricuiture of 
Brandenburg, and gave an account of the 
agricultural experiments that had been 
tried, and of improvements that had been 
or might be introduced in that part of 
Germany. M.voN BUGGENHAGEN gave 
his countrymen “ Beytrage zur Auf- 
nahme der Landwirthfchaitin Schwedifch 
Pommern;”—-Contributions towards the 
Improvement of Agriculture in Swedith 


Pomerania, which contain indeed many 
4U ufefu 
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ufeful hints, but unfortunately inter- 
mixed with fingular opjnions that have 
been frequentlv refuted. 

Although Germany has no Board of 
Agriculture to watch over whatever relates 
to agriculture, the want of fuch a public 
inftitution is amply fupplied by the pa- 
triotic zeal of many public fpirited iid? 
viduals and private agricultural focieties. 
The teanfactions of thefe focieties in 
Mecklenburg, Bohemia, Livonia, &c. 
continued to be publifhed. 

Ot the writers giving accounts of new- 
invented implements of hufbandry, &c. 
we fhall only notice Mr. MeTzER’s 
*¢ Defcription of his new Threfhing Ma- 
chine and Saw Mill,*’ which have been 
very highly fpoeken of by thofe efteemed 
the bett judges of fuch productions of 
mechanical genius. 

With refpect the cultivation of fingle 
articles produced in gardens or in the 
open field, the culture of tobaeco was 
again taught by Curist and Trunk; 
that of hops, by BREITENBACH, 
Frirscue &c.; and that of fruit-trees, 
by Dietricn, SickLeR, &c. Inftruc- 
tions for cultivating the vine with ad. 
vantage in the northern provinces or Ger- 
many, in Pruffia, &c. were given by 
MatTTusCHKA.—CHRIST, DALLINGER, 
and others, continued to recommend the 
ule of the Cyperus efculentus L. inftead cf 
coffee, and gave rules for the beft mode 
of cultivating it; and to the many publi- 
cations on the extracting of fugar from 
the beet-root was added a ‘ Book of In- 
itructions” relative to-that fubject, by 
M. AcHarp, of the Berlin Academy of 
Sciences. It does not, however, appear, 
that, notwithftanding all thefe patriotic 
endeavours, the Indian fugar and coffee 
will ever be wholly {upplanted by thefe 
fubftitutes. 

The increafing dearth of wood for fuel 
and otber purpoles, naturally continued 
to sive birth to great numbers of publi- 
cations on the means of remedying this 
evil, Mbgisner, in his ** Ganze der 
Holzf{parkunft,” fhews the molt advan- 
tageous manner of forming new planta- 
tions, and how to fave fuel both in brew- 
houfes, manufactories, and the ftoves for 
warming apartments. Befides this, we 
fhall take notice of only a few other pub- 
lications on foreftry, by authors of efta- 
blithed reputation. Gatrerer conti- 
nued his ‘* Forftmagazin,”—Magazine 
tor Foretters ; and Law or, befides his 
«« Inftructive Letters of a Forefter travel- 
ling in Germany,” proceeds to edit, in 
conjunction with HarTMANn, ‘ Die Zeits

tions of fuch foreft-trees as are feldom foot 
growing wild in the woods of German 
and of fome that have already been my 
turalized.

dred indigenal German foreft-trees. 

The proper management of foreft-trees, 
and the knowledge neceflary for tne {hort 
man and the gamekeeper are taught to. 
gether in Koprer’s ‘ Nothigite. Vor. 
kenntnifle der Forft and Jagdwiffenfchaft;” 
and in GATTERER and Eegonarny's 
«© Magazines for Foreftry and Hunting.” 
JoK1scH wrote a large work on fiheries 
and fifth-ponds, including the natural hif- 
tory of fifhes. 

Of the ufcful domeftic animals, the 
horfe again particularly became an objet 
of authorial induftry. Befides the futh 
year of TENNEKER’S Pocket Book fu 
Horfemen and his Journal for Hort 
breeders, there came out a ‘ Zeitfchrift 
fur Denkende Reiter’’—a Journal for con. 
fiderate Horfemen. HorFMAaNn taught 
the ** Art of prolonging the Period of 
the Life and Serviceablenefs of th 
Horfe,*’ Boos and LEONHARDI wot 
on the breeding of fheep, PRESCHER 00 
rabbitewarrens ; and fome anonymous au: 
thors on the rearing of fowls and finging- 
birds: nay, books of inftruction ever 
on the breeding of cats and dogs wert 
publifhed. a

TIEMANN gave, as an appen- 
dix to his ** Syftematifche Ejifenhiiten- 
kunde—Syftematic Tnttructions for the 
Working of Iron Mines, a * Differta- 
tion on the proper Mode of formin 
Moulds and cafting the Metal; and 
StTUNKEL, “ Eine Befcreibung der Eilen- 
bergwerke, &c. auf dem Harze’?>—a 
Deicription of the Iron Mines and Foun- 
derics of the Harz: thefe two latter works 
may be recommended as abounding with 
ufeful iniormation. The fame may be 
faid of SCHMIEDER's “ Verluch einer 
Lithurgik, oder Gkonomifche Mineralo- 
gie ;""—or, Economical Mineralogy. 

Befides thefe more or lels general or 
mixed works, there appeared a great num- 
ber of publications on particular tubjects. 
BaUMGARTNER, an active bookfeller of 
Leipzig, who gives employment toa great 
number of authors and artifts, and is him- 
telf an author, furnifhed, befides continu - 
ations of the ** Magazin aller neuen Er- 
findungen”—Mapazine of all new Inven- 
tions, and of the ¢¢ Magazin zur Befor- 
derung der Induftrie’’—Magazine for the 
Furthering of Induftry ; a Defcription, by 
himfelf, of his new-invented Windmill, 
and ** Direétions how to read, or execute 
the fineft Works, without Injury to the 
Eyes.” He likewife publithed works 
on the trades of baking, joinery, and 
feveral economical and technical ma- 
chines. 

PaLMeR, of Leipzig, prefented to the 
public a whole colleétion of his inventions, 
such as fire-places for the faving of fuel ;

and others.—SCHULZ, director of a com- 
mercial fchool in Berlin, publithed the firtt 
volume of his ** Commercial Academiit.’” 
Wacner, of Magdeburg, an author who 
for feveral years pat has diligently cul. 
tivated this department of knowledge, 
recommended to the notice of his coun- 
trymen, the Englith, or Mr, Jones's, 
Sytlem of Book-keeping ; which had like- 
wile been treated of before by ‘everal other

MATHEMATICS AND MILITARY SCI- 
ENCE. . 


Befides Ready Reckoners for merchants 
and other mea of butineis, there regularly 
appears every year a great number of 
books of arithmetic, fome of which are 
diltinguithed by giving inftructions for 
executing calculations without notation. 
In very few of thele elementary is arith- 
metic treated of in fo luminous and com- 
prehenfive a manner, as in SNELL'S Sy {- 
tems of Arithmetic and Algebra, and in 
the Treatifes on pure Mathematics in ge- 
neral, by Haurf, Ive, and LokENZ- 

O: the works on particular branches 
of Mathematics, the mott worthy of ne- 
tice was the colleGlion of papers, publifh- 
ed by Profeflor HINDENBURG, of Leip- 
zig, relative to the Combinatery Analytis 
and Calculus of Derivation, invented by 
him. Io this collection, the Protetlor and 
others, have further purfued and illut- 
traced thew method. Proteflor Het 
wiG, of Bruntwick, endeavoured mn avery 
happy manner to’ facilitare the itudy of 
diophantic anaiyfis, by his ** Antangs- 

runde der unbeftimmten Analytik ;— 
or, Fisk Principies of Indefinite Ana- 
ly fis. ah 3279 
Mixed mathematics were 3gai0 illufe 
trated by feveral publications. Von 
Ruopeg, a captain in the Pruffian army, 
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turnifhed a Treatife on’ ** LapLace’s 
new Mode of correcting the Heights of 
Mountains, calculated trom Barometrical 
Obfervations.”’ 

Several mechanicians, fuch as Breirt- 
HAUPT, ERNsT, STOCKEL, and others, 
communicated new inventions. Poppe, 
whom we have mentioned in a for- 
mer Retrofpeét, began a1 Encyclopedia 
of Mechanics, which is however yet -de- 
fe&tive. Two Diflertations, which were 
publimed together in one volume, ¢* Ue- 
ber Parabolichen Reflefloren und de- 
ren Anwendung zu Nacht-fignalen an 
den See-kiiften’—On Parabolic Reflec- 
tors, and the Ufe thereof for Signals by 
Night on the Sea Coatt, by D. Reinke ; 
and R. WouttMann’s * Abhandl. iiber 
das Verhaitneis zwifchen dem refle&irten 
u. fimpeln Lichte’—Diflertation on re- 
fleéted and fimple Light—are fufficiently 
recommended by the names of their au- 
thors, who are well known as having de- 
ferved well of kydrotechny, which, fince 
the appearance of the great work of Wrk- 
BiKiNG, who is now engaged by the 
court of Vienna to fuperintend the exe- 
cution of fome important undertakings, 
has of late more than ever attracted the 
attention of the public; and which is 
likewife ably treated of by GiLLy and 
EYTELWEIN, two eminent Pruffian er- 
chiteéts ; who, together with other mem- 
bers of the Royal Board of Architec- 
ture at Berlin, are contributors to the 
“* Sammlung niitzlicher Aufsatze und 
Nachrichten die Baukunft betreffend’— 
Collection of ufeful Tya&s and Intetli- 
gence relative to the Science of Archi- 
tecture, of which the fifth annual volume 
has already been publithed, 

Provifion continued to be made for the 
cultivators of aftronomy in the * Jahr 
bicher;"—or, Aftronomical Annals of 
Vienna, Berlin, &e, and in M. Von 
Zacn’s * Monathliche Correfponderz,” 
which contajns the earlieft intelligence re. 
Jative to al] ‘aftronomical difcoveries, &e. 
Bope, the celebrated aftronomer of Ber- 
lin, gave a new, improved, and enlarged 
edition of his ‘* Anleitung zur Kenntniis 
der Erdkugel”” — Introduftion to the 
Knowledge of the Terreflrial Globe; and 
Bursa the fourth volume of his ufeful 
** Courfe of Aftronomy.” ’

Among the papers in this 
colleétion, thofe contributed by the editor 
and the princefs his miftrefs, are particu- 
larly worthy of notice on account of their 
fupericr merit : fromthe pen of the latter we 
find an animated exhortation to the people 
againit the deftruétive Habit of. Dram- 
drinking; on the Duty incumbent upon 
Sovereigns tomaintain PublicWorhhip and 
the Schools ; and on the State of the Poor 
at Detmoid. The editor and the other 
contributors are infpired with the fame 
ipirit of philanthropy. In other publica. 
tions, likewile, on the Condition of Infti- 
tutions for the Relief of the Poor, and on 
Education, the attention of ftateimen is, 
in the mot preffing manner, direéted to the 
confideration of thete moft important fub- 
jects; as, for inftance, by SCHRaM, in 
his work, * iiber die Verbefserung der 
Schulen,’’ &¢.—On the Reformation and 
Improvement of public Schools, ina moral, 
pedagogical, and political Point of View ; 
on Advantages arifing from enlightening 
the Minds of the ‘People, and on mu- 
tual Toleration among the various Seéts of 
Chriftians, “From this publication we 
were glad to learn that the Proteftants 
have lately experienced the moft Jiveral 
treatment from the government of Bava- 
ria, where they had formerly been very 
much opprefl)ed.—The fwarm of writers 
which the Letters of Jewith Heads of Fa- 
milies to Mr, Teller, an eminent di- 
vine of Berlin had excited, feemed to 
have quite {pent their rage, when a freth 
ftorm was railed by a publicationof PaaL- 
ZOW, a lawyer of Berlin. This gave oc- 
cabon to GRATTENAUVER to write a bit- 
ter invective againft that clafs of men; 
which was followed by a great number of 
pamphlets for and againit them. ‘This 
literary warfare, however, was not produc- 
tive of any alteration of their fituation in 
civil fociety. More beneficial effeét may, 
perhaps, be expected from the efforts of 
thofe writers who recommend the giving 
freedom to the peafants who are terts, or 
annexed to the foil; as,for inftance, ARNDT 
of Greifswald, in his Addrels on’ this fub- 
Ject to the Landholders of Swedifh Pome- 
yania,——Several others pointed ‘out the 
caufes of the decay of fimall towns. 

Of the works on Finance the moft re- 
markable were fome late publications in 
Denmark and Bavaria, relative to the 
Mtroduction of a land-tax. Finances and 
the fcience of government likewife conti-

nue to be objests of attention at feveral of 
the univerlities, as appears from the Lec- 
ture books of Profefflors Beur of Wirze

GEOGRAPHY AND STATISTICS. 

The German geographers and ftaticians 
had Icng anxioufly wa:ted for the reftora- 
tion of peace, to publifh new editions of 
their former works, or entirely new ones, 
containing the alterations produced by 
the conquefts of France and England, and 
by the fyftem of indemnification in Ger- 
many. Accordingly there appeared fuch 
improved editions of the Geographies of 
Fapri and of Gaspari, which have 
long enjoyed an eitablifhed reputation ; 
and two new ‘ Geographical Dictiona- 
ries,” by EuRMANN and WIiNKOP. 
Profeflor MULLER, of Rinteln, began a 
new ** Manual of Statiltics,’? which will 
extend to feveral volumes. There like- 
wife appeared a great number of topo- 
graphical cefcriptions, in a variety of 
torms, of the feparate provinces and 
principalities into which Germany is di- 
vided: fuch as the * Travels through 
the Aufrian Dominions,” by FISCHER, 
ScHULTES, Uncer, &c. and feveral 
works on the provinces iubject to Pruffia, 
of which that by Kruc, of Berlin, ts par- 
ticularly defervinz of notice. 

Of the accounts of travels into foreign 
countries, the moft abundant were the 
tours in and through Italy. BENKo- 
Witz, an author who had before ditto 
ouithed himielf in the department of 
Belles Lettres, wiote an account of a 
*¢ Journey from Glogau to Sorrento,” and 
hkewife difhed up the oblerva ions he had 
made during this journey ina periodical 
work, entitled ‘Helios cer Titan, oder 
Rom und Neapel,” publicacions m which 
there occur too many intignificant things, 
and trite tedious remarks.—An anonye 
mous author preiented to the public a 
“¢ Reife tiber St. Gotthard nach den Bor- 
romeifchen Inteln und Meyland.""—Jour- 
ncy over Mount St. Gothard to the Bor- 
romeo Iflands and Milan. The writer hes 
longs to the fentimental humorous clals 
of travellers; and of courle much geo- 
graphical and ftatiftical information cams 
not be expected from hin.

treat in the evening of life—-HELLDORF 
publithed a ¢* Picture ot Amfterdam ;” 
an anonymous author, an ‘* Ein Gemaide 
Ger Sitten, &c. der Portuguefen und 
Spanier,”"—Piéture of the Manners and 
Cuftoms of the Portuguefe and S aniards,”” 
and likewile ** of the French Nation." 
Profeflor Linx, of Roftock, in a third 
volume of his ** Reife durch Frankreich,” 
&c.—— Travels through France, Spain, 
and particularly Portugal —adds con- 
fiderably to our knowledge of the laft 
mentioned of theie countries, which the 
Proteffor has exhibited in a lefs gloomy 
point of view than former travellers. —Ma. 
dame Domeis publifhed the fecond vo- 
Jume of * Letters written during her ftay 
in England and Portugal,” which are di!- 
tinguifhed equally by a partial fondnels 
for the former and diflike of the letter 
cquniry. Campe, author of many 
efteemed works for the inftruction of 
youth, gave an account of a * Reife 
durch Frankreich und England,”’—-Tour 
through France and England—-from which 
he appears to have changed his former 
predilection of France for an equally en- 
thufiattic admiration of Britain. Wucn- 
ELHAUSEN, a phyfician who formeriy 
refided a confiderable time at Moifcow, 
gave us ‘*Zige zu einem Gemalde von 
Mefkwa,”—Outlines towards a Picture 
of Motkow, containing lkewife much in- 
formation relative to the Ruffian Empire 
in general.

HISTORY. 

Among the vaft number of periodical 
works for ‘almoft every department of 
art and {cience, and even for’ fubdivifions 
thereof, (as for inftance the Hittory of our 
own Times) we were furprifed not to find 
any appropriated folely to the cultivation 
of general hiftory; for WoLTMAann’s 
hiftorical journal, entitled * Gefchichte 
und Politik,” and ARCHENHOL2's “ Mie 
nerva, ein Journal hiftorifchen und poli 
tifchen Inhalts,"” comprehend, as indeed 
is indicated by their titles, politics 4s well 
as general hiltory. ; ; 

The editor of the laft-mentioned jour- 
nal, the well known author of a vely 
flattering Pifture of England, pobliter 
at the Eafter Fair the fecond volume :

Among the fmall and large hiftorical 
works publifhed feparately, we again 
have to notice, as particularly worthy of 
attention, feveral by authors of eminence, 
en the hiftory of Germany in general, or 
of fingle provinces. Whilft the large 
works of HEBERLIN and SmIDT were 
continued by SENKENBERG and MILBIL- 
LER; MANNERT, of Altdort, a gentle. 
man whofe labours have greatly contri- 
buted to the elucidation of ancient geo- 
graphy, gave us a valuable ‘* Compen- 
dium of the Hiftory of the German Em- 
pire;*” BREYER, of Jena, a young man of 
eminent talents, a ‘* Sketch of the Age 
ef the Germani,”* being a {pecimen of his 
Univerfal Hiftory ; and ARNDT, of whom 
we have betore {poken as the author of Tra. 
vels, and ot a work on the Slavery of the 
P<afants in Swedifh Pomerania, drew,’ in 
his **Germanien und Europa,” a grand 
outline of the hiftory of the moral and poli- 
tical culture of Europe, and particularly 
of Germany, as alfo a view of its prefent 
ftate ad probable progreis. 

_ The indefatigable Baron voN ARETIN, 
librarian to the Ele&tor of Bavaria, pub- 
lithed, trom manufcripts in the Eleétoral 
Libriry, at Munich, ‘* Die Altefte Sage 
uber Karls des Groffen Geburt und Ju 
gend”—Oldest Legends relative to the 
Birth and Youth of Charlemagne ;  Aui- 
pruche der Minnegerichte’—Judgments 
pronounced by the Minttrel-Courts ; and 
* Eine Gefchichte der Juden in Bava- 
ria——-Hiitory of the Jews in Bavaria. 
PrisrER’s ** Allgemeine Gefchichte von 
Schwaben”’—=-General Hiltory of Swabia ; 

UMPLER’s *¢ Gefchichte von Salzourg’s 
—Hittory of Salzburg; and other Pro- 
vincial _Hiftories, were received with ap- 
probation. 

L. MeisTER, a native of Switzerland, 
advantageoufly known as the author of a 
great number of hiitorical publications, 
tontinued his ‘* Helvetifche Gefchichte,”’ 
&c.—or, Hiftory of Helvetia during the 
lait Two Thoufand Years ; and added a 
fhort “* Helvetifche Revolutions Ge- 
(chichte’—-Hittory of the lace Swifs Re- 
Volution, ZsCHOKKE, partly as an eyes 
witnefs, wrote a ‘+ Hiftorifche Denkwure 
divke:ten der Helvetifchen Staatsumwal- 
zung;’’—or, a Hiftory of the Memorabilia 
of the Helvetic Revolution: bis ftyle is 
Rervous, bur fometimes rather too florid. 

Continuations of Heinricu’s * Hif- 
tory of France’? and WoLTMANN'’S 
“ History of Great Britain’? made their 
Appearance, 


Rus, of Greifswald, publifhed the 





beginning of his “* Gefchichte von Schwe« 
den’’—Hiltory of Sweden, which is exe< 
cuted in a malterly manner. Von Haq 
LEM's ** Leben Peter des Groflen”—Life 
of Peter the Great; and “ Lebenfbe. 
{chreibung des General Miinnich”—Me- 
moi's of Field Marfhal Munnich, are ex. 
cellent contributions towards the hiftory 
of Ruflia.—Jexer and fome others pub. 
lithed works on the Hiftory of the late 
Kingdom of Poland. 

To the biographies which we have al- 
ready mentioned as forming contributions 
towards the hiftory of empires, we have 
now to add notices of fome other bio- 
graphical works. At Halle there ap- 
peared one, called ‘* The B.ographer ; or, 
a Collection of the Lives of remarkable 
Perfons during the laft Three Centuries, 
which is com,iled by writers ot abilities 
adequate to the tafk. The Rev. Mr. 
Baur publifhed the fir volume of his 
“© Interefting Accounts of the Lives of the 
moft eminent Perfons of the Eighteenth 
Century ;"" and likewife, as a further ad. 
dition to Lavocat’s Biographical Dic- 
tionary, which had been before continued 
by him, an * Hiftorifches Waorterbuch 
aller merkwurdiger Perfonen in dem letzen 
Jahrzehend des 18ten Jahrhunderts” — 
A General Hittorical Dittionary of the 
Lives of all remarkable Perfons of the 
laftt Decennium of the Eighteenth Century. 

Several others treated of the events of 
modern times in connected general hiflo- 
ries. Befides the continuation of EicH. 
HorN’s ‘ Gefehichte der 3 letzten Jahr- 
hunderte’*—or, Hiftory of the lait Three 
Centuries, there appeared in French, a 
very animated ‘* Tableau des Revolutions 
du Syiténe Politique de l'Europe depuis 
la Fin du rg Siecle,” by ANCILLoN, Pro. 
feffor of Hiflory in the Royal Military 
Academy, at Berlin, in which he endea- 
vours to thew how the ftates of Europe 
followed the maxim, that ftrength and ac- 
tions are commentfurate, and that every 
thing is to be feared trom him who is ia 
a condition to undertake every thing, 

A valuable con'ribution towards the 
hiftory of the middle ages was given by 
SPALDING, in his ‘* Gelchichte des K. 

erufalem;""—or, Hiftory of the Kingdom 
of Jorufalem; the principal object of 
which is to give a faithful picture of the 
manners and (pirit of thofe times. 

The hiftory of all ages ard countris 
was likewife collected into one mals in 
what are called Univerfal Hiftories, by 
Besyver, GALLETTI, of Gotha, &c. 

Mr. SCHLICHTEGROLL, whom we have 
before hai occafion to mention as tre 
editor of the Germas Necrology, and wlro 
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is keeper of the Duke of Gorua’s exten- 
five colleStion of medals and coins, began 
fo publifh * Annalender gefammten Nau- 
mifmatik”— General Numifmatical An- 
nals, for the liluftration of Ancient ahd Mo.- 
dern Hiftiry. We find, however, though 
the contiary might have been expected 
from the title, that thefe Annals will not 
comprehend the coins of the middle ages. 

Several cultivators of ancient hiftory 
and geography, likewile con:municated 
the. refults ot their refearches. RutTr- 
MANN; of Berlin,.in his ** Aeltefte 
Erdkunde der Morgenlander’’—Moit An- 
cient Geography of the Orienta!s, endea- 
vours to prove that the fcite of Paradife, 
according to their traditions, was in In- 
dia, the country fituate betwixt China and 
the Perfian Gulph. Hasse, of Konigf- 
berg, in his * Zigeuner in Herodot.”” &c, 
combats the generally received opinion, 
that the Gypfies firft came from Egypt into 
Europe about the beginning of the fit. 
teenth century; and finds in Herodotus 
€V. 9) traces of their exiftence in Hun- 
gary at a veryremote period. LUNNE- 
MANN drew from Strabo, compared with 
later writers, the materials for his fuccefs- 
ful prize differtation, ‘* Defcriptio Cau- 
cafi Gentiumque Caucafiarum. Herr- 
MANN, the author of feveral publications 
in illuftration of -Heyne’s Mythology, 
gave us now a work on the ‘* Fette von 
Hellas’*—the Feitivals of Greece, in 
which he pretends to have firft confidered 
them in their proper point of view, and to 
have fhewn the real purpofes for which 
they were inftituted. 

M. Borricer, of Weimar, long cele- 
brated as one of the mof learned archao- 
logitts of Germany, furnifhed, ina little 
work, equally amuiing ard inftruétive, 
entitled ** Sabina; oder, Morgenfcenen in 
dem Putzzimmer einer Romerin’’—S1- 
bina; or, Morning Scenes in the Drefling- 
Room of a Roman Lady—an excellent 
contribution towards a corre&t knowledge 
of the private lite of the Romans, by 
which means only many paflages in an- 
cient Latin authors can be explained. 
* Die hittorifche Kuni der Griechen in 
ehrer Eatitehung und Fortbildung,” by 
Creuzer, of Marburg, throws much 
light on the falject he has undertaken to 
illuftrate ; viz. the origin and progredfive 
improvement of hiltoricgraphy among 
the Greeks. 

All thefe works on Greck and Roman 
antiquities might, with equal propriety, 
have been claff:d under the head of 

... ,. PHILOLOGY, 

Which is thereby rendered interefting 
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vators of it. That, however. thera: 
want of friends and patient offen 
of philology in general appears from ihe 
circumliance, that befides the « Commen. 
tari Soc. Phil. Lipfienfis (which have been 
continued feveral years, though the cir. 
culation be not fo extenfive as it me 
rits,) another joutnal, en‘itled « Philo. 
logie,” has been begun by Haner, of 
Stuttgard, for the purpofe of diffufing a 
tafte for, and facilitating the ftudy of, 
the beft Greek and Roman authors; and 
MatTruié, of Altenburg, has met with 
fufficient encouragement to induce him to 
publihh his ** Mitcellanea Philologica ;"— 
or, ColleStion of fmall Tra&s, by Philos 
logiits of eftablithed reputation. 

At the two laft Leipzig Fairs likewife, 
there again came forth a great number of 
new editions of ancient Greek and Roman 
claffics, commentaries, &c. Jentscu, of 
Berlin, publifhed his ‘ Vorlefungen wher 
die Meifterwerke der Griechifchen Poe- 
hie,’ &c.—-Le&tures om the Matter-pieces 
of the Grecian Mufe, in which he takes 
a comparative view of the chief poetical 
produtions of modern Europe. M. Ja- 
Cosi, of Gotha, a man of the moft refined 
taite, gave, befides a continuation of his 
edition of the ** Anthologia,”” a German 
Anthology, under the title of * Tempe,” 
and drawn from that fource. The fol. 
lowing Greek claflics were likewife illul 
trated in a manner that claims our appio- 
bation; Orpheus, by SCHNEIDER, of 
Frankfort ; Theocritus, by Daut, of 
Roftock ; Sophocles’s Philocletes, by 
Barey; and the fame poet's Eleétra, 
by ErrurpT. Lance's edition of Ifo- 
crates feems not to have been fufficiently 
prepared for the prefs. KuiNoL publifi- 
ed from the MSS, of the late learned 
M. FiscueEr, of Leipzig, to whom phi- 
lology is fo much indebted, a A Com. 
mentary on the Plutus of Ariftophanes, 
and ‘© Remarks ov Xenophon’s Cytop® 
dia.” A German tranflation (the “ 
that appeared in that language) of we 
totle’s Rhetoric,” was given by Mier 
of Prague, who has long been engage 
the critical ftudy of that author s .: “

Of the Latin claffics, four feries on 
tions were begun almoft at the fame Me 
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eve at Erfurt, and another at Vienna, 
which are only reprints of the text; the 
two others at Leipzig and at Gottingen 
are furnithed with notes, ard are printed 
under the direction of EicksTapr ard 
Rurerri, two well known philologifts. 

Befides thefe colleétions, there appear- 
ed a great number of feparate editions 
and tranflations of Latin claffics. Dor- 
snG, director of the exce!lent grammar 
fchcol at Gotha, began a valuable edition 
of Horace ; Calpurnius wes edited by the 
learned BECK, of Leipzig ; and Phedrus, 
by BoTHE, with annotations, in which he 
enters deeply into the inveitigation of the 
genius of the fabulift, and of that {pecies 
of pretical compofition. Krausu’s edi- 
tion of ** Velle:us Paterculus’’ wili be 
found particularly ufeful fer {chocls. 
SpaLpinG finifhed his beautiful edition 
of Quintilian. 

Virgil’s Georgics were tranflated anew 
by Bock, who had before rivalled the ce- 
lebrated Vofs in the execution of the dif- 
ficult tafk of transfufing into the German 
language the beauties of the Roman bard. 
Many other tranflations of Roman claflics 
were publifhed, but thee cannot be fup- 
poled fufficiently interefting to an Englith 
reader, to require a particular enumera- 
tion in this place. 

Har ves’s ** Brevior Notitia Literaturz 
Romanx”’ is not merely an extraét from his 
former publications on that fubjeét, but a 
really valuable work, which is remodel- 
led after an improved plan. 

With refpeét to Oriental Literature, we 
fhall here only notice ROMMEL’S * Com- 
mentary on Abulfeda,”” which gained the 
prize offered by the Univerfity of Got- 
tingen; DomBay’s ** Grammatica Lin- 
gue Perfice, cum Vocabulario,” &c. ; 
and ALTer’s ‘ Treatife on the Tagalic 
Linguage.”” The two laft mentioned avu- 
thors refide at Vienna, where the oriental 
languages and literature are cuitivated 
With confiderable ardour, LicuTen- 
STLIN’s € Tentamen Palzographie”— 
Aflyrio-Perficae,”’ is the long-expected cx- 
plication of the nail-headed or Periepoli- 
tan charaéters. 

_. POETRY AND THE DRAMA. 

; In the preceding fection we mentioned 

tome poetical tranflations from the ancient 

Clafiics ; and here we fhall notice other 

tranflations from more modern cleflics, 

and original productions of the German

ner of the Schlegelian {chool, fpoiled by 
being overloaded with ornaments. Borue 
has publithed a volume of Satires, in 
which the tranflations and imitations are 
better than the original pieces. In Tick’s 


‘* Sammlung von Minneliedern,’ we are’ 


prefented with a colleétion of old German 
ballads, &c. in their original tate, with- 
out any alteration with reipe& either to 
language or orthography. Matuison, 
on the other hand, has given in his 
‘© Lyrifche Anthologie,” a tele@tion from 
the German poets of the lait two centu- 
ries, which he has corrested and mo- 
dernifed. 

Of the poets of the prefent day, collec- 
tions of whole produétions made their ap- 
pearance, the tender bard who edited the 
above-mentioned collection, and his friend 
SaLts, hold a diftinguifhed rank: of the 
former’s poems a fitth, and of the latier’s 
a fourth edition was publifhed. Turp- 
GEN’s ‘ Elegien und vermiichte Gee 
dichte” — Elegies and Miicellaneous 
Poems, abound with tender fentiments ; 
and may likewife be recommended as ex- 
celling with refpect to delicacy and ful- 
nets of expreffion, euphony, and {mooth- 
nefs of veriification. LinDENMEYER’S 
Poems may likewile be characteriied by 
delicacy of fentiment; and thole of 
Burpe, bya beautiful fimplicity. The 
German poems of the celebrated Danith 
peet, BAGGESEN, deferve likewile to be 
noticed here with commendation. Ot the 
larger poetical compofitions, publifhed fe- 
parately, the moft diftinguifhed 1s Rose. 
GARTEN’s © Jucunde,’” a paloral poem 
in five eclogues; which requires, how- 
ever, a few trifling corrections and alter- 
ations. ; 

In the dramatic department of litera- 
ture there was a very rich harvett, both 
with refpe& to quantity and quality. 
Befides Gdthe and Schilier, Kotzebue, 
and many other poets of more or lefs 
celebrity had written for the ftage, and 
communicared their works to the public. 
Gérne’s Tragedy, entisled “ Die Na- 
tiirliche Tochter’—The Natural Daugh- 
ter, is only the firft part of a ¢ramatic 
poem, founded upon the Memoirs of 
Stephania Louifa of Bourbon-Conti: tt 
will probably be extended to three parts, 
like Schiller’s Wallenftein. In Sc HIL- 
LER’s *‘Braut von Meflina; oder, die ‘e!: de 
lichen Briider’’—Bride of Meilina; or, 
the Hoftile Brothers’—chorufles are intro~ 
duced, after. the plan of the ancient Greck 
tragedies.

BUE, from whom the public are every 
year expecting fomething new, furnifhed, 
in the ninth and tenth volume of his New 
Plays, feveral affecting dramas, comedies, 
and farces, fome of them imitated from 
French authors. Of the late Mr. JUNGER, 
there appeared two poithumous volumes 
of plays; and likewife feveral theatrical 
productions by the late ingenious aétor 
and dramatic writer, BECK; and likewife 
feveral new produétions for the ftage, 
by RaMBACH, ROCHLITZ, ZIEGLER, 
ZSCHOKKE, and other living authors. 

W. A. SCHLEGEL, whom we have 
mentioned before as the tranfplanter of 
exotic flowers of poetry into German 
ground, and, in a former Retrofpeét, as 
the tranflator of Shakefpeare, publithed, 
befides the Ion of Euripides Ger- 
manized the beginning of a Spanith 
‘Theatre, in which he retains the verfifi- 
cation of the original. The whole are ina 
ftyle that certainly will not fuit the tafte 
of every body. From the fuccefs of 
GOTHE in adapting the Tancred and 
Mahomet of Voltaire to the German ftage, 
the French tragedians had again become 
the order of the day, notwithftanding the 
fentence of condemnation lately pronoun- 
ced againit them by Horn. Covrneille’s 
Rodogune and Racine’s Bajazet, were 
Germanized with muchdiligence and abi- 
hity by A. Bone. 

NOVELS, 

Such is the increafing rage for reading 
among all ranks of people, that not only 
a vait crowd of novels, romances, tales, 
&c. make their appearance every year, 
but even whole coliections, or feries of 
them, fome of which furn:th originals and 
tranflations, and others are appropriated 
to the reception of the productions of par- 
ticular countries, meet with {upport and 
encouragement. We fhall notice only a 
dew by writers of approved merit. Ger- 
BER, who had hithrto concealed him- 
telf under the aflumed name of Doro Ca- 
so, and who has a pleafing manner of 
telling a tale, publithed a ** Colle@ion of 
New Novels.’” In the profe works of 
Von Harem, we find ten mifcellaneous 
narratives, and eighteen tales of the mid- 
dle ages.

querors, the fecond volume of which 
brings thehiftory down to the prefent times, 
will be found a valuable contribution to- 
wards the hiftory of the influence of war 
on the arts and literature ; as will like- 
wile the ‘* Recenfio Manufcriptorum Co- 
dicum ; qui ex univ.

publications. FiscHrr, author of feveral 
works gelative to Spain, began ‘* Spa- 
nifche Mitcellen™—er, a Spanifh Mifcel- 
lany. A Madame HasTFeEr, and other 
Germans teiding in Paris, furnifhed ma- 
terials for a “¢ French Mifcellany.”” The 
journal entitled «* Frankreich” or, 
France—, and the Count SopEN’s * Fran- 
zohicher Merkur’? French Mercury, were 
likewife continued; and PrarFF and 
FRIEDLANDER publithed ** Franzofifche 

‘Mnalen,” for recording the Progrels 
of Natural Hiftory, Phyfics, Chemittry, 
e¢.5 and ¢* Entdeckungen Franzofifcher 
Gelehrten in den gemeinniitzigen Wiffen- 
chafien und Kiinften,”—or lateft Difco- 
verles of the French Literati in the Arts

phemerides,” the above noticed jour« 
nal, entitled ¢ Italien.” 

Befides Hittner's ¢ Englith Mgt 
cellany,” there was begun by Kiinn, of 
Leipzig, A Repertory of the latett Ex. 
periments and Difcoveries of the Englith 
in Phyfics, Medicine, and Surgery’; and 
ALBERS, of Bremen, continued his ** An- 
glo-American Annals of Medicine, Na- 
tural Hittory, Chemiftry, and Phyfics, 
—~Befides Dorinc’s and SaLomon’s 
‘¢ Journal of the State of Medicine and 
Natural Hiftory in Holland,” there is ano- 
ther entitled Scumipr’s “ Holiandifcher 
Magazin der Naturkunde,”’ which is con- 
fined to phyfics. The Medical and Phy- 
fical Literature of Denmark and Sweden, 
is recorded by PrarrF and SCHEBL, in 
their ** Nordifcher Archiv’—Northern 
Archive; and another ‘* Northern Ar- 
chiv’? was appropriated for the Litera. 
ture of Ruffia, and particularly of Livonia, 
RicHTER likewife publifhed * Rafifche 
Mifcellen’’—Ruffian Mitcellany. For 
Hungary, the before mentioned Journal of 
SCHEDIUS was continued. 

In Germany itfelf, con*inuations ap. 
peared of feveral provincial and general 
Journals, fuch as WieLanp’s ** Deut- 
{cher Merkur,” —German Mercury ; the 
“© Berlinifche Mowath{chritt”—Monthly 
Magazine of Berlin. For fome years, 
fingle provinces of the Empire, fuch as 
Auttria and Bavaria, have had their fepa- 
rate Critical Journals, whilit the * Allges 
meine Deutfche Bibliothek,” the ** All- 
gemeine Literatur Zeitung,” formerly 
publifhed at Jena, now at Halle, and other 
general reviews went on without inter- 
luption. oS aol 

Notwithftanding, however, this multi- 
tude of Journals and Reviews, it is very 
difficult to obtain a correét view of German 
licerature: the many good produttions 
are fo opprefled by the heaps of rubbith, 
that the complaint of the decay of the 
book-trade daily increafes and remedies 
are propofed for removing the evil; as 
for inftance, in the publication, enti- 
tled, «© Ueber den Buch-handel,”’ and 
‘¢ Ueber den jetzigen Verfall de Buch- 
handels in Deutichland iiberhaupt und in 
den Preuflifchen Staaten ins befondere." 
—On the prefent Decay of the Book trade 
in Germany, and particularly in the 
Pruffian Dominions, Husier, the hif- 
tgiian, contribuied for the ufe borh of 
book (eliers and authors, his * Bibliopoeia, 
which is well wortby of attention. 
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HALF-YEARLY RETROSPECT OF FRENCH LITERATURE 
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HISTORY. 

és IVALITE dela France et de ]’An- 

gletervre,depuis laCcnquéte de cette 
Ile par Guillaume, Duc de Normandie, 
jofqu’ a laRupture du Traité d° Amiens par 
lV Angleterre,” &c,—Hiftory of the Rivalry 
between France and England, from the 
Epoch of the Conqueft by William Duke 
ot. Normandy, until the Rupture of the 
Treaty of Amiens onthe Pat of Eng- 
land, by VieNoT VAUBLANC, a Mem- 
ber of the Legiflative Body, 1 vol. 8vo. 

This work includes five principalepochs, 
each exhibiting the moft ample proofs of 
that unhsppy jealoulfy which has prevail. 
ed between England and France, during a 

eriod of about eight centuries. The 
firft chapter treats of the invafion in 1066, 
under William the Norman, while the lait 
retraces the events which preceded the 
conclufion, and have followed the rup- 
ture, of the treaty of Amiens. 

An attempt is here made to: prove to 
the other European nations, that the poli- 
cy of England has invariably been, mer- 
cantile, wily, and perfidious; and it is 
boattingly and ridiculoutly afferted, that in 
chaflifing our nation, the French govern- 
ment ‘* will acquit a debt of eight hundred 
years ftanding, and avenge humanity of 
the moft violent of its oppreffors!!!" 
Much praife is given to the moderation of 
the French government, as well as to its 
inviolable refpect for treaties ; while the 
molt happy refult is prefaged from the im. 
menfe preparations now taking place on 
the hoftile fhores of Gaul. 

‘¢ Hiffoire du Bas Empire, en com. 
mencant a Conftantin Je Giand,’? &c.— 
A Hiftory of the Lower Empire, com- 
meicing with the Reign of Conttantine 
the Great. By M. Lepeact, Perpetual 
Secretary of the Academy of In{criptions 
and Belles Lettres; continued by M. 
AMEILHON, formerly a Member of the 
fame Academy, and at prefent of the Na- 
tianal Inititute of Fiance, Vol. 25. 

This publication, firtt undertaken during 
the time of the monarchy, is continued 
under what is fancifully termed the repub- 
lic. The author who commenced the 
work is now no more, and the labours of 
M. Ameilhon, his fucceffor, have been in- 
terrupted by other purluits; “as he has 
been employed, for a confiderable time 
pat, in re‘cuing an immenfe multitude of 
books appertairing to the nation fromthe 
hands of cupidity and ignorance.” 

The volume now before us contains a 
portion of the reign of John Paleologus 
and Cantacuzene ; in other words, it 


includes the period between 1341 and 133, 
M. Ameilhon is of opinion with Gibi, 
that Cantacuzene, who retired into achit 
ter, where he compofed a celebrated book 
rather exhibits in the work an apology *. 
his own ambitious views, than the confel. 
fion of his errors ; while, inftead of deve. 
loping the charaéters and Gefigns of thole 
men who engaged in the events of the 
time, he only prefents the furface of facts, 
with the addition of an immoderate praife 
of himfelf and his partifans. It mui be 
allowed, however, that he was not unfre- 
quently entitled to compaffion, more efpe. 
cially at thole periods when abandoned by 
a friend whom he had raifed to the higheit 
offices of the ftate; affailed by the furious 
patriarca’ who prefided over the Greek 
church; and deprived of his adherents, 
and even of his mother, by.treachery and 
jnjuftice. This lady, whofe fon had go. 
verned the empire, as prime minifter, and 
re‘ufed to accept of the purple when ten- 
dered to him, ‘* was fuflered to languith 
during many montlis in a prifon: fhe was 
condemned to pats the winter without fire, 
notwithftanding the extreme rigour of the 
cold; and ferved, atthe fame time, with 
but a fcanty portion of food. In addition 
to this, the was entirely configned to the 
diferetion of the fatellites intrufted to 
guard her: thofe vile and brutal men ex. 
hibited none of that delicacy, which age, 
fex, and condition required. Endeavour- 
ing to torment her by their odious prefence, 
as well as by reproachful woids, they were 
never out of fight, and they tafked their 
fancies to invent new untruths, on purple 
to render her fituation more difattrous. 
Sometimes they announced that her fon 
had been brought a prifoner to Conftan- 
tinople ; fometimes they faid that he was 
k'lled in battle; that the vi&tor had fent 
his head to court, and that (if ihe pleats 
= would procure a fight of it for 
er! 

‘“« They examined every thing with the 
moft ferupulous exaétnefs. If either foup, 
or any liquid intended as a m.dicine, Wes 
brought into her chamber, they plunged 
their dirty hands to the bottom of f 
vale, to be certain that fome writing was 
not concealed there; a proceeding which 
inipired this lady with fuch difgutt, that 
fhe would no longer take any thing even 
to fupport nature. The want of nour! 


ment, chagrin, negleé&t, and forrow, foon 
reduced te to x, moft deplorable tate. 
In this fituation, the enemy of her fon re- 
fufed her a phyfician, on which the em 
prefs fent her own; but, being intimidat’ 
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by the menaces of the patriarch, he be- 
held his patient without daring to utier a 
jingle fyliable. Having deceived the vigi- 
lance of the {pies who furrounded him, he 
contrived, however, to make her underiiand 
by figas, that bk eding would be high!y ule- 
tul ; but there was no pestfon to perform 
the operation. fo that the fick lady expired, 
confumed at once by forrow and the ar- 
dours of a burning fever.” 

In the mean time, the empire is defcrib- 
ed as reduced to the Joweft degree of mi- 
fery,and tottering to its fall. Weakened, 
and almoft reduced to Thrace, it exhibited 
thofe convulfive m: tions which already 
announced its approaching end. 

The Genoefe citablifhed at Galata made 
the capital tremble, and feemed to be on 
the point of rendering themielves matters 
of it. The Serbes, under the command 
of their Kral or chief, by curns, tock part 
with the differeat factions, and enriched 
themfelves at the expence of ail. The 
Bulgarians adopted the fame policy ; 
while the Tartars or Tatars of the Cri- 
mea ravaged Thrace whcrever they were 
in expestation of finding plunder. Ano- 
ther empire exifted at Trebizonde, and 
was allo threatened with immediate dilflo- 
lution. A Turk, who had ob:ained pof- 
{eflion of Smyrna, called himfelf Prince of 
Jonia; another was Sultan of Biihynia. 
Cantacnzene, during a ftrugele of five 
years with his enemies, had recourte, by 
turns, to all thefe barbarians: this was 
nothing better than an invitation to them 
to ruin that very empire to the command 
of which he him‘elf afpired. Amer, Sul- 
tan of Smyrna, was his friend ; and Ore- 
han, Sulian of Smyrna, became his fon- 
in-law, 

We are at the fame time fliocked at the 
atrocity of the manners of the people. 
The Greeks had by this time attained the 
chara&ter of being the moft fubtle porfon- 
ers inthe whole world, and the I:alians 
never rivalled them in this horrid art, un- 
til an habitual intercourfe had rendered 
them apt fcholars. 

The law of nations was wholly difre- 
garded, and it required far more courage 
to be an ambaflador than an officer. 
Thole fent to negociate treaties were fome- 
tines thrown into jail, fometines tora to 
pieces by means of whips, and at other 
umes cut afunder by {words. Conftanti- 
nople was a fea-port, and yet the inhabi- 


‘tants were entirely ignorant of naval af- 


fairs ; they could only oppofe to the Ge- 
Hoele, veflels badly conftru¢ted, unfkilful 
crews, and admirals ftill more ignorant 
than themfelyes, 
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All the riches which Conftentine had 
brought with him from Rome, the wealth 
amalled by his fucceffors, and the tpoils of 
fo many nations, were by this time all difi- 
pated. When Cantacuzene cauled himielf 
to be confirmed in the capital, by the cere- 
mony of confecration, which he received 
along with Paleologus, his colleague, the 
folemnity became ridiculous in coniequence 
of the poverty every where apparear. 

‘© The falie diamonds and coloured 
ftones (we are told) replaced thofe im gai- 
ficent jewels which were formerly feendur- 
ing the feitivals of the court. Cups and 
dithes of pewter, brafs, and clay, fu,plied 
tne place of gold; and, while inftead of 
rich ftuffs, which were accufomed to 
adorn the apartments, gilded leather was 
only to be feen.” 

In another part we find the following 
paflage: “ Along with vice and crmi- 
nality reigned the molt ridiculous fuper- 
ftition, Cantacuzene undertook to cele- 
brate the fanétity of the Bifhopot D.dymo- 
ticus. Heaven itfeif, forced reluétantly by 
the fervent prayers of this prelate to give 
a falfe tettimony, permitted a wouan, 
guilty of the crime of adultery, to carry 
ared-hot iron in her hand, in order to 
demouftrate her janocence to her huiband 
and the public.” The above languige 
is very flrong, and an attempt has doubt- 
lefS been made upon this occation to ini- 
tate Voltaire. Here folloxs a paflage, 
which appears to be written with finiiar 
Views: 

«© A herefy, which originated among 
the monks of Mount Athos, was about 
this time {pread abroad at Conftantinople 
Thefe tupid folitanes imagmed, that 
by deep meditation, added to the cir- 
cumftance of contemplating their navil 
without interruption, tiey would bebold 
the light of Tavor. The great difficulty 
was to difcover, whether this light was 
e:ernal or created? A council was con- 
voked on purpofe to punifh the enemies of 
this herefy, or, more properly {peaking, of 
this madnefs, who were anathemarized, 
yverfecured, maff:cred, and deprived ot 
the rites of fepulture. | Cantacuzene, 
who throughout the whole ot his Me- 
moirs vauots his prof und wildom, pro- 
tested the fenfele!s Palamites, for it was 
thus that thefe fectari'ts were deac minated 
from the name of Palamas their chief. 
He alfo became the ardent periecutor of 
Nicephoras Grégoras, who refuled to fa- 
crifice his reafon to tie delpotilm of the 

e. " 
While treating of Nicephoras Giégo- 
ras, M. Ameilhon here neaiia” ‘ne 
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give a leffon to fuch as, like himfelf, 
treat of important events. ‘*[t is not 
fufficiently recollected (fays he) that the 
duties of an hiltorian ace allo thofe of a 
judge. If he ought to be inexorable on 
the one hand, when it becomes his dury 
to develope or purfu2 crime; he cannot be 
too careful on the other hand, that he 
does not overwheim innocence. In fine, 
he cannot take too much care, left he 
fhould be induced, by fale repretenta- 
tions, to affail innocence, or prefcribe too 
much referve to his pen, when he is about 
to pronounce a judgment that will decide 
an the reputation of any one, and thus 
immolate his reputation to tie fcorn and 
execration of pofterity.”” 

To this work, Levefque, a member of 
the hiftorical clafs of the Nattonal In‘i- 
tute, has given a public teitimony wv! ap- 
probation; burt it js not unl kely that it 
will be contemplated in a ditlerent pont 
of view by others, more efpecially in this 
country. It is but tair, however, to re- 
mark, that the talents and erudition of 
M. Ameilhon have been long efteemed in 
France, even before the late Revolution. 
He is praifed by his countrymen for the 
chaftenefs of his language; but they teem 
to be aware, that neither his example nor 
that of other writers of eminence, will be 
able to fhelter it from innovation. Were 
it pofiible to confine the youta of hoth 
exes to read thofe works only, produced 
during the age of Louis XIV. they would 
be influenced by the prefent ftyle of con- 
verfation not in the capital alone, but 
throughout the nation. 

A. * feét of innovators,” as they are 
termed by the old {chool, is, and has been 
for {ome time, bufily occupied in erecting 
what they are pleafed toterm, une langue 
bien faite, as if that had been an was 
proved language in which Racine, Koi- 
icau, Boffuet, and Fenelon, exhibited 
their genius and their talents. In the 
mean time, the fecond clafs of the Infti- 
tute has undertaken the tafk of reftoring, 
if ttill poffible, the French language to 
11S former ftandard.

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The genealogies of obfcure tribes, like 
thofe of individuals deftitute of Celebrity 
are but little interefting to any excepr 
themlelves ; yef, as an object of curiofity, 
fome will be pleafed to trace the origin 
even of the modern Siberians, We ce 
heve told, that they derive their fource 
from that immenie nation of Tartars or 
Tatars, who, under different names, hive 
ravaged and conquered cne halt of the 
gicbe: this nation, which the remove 
periods develope to us in a ftate, nor ja- 
wage, which is the infancy of nations, 
but éarbarous, which is a mark of they 
degeneracy from civilifed fociety. This 
nation, in fhort, which appears to he in 
our time what it was in the remotelt an:i. 
qutty, is here defcribed through all its ie. 
mote branches and ramifications. 

The mode adopted upon this occafion 
is the comparifon of idioms, which is 
praifed by fome, but confid-red as highly 
equivocal by others. In compliance with 
this plauhble theory, the Hungarians are 
confidered as Tatars (Omgri) vot only cor. 
formiiy to the refemblance of names, but 
of language, a variety of words being found 
to correfpond in the vocabularies of each. 

Tre-author, alio, has here endeavoured 
to clear up the nearly obiclete traditions, 
conceraig Prelter John. Joinville Rates, 
that certain miflionarses (Cordelicr friars) 
difcovered this Catholic fovererga, i 
Upper Afia, and prefeniing themielves be- 
fore him in quality of ambailadors, farg 
the Salve Regina,by way ot an herangce. 
Since that period, a number of curtus 
diflertations have been written conccrning 
this extraordinary perionage, nearly all of 
which are recounted in this volome; but 
the author fcems to have forgotten the 
hypothefis fuggcfted by an Engiifh tr3- 
veiler, who fuppafes the kings of Abyfinta 
to be deftended trom Svlomon and the 

ueen ot Sheba, and d nominates them 
Coriflians following the Greck rites. a 
mentioning the king’s name, they make 
ufe of a formula, fomewhat like in 
huxza! exclaming Prete han! ane 
the Cordeliers are tuppotd to have m™ 
taken for the name of the king, whence 
they defignated him Prétre Fean!

The advantages of /hort hand are ob- 
vious, particularly tn a country like Eng- 
land, where our orators, both in the fenate 
and at the bar, are at liberty to expres 
their fentiments; but in France (at leat 
at prefent) this art muft be confidered as 
little better thanan ulelefs accomplifh nent, 
An involuntary tribute is, however, paid 
to Great-Britain on the prefent occafion ; 
for Taylor’s method is declared tu be the 
belt ever invented, and is confeguently 
adopted here: yet, notwithftanding this 
confeffion, M. Bertin has received trom 
the Abbé Sicard, teacher of the deaf 
and dumb, the fanciful appellation of 
‘‘ the Newton of Abbreviatois.” It is 
here boaited, that the art has been brought 
to fuch perfeétion by this matter, that rhe 
number so0,t00 can be repreiented by 
tour characters only.

Conititute it.” He adds, ‘* that the hu- 
man heart, of which it was hithe:to im- 
Pofiible to found the depth, in confequence 
of the impenetrable myftery that covered 
it, 1s no longer inacceflible, as the veil is 
at length torn away.”

The celebrated woman, whofe life and 
adventures are here recorded, lived in great 
folendour towards the latter part of the 
reign of Louis XV. and perifhed on a 
{cattold foon after the execution of his 
grandion. 

During the period when her word was 
a law, and her authority paramount, 
a thoufand fatires were circulated avainit 
this titled courtezan: her morals, of 
courfe, formed a fair fubject of attack; 
but not content with this, her enemies 
reproached her with the bafenefs of her 
birth, as well as the vileneis of fer con- 
duét during the early f{cenes of her youtn, 
It is worthy of remark, however, that 
unlike her predeceflor Madame de Pompa- 
dour, who alfo enjoyed the favour of the 
monarch, fhe never caufed fearch to be 
made after, or endeavoured to procure, the 
punifhment of the authors, What is {till 
more firange, fhe never hired any pen in 
her defence, and the only work that ever 
appeared in her favour, was publithed 
at:er the demile of her roval varamour, 
and conieguently during he difgrace,— 
In this production, entitled * La Galerie 
des Dames Frangailes,” (the Gallery of 
French Ladies) many praifcs are lavifhed 
on her beauty, equally on the excellent 
gualitics of her mind and heart, but no 
attempt whatfoever is made to difleinble 
any of her faults. . 

This lady was placed near the perfon of 
the lafcivious monarch, by the enemes of 
the Duke de Choifeul; and it appea's, Not- 
withitanding the feductions of that poli- 
tic miniter, whom Frederic the Giea' had 
denominated ** the coachman of Europe, 
fhe always remained faithful to her pro- 
teétors. She allo openly _countenanced 


and affitted the tamily of a man who 
efpoukd 
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efpoufed her from the odious principle of

_ intereft, and never once claimed the rights 


of a hufband. 

The two fir volumes are filled with 
the adventures of her early life, a great 
portion of which are I’k<ly to be at leatt 
apocryphal ; in addition to this, they have 
been repeatedly narrated betore. The 
third and fourth contain an account of 
faéts, lefs known, but more interefting ; 
they chiefly relate to her conduct during 
the late revolution. A robbery of dia- 
monds, to a coutiderable amount, render- 
ed it necefliry that the fhould take no lefs 
than four journies to England, &c. ; 
and thefe became a pretext for her death, 
while certain Dutch bankers, who could 
be reproached with no other crime than 
that of tranfinitting money to a female who 
had left France with regular paffports, and 
therefore could not be contidered as an 
emigrant, were involved in her ruin. 

A little before her execution, fhe at- 
tempted to obtain a procrattination, if not 
a repeal, of the fentence, by offering to in- 
dicate the particular parts, where fhe had 
concealed her money. On the other hand, 
M. Wandenyver, fenior, who was affaffi- 
nated along with her, fo far from lameat- 
ing his fate, calmly employed himfelf in 
defignating certain effeéts appertaining to 
foreigners, which had been entrufted to 
his carey and knowing that all his own 
property would be confitcated, he ernett- 
ly entreated that a debt of 300 hvves in 
affignats, which he owed to Boze, the 
painter, might be repaid him, 

On being placed in the fata! cart alon 
with this old man, his two fons, and the 
deputy Noel, Madame Dubarry was [eiz- 
ed with terror, and uttered loud and pier- 
ing lamentations.

M. de Luc, a natural philofopher of 
great repute on the continent, appears by 
this publication to be at open war with 
the chemiits of the prefent day. He an. 
nounces in his preface, * that he confiders 
the new chemical theory, as completely 
barring the way to the advancement of 
fLience,’” and he treats it with an equal 
degre of ferocity throughout the whole of 
his work. 

After quoting Bacon, and making 
the fame reproach to the philufophers of 
the prefent day, as that great man did to 
thofe of his own age, he enters on an ana- 
lyfis of the new theory, and while alluding 
to the compofition and decompofition ot 
water, obferves, that the whoie foundation 
of the modern doétrines, entirely refts on 
two faéts, one of which, if we are to give 
credit to its advocates, has been proved 
analytically, the other fynthetically. He 
then attacks the principles which have 
dire&ted the late M. de Lavoifier in his 
opinions, and after defcribing a variety of 
experiments concludes thus: ‘ All thcle 
particular faéts, of which it would be ealy 
to multiply examples, authorife me to lay 
it down asa general principle, that nearly 
all the bodiesiin nature, (according to Mule 
Lavoifier) are capable of exifting in three 
different ftates; in the ftate ot folidity 5 
in the ftate of Jiquidity ; and in the aere- 
form ftate ; and that thefe three ftates of 
the fame bodies depend on the quantity ok 
caloric combined with then.” 

This, however, is denied by M. de Luss 
who maintains, that mercury and water 
alone are in the ftate here alluded to; a 
alfo reproaches Lavoifier with having 
taken the nature of water, and infinuates 
that he has confounded the elaftic vapov" 
with the permanent gaffes.

The avowed object of this work is the 
publication of the coloured plates, and a 
defcription of the fine colleétion of plants, 
belonging to M. Cels, of the National 
Initituse. This naturalift has been occu- 
pied during the fpace of the lait thirty 
years, in procuring rare foreign trees, as 
well as fuch fhrubs as are hardy enough to 
live in the open air in France. In addi- 
tion to thefe, he alfo poffefles feveral others 
confined to his hot-houfe and orangerie. 
His collect:on is conttantly augmenting, 
either by means of exchanges with others, 
or the corref{pondence of travelling natu- 
ralifts, who frequently fend him feeds. 

As Mr. Cels is principally occupied 
with the cultivation of plants, he has not 
been hitherto able to find time for a de- 
{cription of his vegetable treafures; he 
has therefore entrufted this tafk to the 
care of M. Ventenat, his colleague in the 
National Inftitute; a botanift who has 
already rendered himielf celebrated by the 
publicetion of feveral much eiteemed 
treatifes. : 

The work confifts of ten fafcicule, each 
compofed of ten plants, all of which 
have been defigned by M. Redonté, a 
man of avowed talents, and engraved 
by M. Seliier, one of the beft artifts in 
France. Of tais collection, twenty plants 
are already known, but defcribed in an 
incomplete manner. Eighteen more, in- 
accurately defignated heretofore, are here 
elucidated in a more complete manner, 
and denominated anew. Sixty-two fpecies 
are ablolutely new, and confequently con- 
fer extraordinary value on this work.— 
Phey, of courfe, prefent a varied organi- 
zation, as~ the author, im his -feries, 13 
obliged to recur to about forty-five fami- 
lies of plants,

A queltion of nearly a fimilar tendency, 
has been lately propofed by the Academy 
of Berlin; on which occafion, M. Dege- 
rando was crowed, in confequence of 
his interefting diflertation on that fubjeé. 
M. Maine Biran, upon the prefent occa- 
fion, was awarded the prize offered by the 
Inflitute, and all the friends of mankind 
mult rejoice to behold two great literary 
bodies holding out encouragement to thofe 
whofe ftudies have man for their objeé. 
It has been faid indeed, that the northern 
ftates are but little favourable to works of 
imagination, and that the palm muft be 
yielded to the happier climates of Greece 
and Italy ; yet it muft be confeffed, that 
in fome particular branches, we excel all 
the great men produced in the ages of 
Pericies, Alexander, and Auguftus 5 and 
that Locke, Newtcn, and Linneus, the 
giciy of modern times, are not to be 
equalled, much lefs furpaffed, in the an- 
nails of anticiti'y. 

M. Maine Biran introduces his work 
by an attempt to fix our ideas, relative to 
that may be termed the mechani/m of hu- 
man feafations ; he then examines our ha- 
bitual modes, &c. 3 divides thefe into pat- 
five and active. In the fecond part, he 
roufiders the influence of habit on the me- 
thods and overaticns of reafoning, and 
gives a clafiification of figns, afl. ciations, 
&e. &e. He alio remarks, in direét Oppo. 
tition to Condillac and Bonnet, ** thar a 
being reduced to organs paffive and im- 
moveable, cr of which he either dees not 
perceive or direét the movement, would 
be confined to inffindive faculties, and 
not poficis any diftinct perfonality. Did 
he enjoy the power of /mell alone, for ex- 
ample, his exiftence might be compared to 
that of the oyfter or the polypus, but he 
would be utterly unable to form combina- 
tions, abftraGtions, &c.

M. de St. Vincent, on vifiting the Cana. 
ries, conceived the idea, that they were 
the Fortunate I{lands of antiquity, the 
Elyfian Fields of Homer, the Retperides, 
the real mount Atlas, &c.; but as many 
of them happen to be exceedingly barren, 
he has recourfe to imagination, and fuppoles 
them to have formerly conttituted part of 
a great continent, &c. From the frequent 
traces of fire, and the marks of volcanoes 
but lately extinguifhed, he is alfo led to 
fuppole, that they have of latg become 
more fterile than formerly. But lel the 
unprejudiced reader fhould imagine, that 
thefe are not now worthy of the appella- 
tion of the Fortunate Iflands, he thinks it 
would not be difficult for an enlightened 
government to render them fo, by the in- 
troduction of negro flavery, and the im- 
portation of a wretched race from the 
coaft of Africa! 

Aventure and Lancerote, we are told, 
poflefs fome fertile vallies ; but both thefe 
and Terro are the moft barren ifles in tre 
whole Archipelago. —Here, however, are 
produced fome good horfes, the breed of 
Which was originaily introduced from the 
coaft of Barbary, and alfo fome excellent 
mules; afles too fucceed there. The wine, 
however, is of a very inferior quality, and 
the whole of it is converted into brandy. 

The Ifland of Canary, which gives its 
name to the whole clufter, appears at firit 
fight to be entirely compofe. ef a tingle 
mountain, Its fummit is covered, we are 
told, with eternal fnow, and the rivulets 
which {pring from it, at once embellith 
and refrefh the vallies below. The {uil is 
fo extraordinarily tertile, that it yields two 
or three crops of mais, or Indian corn, 
annually ; barley and wheat allo fucceed 
thee, All the high grounds are covered 
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with forefts, and the ifland abounds with 
flocks. Pulfe, of every kind, wax, honey, 
a little filk and cotton, excellent wool, 
olives, and the cheefe called baron co undo, 
are allo produced here. 

Gomero poflefles the reputation of heing 
exceedingly fertile; the centre confilts of 
a vaft foreit of pines and beeches, in 
which wild cats and deer are to be found. 
The valley of Hermigua is covered with 
Vines and fruit trecsy fuch as dates, 
oranges, citrons, bannanas, and peaches. 

Palma.—This island rifles confiderably 
above the level of the fea; its (ummits 
are often clothed with fnow, and over- 
fhadowed with dark forefts of pines, 
which are employed in the conftruétion of 
barks, adapted to the fifheries on the 
coat of Barbary. Not only the vine, 
but the fugar-cane is cultiyated with great 
fuccefs here. 

Ferro, termed by the French [Ile de 
Fer, was the firlt difcovered of ail tne 
Canaries; it is however the leatt, the 
moft fterile, and the worlt peopled: it is 
deficient in refpeét to water, and the 
cattle are reduced to the neceility of fatise 
fying their thirit, by recurring to the 
ocean. 

Teneriffe is the largeft of the whole 
clufter of ifles: it allo poficfles the greatett 
number of ishabitants. The grain pioe 
duced here is not futhcient for the cone 
fuasption of the natives; on the other 
hand, its vintage exceeds that of the whole 
Archipelago. The vines are ot two fortss 
the one named vidonia, which produces a 
dry and ftrong liquor, is the moft abun- 
dant; and the ocher, named Nasvotha, 
which was originally intreduced (rom the 
Morea. As oxen, ficep, hogs, and towls, 
can ealily be procured at St. Croix, it is 
the opinion ot many French navigators, 
that it is more advantageous to cali there 
than at Madeira. Jhe peak occupice 
nearly the centre of the ifle, and both 
P ngré and Borda have cliimated the

This has thrown out currents of lava, 
at different epochs, and actually ejected, 
fuch an amazing quantity of pumice 
flones, in 17645, that the fea towards the 
fouth fide, was covered with them to the 
exient of twenty leagues.

This iftand produces few or no trees: it 
a>ounds, however, with briars and juniper 
bufhes ; but thefe not being fufficient jor 
the ufe of the inhabitants, they have re- 
courfe to drift wood, and even to fith bones 
fteeped in the oil of cod’s liver, for fuel,

of places, it would appear that foretts 
Were not formerly unknown, } 

Garlick, forre!, and the cochlearia are 
very common here, and have been {up- 
poled ferviceable to the health of the in- 
habitants, amidft the hurried miiis of the 
climate, Angelica ts aifo produced in 
great plenty, and this plant attains an 
uncommon degree of Juxuriance; but che 
moit extraordinary as well as the mott pre- 
Clous vegetable which nature confers on 
this region, is a {pecies of mols, exactly 
relembling that plant termed by the French 
be pulmonaire, which, on being mixed with 
milk, is converted into a farinaceous {ub- 
ftance. In fome houfts it is made into 
broth, and is efteemed very healthy by 
thofe fuppofed to be fkiliul. — Neither 
pulle nor fruits are produced here, the 
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climate being two cold ; the fame reafon 
holds good in refpeét to grain, 

No wild beafts are fcen here, except 
now and then a bear that is floated from 
Greenland, ona field of ice, and a kind of 
fox, the fkin of which is valuable on ace 
count of irs fur. The breed of horfes is 
extremely fmall, but agile and vigorous, 
and when brought from the mountains at 
five years of age, turn out very fervice- 
able. Sheep are produced in abundance, 
for every farm has its flock. In certain 
places they are allowed to remain eut dur- 
ing the whole year, but the lambs are con. 
{tantly houled, as they are unable to fup. 
port the intenfe cold: the fleeces are of an 
excellent quality. The cows, which are 
alfo numerous, are at the fame time fmall ; 
we are afiured, however, that they give 
abundance of milk. 

The game conitts folely of partridges, 
fnipes, and woodcocks 3 the firft of thefe 
are white, and as large as thole found on 
the continent. Eagles, vultures, fparrow- 
hawks, falcons, and owls, are all to be 
met with here. The Iceland falcons, 
when tamed, have always been famous, 
for the purfuit of game. 

The edredon, a tpecies of ducks, is fa- 
mous for its feathers; the {wan, the goole, 
the diver, and in general, every kind of 
freth or falt water fowl, common to north- 
ern climates abounds here. Fith of all 
kieds, duch as the herring, the mackarel, 
the fkate, the cray, the plaice, and the 
{.le, are caught ; bur tt isthe cod in par. 
ticular, which is valued by, and pro- 
duces moit profit to, the inhabitants. Jn 
the i:kes are to be tces large trout, in the 
rivers falmon, and in the adjoming feas 
whales during the fummer {calor 

The Icelanders are of the ordinary fize, 
but of arovult temperament. They live fo. 
berly and frugaily; they are alert, well 
proportioned, and nearly allot them have 
light-coloured hau. After fifty years ot 
age, they become fabject to a val ety 
of malidies and infirmities, ana molt of 
them die in confequence ot ducates of the 
Jungs, the fcurvy, and obftructions. The 
{hortnefs of their lives is attributed,

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During the fummer, the Telanders 
ufually live on the head of the cod, as they 
falt the other parts of that fith for the pur- 
pofes of exportation; and during the win. 
ter they confume the heads of their fheep, 
which they alto falt; the part referved tor 
themiclves, is preferved, we are told, in a 
{pecies of vinegar, made with four whey ; 
and this, in addition to milk, conftitutes 
their chief fubfiftence, bread being very 
{carce—that brought trom Copenhagen is 
a {pecies of bilcuit made of rye. They 
boil their fith for the moft part in falt wa. 
ter, and ule neither falt nor {pice ; butter 
being the foie ingredient ever employed 
by them. 

Ihe Atlas, which accompanies the five 
volumes, whence we have extraéted the 
above particulars, belides maps, contains 
defigns of the molt interefting objeéts, de- 
fcribed in the body ot the work. In ad- 
dillon to this, taere is a large chart of 
Iceland, coniaining a correct outline of all

Among the princip:! memoirs con‘ain- 
ed in thefe volumes is one by Mentelle, 
on the confidence that ought to be put in 
ancient geographers ; on this occafion, in 
conformity to the nature of the work, 
which is entirely analytical, he gives an 
excellent analyfis of the celebrated pro- 
duction of Goffelin on thisfubje%. This 
is followed by two more of the fame {pe- 
cies of compofition ; the one a theory of 
the earth by Buffon, and the other by 
Deluc. They are, indeed, diametrically 
oppofite to each other in refpeét to the re- 
fult; but, in the language of the editor, 
*‘ this very contrat becomes more piguant, 
in confequence of the great renown pof- 
felled by both thefe authors: the former 
on the fcore of genius and imagination ; 
the latter on that of knowledge and argu- 
inent.”” 

Thefe are followed by a new chronslo- 
gical fummary, relative to the progrefs of 
geography among European nations, a 
work in itfelf fo interefting, that it might 
be detached from the general plan, on 
purpofe to form a publication by ittelf. 

As the refemblance be! ween the days of 
the week, in Latin and Gothic, is confi- 
dered as ftriking, we fhall here tranfcribe 
them, in their refpective languages, more 
efpecially as this ftriking conformity, 
in nearly all languages, has often been ad- 
duced as a proof of one common lource.

thufiafn: © In iffuing from the hands of 
nature, ({ays the author of this portion of 
the work) our part of the globe pofleffed 
no claim to that pre-eminence which di: 
tinguifhes it at this day. The Orel Lana, 
and the Nile, thefe two kings of rivers, 
would have tourid themfelves fraitened 
throughout the extent of the quarter 
which we inhabit. Thofe fruits which et 
prefent conttirute the pride of our gardens, 
are preients from more fortunate climates § 
we are rich alone by borrowing. This 
narrow peninfula, which makes a figure on 
the globe, merely as an appendix to Afia, 
is become the metropolis of the human 
race, and the legiflatrix of the univerle. 
Europe is every where ;—a whole conti- 
nent is peopled with our colonies, and one 
half of our armies would be fully foft- 
cient to conquer the feeble Afia, and the 
ferocious Africa.” 

This is afluredly a work of confiderable 
merit, but it is ridiculous to coniider it 
in the light of a fchool-book, being far 
too voluminous for the perufal of youth.

By natural law, the author underfands 
the rules cbferved by men, in their inter- 
courfe with each other, independently of 
thofe pofitive laws inftituted by the focial 
compaét in every nation. The work «f 
M. M:ffioli confitts of four books, whicn 
are divided into fo many conterences. He 
lays it down as a principle, that natural 
Jaw is merely the refult of the knowledge 
of man; and in this review he by turns 
cevelopes his faculties, his fentbilicy, nis 
imprejibility, (ampveiliiniite) bis reatony 
his imacination, his lierty, his morality, 
his conicience, &c. , After this, he etta- 
blithes the necellity of a revealed religion, 
vhich he maintains to be a neeellary con. 
fequence from human nature. * Our vf 
the revealed law,” lays ne (liv. I. Conte's 
6. p. 143.) there is no public law, no law 
of nations, no liberty, no eqriality, no 
fovereignty.”” According to hum, ** ame 
rior to revelation, there did net exift any 
other law than that of the frongelt, while 
Chriftianity by its benign inflicnce, (43 wig 
are tol!) has entivciy anninilated flavery. 
Sovereignty(it sad‘e!) does not appertacn 
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that of nature; the fovereignty, confided to 
an aflembly, is formed on the medel of 
the god ot Spinola. Political liberty is 
wholly impracticable, both in law and 
fact; there is no equality but under a 
monarchy : repub):canifin, even in {pi e of 
the magiitrate himic}f, engenders, from its 
very nature, oppieflion and inequality ;

The prefent and laft age have derived 
fuch fignal benefits from the difcovery of 
the art of printing, that it is impoffible to 
he indifferent relative to its origin. The 
event is not very remote, for it cannot be 
dated fui ther back than three centuries and 
a half; yet, although Europe at that period 
peficfied feveral liierary men of fome emi- 
nence, yet we are not poftively acquainted 
either with the name of the real inventor, 
or the firft procefies, or even the firl pro- 
duéts of the art. 

The obfcuiity in which all thefe objeds 
is enveloped, proceeds frcm the genuine 
difpofition of mankind, in refpeé& to new 
difcoveries and their inventors. Someare 
indifferent, not a few jealous, and many 
are prejudiced. Nor ought it co becmi- 
ted that the firft inventors concealed their 
difcovery, with an affected air of myfery; 
aid it has been faid that they wifhed to im- 
pofe fo far on the world, as to fell for ma- 
nufcripts, and at a high price, thofe books 
cor-pofed in a far more expeditious moe. 
The earlieft eflays might alfo have prov 
ed too unpromifing to fix the attention, and 
it was not until after the molt decilve 
fuccefs, that a contention arofe relative to 
the firft difcovery. It then unfortunately 
cecurred, that the names of the perfons 
who made the original attempts, thofe who 
created the art itlelf, as well as thofe who 
perfected it, tegether with the names of 
the places where the firft eflays took place, 
and the cities where the firft theets were 
worked off; in fhort, every thing eflential 
became fubjeét of difpute. In fine, print: 
ing has not only become an object of adil- 
cuilion, but even of a ferious quarrel be- 
tween Harlem, Strafburg, and Sag, 
while Cofter, Guttemberg, Fuft, ane 
Scheffer, have all had in their turn their 
refpective partizans and enemies. ie 

In this predicament, M. Daunou ; 
ftepped forward, and aéting 1n the -— 
city of an advocate general, or 4 mag ‘ 
tiate of the ancient parliaments, has oe 
up and delivered in a report, 1n = : 
has difcovered not only much knowle 24 
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but alfo great impartiality and acutenefs. 
Typography, as he juftly obferves, confitts 
in the art of forming the moveable types, 
or ground. work of the copies which are 
to be taken of any difcourfe, &c. The 
art of forming this type, as formerly, by 
means of folid plates, is no more than the 
art of engraving, applied to the reprefen- 
tation of a written diflertation. Accord- 
ing to him, neither the fubfance of the 
charaSers, nor the manner of cutting 
them, ought to enter ints the enquiry, 
ss typography commenc’s the moment 
that moveable plates are applied, and a 
new art has arifen on the part of him 
who originally compofed them either of 
wood or metal, whether melted or iculp- 
tured. 

After this, the author paffes in review 
the varieus pamphlets, books, &c. ufual- 
ly coniidered as the firlt produ@tions of 
the art of printing. He then enquires,* 
whether thefe were the produtions of ta- 
bular printing (by means of folid plates) 
or of typography, properly fo called? 
And what is the real epoch of thefe pro. 
duéctions which beer not any date? ‘The 
fi, { work which poffeffes a date in the body 
of the impreffion, is the Pfaker of 1457. 
Before the Pfalter, the only produétion of 
great extent, which there are jutt notices 
to believe, claims a more ancient origin, 
is the Bible in folio, known by the de- 
fignation of the Bible of 637 pages, of 
two columns each, each column of 40 
lines at leat and 42 at the moft, The 
quantity of this impreflion, induces the 
author to fuppofe, that it could have been 
executed by moveable characters alone. 

The next ¢ nfideration is, the perfon or 

perfors to whom the invention ought to 
be attribured ; and this leads M. Daunou 
to refer to Guttemberg who, after refid- 
ing at Strafburgh, returned to Mayence, 
his native country, where he afluciated 
himfelf, and worked along with Fuf. A 
variety of different confiderations unite to 
prove, or at leaft to fuppofe, that the Bible 
of 637 leaves, is the joint product of the 
labours of Guttemberg and Fuit, at 
Mayence, The refult is, that the inven- 
"Kn of printing ought to be attributed 
to Guttemberg, and that the firft produc- 
tons of this charming art were publifhed 
at Muyence. 
. M. D2unou further fuppofes, that the 
© Sle of 637 pages was printed in charac- 
ters caf? tor the purpole, and that Schef- 
fer, the fon-in-law of Fuft, merely aflitted 
10 tie progrefs of the difcovery, by find-

While treating of /cu/pture, the author 
remarks, that all the monumen's of tnat 
defcription atteit the infancy of this are 
among the ancient Egyptians. ‘heir 
ftatues neither announced genius, nor 
talents, mor precifion, nor correctnefs. 
Wincke'mann, in his Monumeni Inediti, 
attributes this to three cauies, which have 
retarded the progrefs of the Egyptians in 
refpe& to every thing connected with 
defign. 

1. A ftri& refemblance, in point of 
figure, among ali the individuals of this 
nation. 

2. The frist genius of its government 
and religion; and, ' 

3. The quality of the artifts. 

Navigation and Commerce.—The reli. 
gious prejudices of the people were in exe 
prefs oppolition to both of thefe. The fea 
was held in execration among the Egy pe 
tians; it was ther Typhon, the encmy of 
Ofiris. The pricfts took care to inculcate 
and maintain an averfion tor every {pecies 
of commerce, and all communication with 
foreigners was interdiéted. It was not 
until the lat of their kings began to 
reign, that entrance into Egypt was per- 
mi:ted to ftrangers. 

Medicine and Chemifiry.—The author 
mentions the former of thefe, merely as a 
colle&tion of ridiculous and fuperitiious 
practices, deftitute of any anatomical ace 

uirements, the principal part confiting 
of adietetic regimen. In re{peét to cles 
miftry, the ufe of the mofl common pro- 
cefles was entirely unknown. 

Inftitutions, Civil and Political. —Both 
ancients and moderns have overwhelmed 
the Egyptians with ewogiums on the 
wifdom of their government ; but, ace 
cording to Paw, whole opinion 5as been 
adopted by M. Cailly, the ancients, who 
ezid fuch high refpeét to the laws and 
f 4 Z poucy 
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policy of Egypt, were in a continual illu- 
fion on this fubjeét, the origin of which 
it is not difficult to difcover, as it now 
clearly appears, that the Greek authors 
have contounied thofe laws which they 
obierved there, with thofe which they did 
not obferve, and which exifted in books 
alone. This, however, is the cafe, more 
or lels, in all countries, as cuftom, vio» 
lence, and injuftice, frequently fuperfede 
the written code; and although the an- 
cient inftitutions might have been violated 
by the tyranny of the voluptuous and ty- 
rannical Pharoahs, yet it remains an eter- 
nal monument of the wifdom of the na- 
tion, that they prefcribed the condu& and 
duties of fociety, by means of a body of 
reguiations drawn up with talents and 
ability. On this fubjeét, however, many 
ot the modern writers are divided, al. 
though Goguct (vol. 1. page 107) has 
borne ample teitimony to the juftice of 
the foregoing remark. 

It mult be owned, on the other hand, 
that the divifion of the people into clafles, 
and the {corn with which thofe who la- 
boured for the reft were treated, cannot be 
too feverely cenfured. This alone was 
fufficient to produce the downfall of the 
nation; for the moft numerous portion,of 
the people eahibited none of that love 
for their country, or were ever fwayed 
on great and critical occafions with that 
woble darisg, which may be {aid to con- 
fire the foul and fupport of a ftate.

rammare Mulfic, in refpeé to the theory 
of compofition and accompaniment, is 
lighted, we are told, by the taper of cal- 
culation, while the laws of mechanics 
afitt in the conftruétion of inftruments. 
But painting, if we except the rules of 
perfpective, is not in the leaft indebted to 
the fciences : ** Nature is before her, and 
to multiply her creatures, there is oeca- 
fion fer nothing more than to fee and to 
feel.” He, however, reproaches the artifts 
of this defcription with the moft outrage. 
ous violation of her precepts ; fuch, for 
inftance, as the aflemblage of objeéts, the 
union of which is impoffible. * Organif- 
ed nature,”’ we are told, prefcribes the ufe 
of the mott extenfive acquifitions. It has 
been {uppofed, that the origin of the dif- 
jerent arders of architecture was difcover- 
ed by viewing the conftruétion of a cabin, 
Supported by trees; but the author, on 
the coxtrary, difcovers the diftinQion of 
the orders to have arifen our of the dif- 
ferent fpecies of trees. In all he beholds 
columas: the roots, although frequently 
concealed by earth, conftitute the bale ; 
the trunk is the fhaft; the branches and 
the foliage conftitate the capital, and alfo 
a part of theentablature. The laws of 
proportion, which diverfify the orders of 
archite&ture, are alfo to be found in the 
different {pecies of trees, affimilated to 
eich of thefe, and ought to guide the pen, 
cil of the artift in the conception of the 
primitive type, which he may afterwards 
vary by means of all the accidents which 
nature prefents. 

After this, our author recurs to the 
human figure, and infilts that the painter 
ought, above all things, to excel in depict- 
ing man and the paflions ; but this, ac- 
cording to him, cin only be obtained by 
obferving * mathematical and phy fiog- 
Nomonical principles.” In confequence of 
a critical examination of the offeous part 
of the head, M. R. S.C. lays it down as 
a pofition, that the caloric, modified into 
light, heat, and the ele&trical or Galvanic 

uid, is the univerfal agent of fenfations, 
Wheth-r i¢ does not affeét the brain until 
it has been refleSted from the interior 
vault of the cranium, or, afting in the firlt 
initance on the cranium, it doubles its 
powerful aStion by means of that refl:c- 
tion, the exitence of which it is difficult 
to contelt, 

Whi'e treating on the qualities affien- 
able to the diffcrent fexes, ne charaéterifes 
the male by thength, inielligence, and 
Kindnets, while the female is defignated 
by latelligence, affection, a d volup:uoul- 





nefe. The calculations deftined to regu- 
late the happy art of diftributing and req 
flecting the light on objeéts, in imitation 
of nature herfelf, are not fufceptible of 
analyfis. They tend, however, to prove, 
that thofe magic effects of light, which of 
themfelves have conftituted the reputation 
of feveral pi&tures, and which the in- 
fpiration of genius feems alone to have 
produced, may be difcovered and verified 
by means of a mathematical theory. 

In refpe& to the form of folids, the 
more they are fimple and regular, the 
more is the eye calculated to feize on 
them with pleafure and facility. Accord- 
ingly, the forms of a pyramid and a cone 
are admirably fuited to {imple fubjects, in 
which one fimple and majeitic object at- 
tracts the whole effe&t : this is exempli- 
fied in the Parnaffus of Raphael, and the 
Affumption of Rubens. Pouffin, above 
all others, is cited as an artift capable of 
forming the tatte ; and the Aduitrefs by 
him, as well as St. Jerome by: Domini- 
chino, are quoted, as admirably calculated 
to exhibit the happy effect of throwing 
all the intereft into che figure of the prin- 
cipal perlonge. slg

This, hke all the great wks in 
France, fufceptible of periodical diftribu- 
tion, is puhifhed in numbers, three of 
which only have as yet appeared. 

The fut confilts of a general chart of 
France, contaming a genealogical and 
chronologicai ferics of the Capetian Kings. 
We aie alio pre‘ented with a fyftem of 
its geography, contaned in two maps; 
the one exhibiting the phyfical geography, 
ard the other, the increafe of the French 
territories, from the time of Hugh Capet, 
until the peace of Luneville. A genea- 
logical and geographical chart of Eng- 
Jand is executed according to the fame 

lan. 
. The fecond number confifts of a general 
defcription of ancient hiftory, from the 
creation of the world, until the time of 
Je‘us Chrift; alfo, a general defcription 
of modern hiftory from the latier period 
until the prefent, as well as the geography 
of hiftory divided into two tables; the 
one containingaihe firft ten ages of the 
Chriflian wera, and the other a continua- 
tion of the jame fubjeét until the year 
1800. 

The third contains a genealogical chart 
of Savoy; a phyfico-geographical and po- 
litical chart of Italy, together with ge- 
nealogical and geographical charts of the 
kingdoms of Spain and Portugal. 

It is the intention of the author, in the 
courfe of the prefent work, to addrefs 
himlelf to the eye, as weil as to the under- 
ftanding, and it muft be ailowed that his 
Jabours have been followed by a confider- 
able degree of fuccefs.

It is now pretty generally acknowledg- 
ed, that the derangement experienced in 
the French finanges gave the fist mortal 
blow to royalty, and finally produced the 
everthrow «f the throne; but, on the 
other hand, it is here very juftly semarked, 
that the re eftablifhment of order in this 
eflential branch of public adminiftration 
would prove the moft efficacious means of 
affording flability to the preient govern. 
ment. To achieve this, exaétnefs in 
re{pect to payn.ents, added tua religious 
relpect for the rights cf property, are the 
fo.e political exp:dients recommended for 
the reftoraticn of public confidence ; while, 
on the other hand, the calls of war and the 
cravings of cither an unexpected or a dile 
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proportionate expenditure, are confidered 
as alone fufficient to produce doubt, he 
fitation, and at length bankruptcy, » hee 

It is nota little remarkable that France 
for the two laft centuries, has ufually been 
confidered as the richelt fate in Europe ; 
and yet, from her feemingly moft profper. 
ous epoch, her finances have been in one 
continual ftate of diforder ; for the fage 
adminiftration of Colbert prefents only a 
temporary calm, amidft an uninterrupted 
feries of diforders. Three different cauies, 
if we are to believe M. de Guer, have 
contributed to produce this melancholy 
refult. 

1. A blind attachment to ufage, 

2. A fpirit of fyftem; and, 

3- A conftaut repugnance on the part 
of the nation to pay the impotts. 

In refpeét to the firit of thefe, it is ab. 
ferved, that it bas operated fo as conflantiy 
to induce a commercial and manufadur, 
ing ftate to perpetuate a plan for the re. 
venues, that originated with and is alene 
adapted to an agricultural people. As to 
the fpirit of fyitem, this fucceeded tothe 
blind forms of cultem. The fect of eco. 
nomifts, indecd, is no longer openly fup, 
ported by its partizans, but the principles 
originally profefled by them, are -ill to 
be difcovered in all the new works now 
publithed, in all the ftatiftical memorials, 
as well as in all the reports to the Coun- 
cil, the Tribunate, and the Legiflative 
Body: they are alfo evident in the ¢on- 
ftruétion of the prefent plan of public co. 
tribution. 

M. de Guer not only undertakes to 
combat the pofition of the Economills, but 
what is ftill more difficult, to overcome 
the antipathy uniformly exhibited — 
countrymen to every fpecies of tax what. 
foever! He tells them, that the nation 
which does not pay any contribution, 
mutt of courfe be the moft miferable na- 
tion in the world ; a tax not being a Ur 
bute, but an affeflment to the ge 
expences of the nation. Of this there “ 
two kinds, one deftined to the — 
tion, the neceffiiy of which 3s eat 
the other to the amelioration, of ” 
which involves an object of prime mmpor 
ance, ' 

They are further told, that the iF 
of 1789, originated in the bind reps 
nance exhibited by the nation sy 6!

if it had not prevented entirely, lealt 
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leat have procraftinated the misfortunes 
of the reigns of Louis XV. and XVI. ; 
while the avoiding of fo flight a burden, 
has coft the people enormous fums, ge- 
neral and partial bankruptcies, the mile. 
ries attendant on a feven years war, the 
ruin of commerce, the lofles experienced 
on three millions of Law’s notes, and 
thirteen millions of affignats. In fhort, 
sit is not for the intereft of the treafury, 
but of the nation,”® that the author con- 
tends. 

After this, M. de Guer proceeds to 
correct the vices that have crept into the 
adminiftration of the finances; he alfo 
points out the propriety of diminifhing 
the moft onerous of the taxes ; he, at the 
fame time, prefents a plan for the fimpli- 
fication of the whole; and he propofles 
that no fum fhould be borrowed, without 
afligning certain {pecific taxes for the pay- 
ment of it. 

We are affured, that the general contri- 
bution for the expences of the ftate, as 
well as for the departments and communes, 
the repairing of the great roads, &c, &c. 
amounted in 1784 to 577,500,000 livres. 
Since that period France, by her con- 
quefts, has acquired an increafe of fu'l 
one-fitth ; and yet, notwithftanding this, 
the general contribution is at this prefent 
day only 578,000,000, with this effential 


difference, that, whereas in the former - 


cafe, the people did not confider them- 
felves as aggrieved ; yet, in the latter in- 
ftance, a prodigious number believe them- 
{elves opprefied. 

To relieve the French people from their 
prefent fituation, the author propofes a 
war tax, fomewhat in the manner of that 
raifed on property in England ; to increafe 
the dire&t taxes to the amount of twenty 
millions ; to add confiderably to the du- 
ties on confumption ; and, in particular, 
to raife the impott on tobacco to. 25 per 
cent. The following js the general fcale : 

1. An augmentation of fitty millions on 
the public revenues in time of peace. 

z. An extraordinary fubfidy of one 
hundred millions in time of war. 

3- A referved fund of 75 millions for 
the payment of intereft, and partly for the 
gradual annihilation of whatever may be 
borrowed during hoftilities. 

We have been the more particular in 
giving an account of this wok, becaufe 
the profperity of every government is in 
timately connected with the ftate of its 
finances ; and alfo, becaufe this publica- 
tion is likely to occafion a confiderable fen- 
fation in France, as it is not only pa- 


d 


tronifed by the Conful Cambacéres, but 
is the refult of a memoir prefented to the 
council of flate, and printed by order of 
the government,

A Mameluke, of the rame of Giéfd, 
having arrived at Paris, in confequence of 
the memorable even:s which configned 
Egypt, during two whole years, to the 
management of the French, he immedi- 
ately enters into a correfpondence with 
his friend Gisfar. This curious ftranger 
is continually contrafting all the new ob- 
je&ts that occur in the metropolis of 
France, with the images fo familiar to 
him at Alexandria and Grand Cairo; but 
ne at times inter{perfes his remarks with 
quotations fiom biftory, not at all adapt- 
ed cither to the ftation or the acquirements 
of his Egyptian friend. In fhort, the 
character of a Mameluke is not uniformly 

referved. 

The theatres form an ample fource of 
criticifm, and the coffume, on which the 
managers now pique them(elves fo much, 
does not efcape animadverfion. ‘* I have 
lately beheld (fays he) the tragedy of 
Brutus, the vanquifher of the Tarquins. 
He himielf appeared to refide in a magni- 
ficent palace while, at the fame epoch, 
his colleague Valerius in{pired dittrult, 
in coniequence of a paliry coitage, which 
happened to be a little too prominent. I 
have beheld Virginia in the midit of a 
public fquare, furrounded by triumphal 
arches, temples of porphyry, and Co- 
rinthian columns, while Auguftus boaft- 
ed five hundred years after this period, 
that he had found Rome brick, and Icft it 
marble. I have feen King Agamemnon 
affaffinated at the foot of a column, which 
Callimachus did not invent until 640 years 
pottericr. I have viewed Bayard giving 
audience in one of thofe cafemates for 
which we are indebted to Vauban; be- 
fides a thoufand other things of a fimilar 
nature, equally ill-timed and ill placed.” 

Upon the whole, this little volume, of 
which we have alieady 4 tranflation in our 
own language, is written with confider- 
able wit and taite. ,

Part J, treats of tie nature of our 
ideas ; and on thiscccafion, M, Barol un- 
dertakes to difculs the queflion, whether 
an idea be the primitive operation of the 
mind, or only the retult of it? His own 
definition is, * Thet an idea is the repre- 
fentaticn of things, nearly in the fame 
manner that figns reprefent idezs them- 
felves."* He alfo infifts on the neceffity of 
dittinguifiing fenfation from perception.

According to him, the firtt traces of 1 
ligous 
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Higious and political fociety are to be 
found in the Decalogue; and he adds, 
that he is unacquainted with any laws, 
which are not more or lefs immediately 
derived from thefe ten primary inititu- 
tions. Among other luminous remarks, 
he obferves + 
t. That the book of Deuteronomy is 
the only complete code of laws which was 
ever givea at Once to any people. 
2. That it is the fole entire body of 
Jaws that has been handed down to us. 
3. That it is the only one of ancient 
date, that ftill regulates an exilting people. 
And, 4. That the nation governed by it, 
being difperfed over the whole furface of 
the earth, it is the only one equally ob/erved 
throughout the four quarters of the globe. 
Not confining himfelf to general reflec- 
tions, he enters into particular details, 
fuch as the rights of fathers over their 
children, the feverity of punifhments, thé 
projeét of infulating the nation from all

** This was a fublime law (exclaims he) 
which connecéted together ail the links of 
the focial chain; ant wnich, by a fingle 
privation, which feemed only to extend 
tothe inanimate remains of the criminal, 
at once conftituted the punifhment of the 
dead, as well as a leffon for the living.” 
Such is the attachment of M. Ferrand to 
the inititutions of reinote ages, that he 
even defends that very impolitic law, by 
which childr.n were prohibited from fol- 
lowing asy other profeffion than the one 
practiled by their fathers.

Pafling from the Egyptians to the 
Allyrians, the Perfians, and finally the 
Greeks, he pays a mott fcrupulous atten. 
tion to the legiflature of the Lacedemo. 
nians, one of the moft fingulir nations of 
antiquity. An account of the policy of 
the Romans foilows immediately after; 
and it is the opinion of the author, that 
this nation was ene of the mott corrupt,

Citizen Cambri, for fo he ftyles himéelf 
in the title-page, is not only a member of 
feveral learned focieties, but alfo Prefeét 
of the department, which he now under- 
takes to defcribe. As he dufpected the 
hatty ftatiftical account entered on the 
archives of each department, in confe- 
quence of an order from the Convention 
In 1793, and was well aware that the of- 
ficial reports of the population, as well as 
territorial riches, were greatly exaggerat- 
ed, he determined to make a progrets 
through the whole extent of bis govern- 
ment, in order to vifit and examine every 
thing with his own eyes. . 

Upon this occafion he was accompanid 
by a chemitt, a botanift, anda !andiap 
painter ; with thefe he furveyed all we 
hills and plains, the farms, the manuface 
tures, the towns, hamlets, and villages 5 
he alfo paid the greateft attention to tle 
woods, the nature of the foil», the mineralsy 
&c. &c. produced in this depariment. 
Among other objeéts of his attention, he 
traced the numerous banks of foffil hells, 
which every where abound ; nor did he 
forget antiquities, for he collected more 
than nine hundred medals, which were 
found in places formerly frequented by 
by the Roman legions. In hort, nothing

; No fooner had he formed his plan, than 
he traverfed the four circuits (arrondiffe- 
mens) which compofed his prefecture 5 
beginning firft with that of Beauvais, and 
then proceeding in rotation to thofe of 
Clermont, Compeigne, and Senlis.

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bitants; and 2s he paid a particular at- 
tention to all the old buildings, whether 
lay or religious, he was enabled not only 
to exhibit an idea of the arts of the an- 
tient Gauls and the Romans, but alfo 
thofe of the moderns, beginning with the 
tenth century. 

The dettruétion is here pathetically la- 
mented of the fhrines belonging to faints, 
the chalices adorned with paintings in 
enamel, the ftatues, the various ara- 
befques, the old books, the ancient tapef- 
tries, adorned with party coloured dreffes 
in fcenes, in which ingenious dreams 
were worked up, fimilar to the romances 
and the days of chivalry. We are affured 
that thefe, as well as a number of other 
interefting materials for the hiftory of art 
and of man, were deftroyed in 19933 but 
M. Cambri confoles his countrymen with 
the recolleétion, that feveral curious works 
have efcaped from the improvident fur 
of the reformers, more particularly thole 
appertaining to the treafury of the cathe- 
dral. Thefe chiefly confit of tablets in 
ivory, different fculptures appertaining to 
ftalls, ftained glafs from the church win- 
dows of Beauvais, &c. Among the frag- 
ments preferved in “tthe facrifty of St. 
Stephen’s, are fome original heads in the 
very beft ftyle, if we except that they are 
rather overcharged ; nor ought it to be 
omitted, that they exhibit a great affinity 
to thofe painted on the cartoons of Leonar.

(about Ten-pence Englifh.) 

The Almanack of the Mufes is the 
moft ancient, the molt celebrated, and 
undoubtedly the beit of all the literary 
almanacks publifhed in France. It has 
of courte given birth to a great number 
of periodical collections of a fimilar 
kind, which have had more or lefs fuc- 
cefs, according to their refpeciive me- 
rits. A fuccefsful example, indeed, 
produces a prodigious effect in that 
country; for it is well known that the 
Lettres Perfannes, of the Prefident Mon- 
tefquieu, engendered the Lettres Chi- 
noifes, Turgues, Siamoifes, Orientales, 
Africaines, Athéniennes, Fuives, and Pe- 
ruvicnnes. Such was the influence of 
the celebrated work alluded to above, 
that the tranflator of the romances of 
Clarifla and Grandifon thought proper 
to publifh the one under the title of 
Lettres Anglaifes, while the other aflum- 
ed that of Nouvelles Lettres Anglaifes. 

Nothing was more common than for 
the Perifian’ bookfellers of thofe days 
to fv. «* Write us fome Perfian let- 
ters ,”’ and immediately appeared Let- 
tres Flamandes, Hollaudoifes, Portugaifes, 
Ecoffaifes, and Ilionaijzs, mott of which 
being but feeble imitations of a great 
onginal, they have all, two or three 
only excepted, been long fince cunfign- 
ed to oblivion. 

It is exactly in the fame manner, that 
the very fortunate work now before us, 
has given rife to the Etrennes du Par- 
naffe, Etrennes d’ Apollon, I’ Alinanach des 
Graces, des Mufes Allemandes, des Dames, 
de Leonore, du Chanfonnier, des Etrennes 
de Polymnie, and all the Almanachs Ly- 
rigques, Péetiqnes, Anacreontiques, Exig- 
matiques, Dramatiques, &c.. M. d’Or- 
feuil, in 1783, conceived the idea of 
analyfing 164. almanacks in two vo- 
lumes, 12mo.; but he foon found that 
a few pages would have been tufficient 
to give the /pirit of nine-tenths of 
thefe ephemeral colleétions. 

Sautreau de Marly, who was 

One of the writers in the [Année Lit- 
ter aire, le Fournal des Dames, and le 
Journal de Paris ; and who, in conjunc- 
tion with Imbert, publified the im- 
terefting colle&tion called les Anunales 
octiques, in 40 vols. duodecimo, was 
alio the perfon who conceived firft the 
idea of /’Almanach des Mujes, which he 
Conducted, from its firft publication, 
until the beginning of 1799. Some of 
the beit poets of France did not dif- 
dain to infert their productions in this 
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collection; while the bad ones, who 
could not find admiffion for their pro- 
ductions, avenged themfelves by terms 
ing itl’ Almanach des Bufes. Ut was thus 
that Piron appeared at times exceed- 
ingly fatiricalon the French Academy, 
becaufe he defpaired of being admitted 
a member, which occafioned M. Fon- 
tenelle to fay— 


*¢ Sommes-nous trente-neuf, on eft a nos 
genoux ; 

‘* Mais fommes-nous quarante, on fe moque 
de nous,” 


M. Sautreau was fucceeded in the edi- 
torfhip by M. Vigée, a literary man of 
confiderable ability, who excelled in poe- 
try, and had acquired fome reputation by 
hia talents for the drama. The various 
ccifes, however, to which the French re- 
public was by turns fubjected were not 
favourable to the republic of Jetters; and 
the lyre of Apollo produced only feeble 
and plaintive founds, amidit the miferies 
occafioned by civil difcord. It was then 
that a compilation which had contained the 
fugitive produéctions of fuch men as Vol- 
taire, Collé, Piron, Marmontel, Bernis, 
Dorat, Laharpe, Nivernois, Greflet, Co- 
lardeau, and St. Lambert, began to de 
cline, for the firft time, until a fhort inter- 
val of peace, added to the amazing con- 
quefts of France, gave new vigour to her 
poets. 

The Almanack of the Mufes for the 
12th year, conititutes the goth volume of 
that collection. Among the poets whofe 
verfes are preferved in it, we diftinguifh 
Armand Gouffé, one of the authors of the 
Vaudeville ; Arnault, to whom the Frencla 
thertre is indebted for Marius at Mintur- 
na (Marius & Minturna) as well as feveral 
tragedies; Aubert, who in the depart~ 
ment of fables acknowledges no other 
matter than the inimitable Lafontaine 5 
Baour Lormain, the Freoch imitator of 
Offian; Boifard, whofe fables have al. 
ready paffed through many editions ; De 
Guerle, who has tianflated Petromius into 
verfe, and written an original work, en- 
titled «* Eloge des Perruques ;°’ Delille, 
who has compofed more productiors than 
Homer, Virgil, Taflo, and Milton united, 
and who, in the opinion of his country 
men, is not only the moit vo'ummous, but 
alfo the firft, poet of the prefent age. In 
addition to thefe, we ought alfo to men- 
tion Duault, no unequal rival of Bertia 
and Parny ; Ducis, one of the firit writers 
of tragedy now living ; Fayolle, a good 

t, and man of letters; Gatton, the 


tranilator of the Zneid ; Guingviné, pro. 
sA tcilor 
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feffor of natural hiftory at the Lyceum, 
editor of the Decade, author of the Confef. 
fion de Zulmé, &c. Palifot, who on ac- 
count of his fatirical vein has obtained for 
himfelf a number of enemies ; Parny, the 
firft of the French poets for love verfes ; 
Madame Pipelet, who ftands in no need of 
indulgence on account of her fex; Pons de 
Verdun, at once a magiftrate and a writer 
of verfes; Saint Ange, the tranflator of 
the Metamorphofes; Segur, who in the 
language of fome of his countrymen 
** cultivated, without deriving any glory 
from the intercourfe, thofe very Mufes 
during the monarchy, which have render- 
ed him diftinguifhed during the republic.”’ 
Tt would be unpardonable, upon this oc- 
cafion to omit M. Mauduit, a celebrated 
mathematician, and who at an advanced 
period of a life devoted to fcience, exhibits 
all the fpirit of a youthful votary of Par- 
naffus. It was left to him to refolve the 
problem—** If mathematics ean form an 
alliance with poetry, the lyre with the 
compafs, and algebra with Pindaric tranf- 
ports?”

What are the 
beft means for reviving the ftudy of the 
Greek language in France? This fubject 
immediately after the firft burft of the 
Revolution, appears to have engaged the 
attention, not only of the Directory and 
the confuls, but alfo of all the learned men 
in the nation. 

The author of the prefent epiftle, M. Bg- 
LIN DE BaILLIE, isan accomplifhed Greek 
{cholar, and has often diltinguifhed him- 
felf as a man of letters. He was former. 
ly a member of the Academy of Infcrip- 
tions, and it is not improbable, that this 
poem, which contains many eloquent paf- 
fages, will place him on the lift of candi- 
dates for the National Inftitute. 

After a high and inflated eulogium, 
‘¢ on the virtues, political, civil, and war- 
like, of the invincible hero, whofe genius 
and victory have placed him at the head of 
theFrench nation,” he exclaims mournfully 
as follows :

Cezanne, a young man at once rich and 
handfome, is the hero of the piece.

from fufpicion. In this dilemma, it either 
remained for him to endeavour to convert 
the whole into a jelt, or to fly for ever 
from the pretence of his miltrefs. He 
has accordingly recourfe to the latter of 
thefe, and prepares to depart fecretly ; but 
his valet, who imagines that the journey 18

At length, a refufal to continue an in-
